Elizahbtutown, Nov. 9, 1846. 
Thi Sooiktt DMt pursuant to adjouroment in the lecture roum of 
the First Prosbylerian Church. The Hon. JosEtu C. Horkbloweb, 
President, took the chair ; Col. R. G. Jobkson, iirst Vice President, 
being also present. 

After the minutes of the last meeting were rend, the Corresponding 
Secretary made his report of the correspondence since September, 
and laid before the Society, letters from ihe Hon. Randolph Man- 
ning, of Michigan, Col. Ichasos J. Cbane, U. S. A., J.ahes 
Fennihohb Coofbb, Esq., and others, in acknowledgement of their 
election as Corresponding or Resident Members, from the Massachu- 
setts Historical Society, American Philosophical Society, &o. 

Various donations were announced, and Col. Juu^soN presented 
ui original biographical sketch of "John Fenwick, chief Proprietor 
of Salem Tenth," and a copy of some correspondence between 
Governor Andros, of New York, and the authorities of the "Lower 
counties on the Delaware " in I675-J8, in relation to Ihe arrest of 
Fenwick. This last, on motion of Dr. Lewis Co^dict, was referred 
to the Comnaitlee on Publications. 

Mr. William D. Kinney, from that Committee, made a report 
in relation to the publication of another volume of Collections, to 
consist of a Life of General Lord Stirling, by tiie Hon. Wm. A. 
Duer ; and also in recommendation of the quaiterly publication of 
the Society. 
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On motion of Rev. Dr. Mubrat, the report was adopted ; and it 
was understood that the volume would be issued as soon aa prac- 
ticable. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. CoaswatL, the thanks of th© Society were 
directed to, be presented to Judge Duer for the manuscript thus 
generously placed at its disposal. 

Mr. Ki:iNiY, from the Committee on Purchases, reported that 
eeveral rare works had been procured for the Library since the last 
meeting ; but that aa yet the Committee had not succeeded in obtain- 
ing any files of the New Jersey Journal, 

Mr. W. A. Whitehead, from the Committee on Statisttca, afler 
some remarks intended to show the necessity of the measure, submit- 
ted the following preamble and resolution — ■ 

Whereas, It is necessary to a satisfactory determination of many 
questions affecting the welfare of the community, that accurate 
information should from tiros to time be obtained respecting the 
actual and comparative existence of crime within the limits of the 
State ; therefore. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be requested to memori- 
alize the Legislature, at an early day during the next session, for the 
passage of an act directing the opening of such books of record in 
the several counties, as may enab)e those officers of the Slate con- 
nected with the administration of the laws, to report annually the 
Criminal Statistics of their respective districts. 

On motion of Mr. W,, the resolution was temporarily laid on the 
table. 

Dr. JoBN S. CoNDiT, from the Committee on Monumental Inscrtp-i 
tions in Newark, submitted in a handsomely engrossed volume, the 
result of his labors ; all the inscriptions remaining in the old burying 
ground, and of those in the others of date prior to 1600, having been 
secured. Some of the most ancient or remarkable being represented 
in well executed pen drawings. 

Rev. D. V. McLban, from a similar Committee, reported that at 
Freehold and its vicinity some progress had been made, but a report 
could not yet be presented. 

The resolution appointing these committees was read, and the 
members residing in other of the old towns of the State, were re- 
(juestdd to comply with its requisitions by appointing some one or 
mora of their number to m^ike the desired compilations. 

Bishop DoANE, from the Committee on a Seal for the Society, 
presented a draft of a device, by the Corresponding Secretary, which 
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was adopte<I ; tknd on motion of Dr. Mvubay, the Cotnmitlee oa 
Fublicatioaa was autbortzed to have a die engraved. 

DESnRIPTIOM OF THE SEAL.' 

A'circular shield argent, charged with four Spanish shields placed 
in the form of a cross patee. 

The 1st quarter, or shield in chief ; the Arms of Lord John 
Berkeley. Gvlei a chevron between ten crosses palee argeni, six 
above and four be]ow : surmounted by a scroll argmt inscribed with 
tbe-tnotlo " Diru chei nous" gidea. The escutcheon flanked by hia 
initials— on the dexter side J. — on the sinister side B. gidet. 

The Sd quarter, or shield dexter, (the West shield) the earliest seal 
discovered, of the Western Proprietaries. Or a pair of balances 
tiAle, surmounted by a carpenter's compass, extended, of the tame; in 
the base point a terrace and tree vert. 

The Sd quarter, or shield sinister, (the East shield) the eeal of the 
Eastern Proprietaries in use before 1701, Party per fess or and 
t(Me ; in the first moiety the right arm of the goddess Themis proper, 
holding the balances of justice tahte — the arm issuing out of a cloud 
in the sinister corner of the escutcheon wmre ; in the second moiety 
a garbe (wheat sheaf) or between two ears of Indian com of ike 

The 4th quarter, or shield in base ; the Arms of Sir George Car- 
teret. Gvlei four fusils in fee argent, nnd in a canton argent a sinis* 
ter hand, erect, open, and couped at the wrist gtdet : surmounted by 
a scroll orient inscribed with the molto "Loyal Devoir." The es- 
cutcheon flanked by his initials — on the dexter side G. — on the sinia. 
ter side C. — gules. 

The two mottoes of the seal of the Eastern Proprietaries in lettera 
of sahiU. "BioETTEousNESS EXALTBTH A NATioK," placed over tba 
shield dexter, and "It's God oivkth incbba^" placed over the abield 
sinister. 

The seal of the Western Proprietaries has no motto. The whole 
within a border axare, charged with the' inscription "Sbal of tbs 
New Jebsby Hibtobical SocrBTY." Or, 

Dr. MuBKAY, from the Committee on Nominations, submitted A 
nnmber of names of gentlemen, candidates for membership, wbe 
were all duly elected : and other nominations were received.

Miscellaneous business being in order, the preamble and resolution 
offered by Mr. Whitehead were taken up, and af^er some approbatory 
remarks from the Pi)eside:«t were adopted. 

Mr. E. S. D. Ogden submitted the fujiowing an>endment to the 
Constitution — which in accordance with the provisions of that in- 
strument lies over for consideration at Ihe next meeting. The amend* 
ment being offered with the view of having the subject referred (o 
proneriy brought up at that time. 

'■The Library and depositories of the Society shall be at "" 

The place being left blank as, by a resolution of the Society, the 
location of the Library is to he determined at the next meeting. 

The Kev. D. V. MuLean' presented the following amendment to the 
By-laws, which, under the rule, lies over to (he next meeting — 

"In the first by-law — to strike out "the first Thursdays of Mar, 
September and November" and insert Mird Thwsdayof June." 

The effect of this, jf adopted, being to do away with more than two 
meetings of Ihc Society per annum. 

Mr. Wm. a. Whitehead offered n resolution which after some 
discussion, and amendment by the mover, was adopted as follows : 

Whereas at (lie next meeting of the Society the locatioa for its Li- 
brary and Cabinet is to ba agreed upon ; therefore— 

Reaolixd, That a Special Committee of six be appointed to exam- 
ine the By-Laws with a view lo the suggestion of aoy alterations or 
amendments they may deem necessary to make them Conform to the 
change in the business arrangements of Ihe Society, which will then 
be perfected. 

The President appointed as the Committee, Messrs. Doane, Dner, 
D. V. McLean, C. King, J. J. Chetwood,and Whitehead. 

Dr. Lewis CoNDicT offered the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That for the purpose of obtaining correct information of 
the early history and settlement of the different sections of our State, 
it is expedient that a Historical Association be organized in each 
County ; nnd this Society earnestly recommend such a. measure to 
the friends of literature throughout the State. 

Resolved, That the County Societies bo requested to obtain from 
the mo^t auliii^nlic sources, nit such information as relates to the 
earliest organization of Townships and Wecincts; the Dames of 
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wriy settters ; formation of Churches and Schools, looalion of ToWBt 
and Cities, manu facta ring eatablkshments ; minerals, water coursMf 
mountains ; Indian tribes who were its original inhabitants — with all 
historical nnd local incideals which may be inieresting and valuable. 

Resolved, That the information so collected be embodied in a 
written report, to be submitted yearly by each Association to the 
Historical Society of New Jersey at each annual meeting. And Tor 
the purpose of giving countenance and encouragement in their efforts, 
it is further 

RtMolved, That the officers of such County Association, shall, ex. 
t^do, be admitted to seals, as Delegates to this Society, and to 
participate in its deliberations ; and each Association shall be 
entitled to one copy of all the publications of this Society. 

Retolved, That the Corresponding and Recording Secretaries of 
this Society be a Committee, with instructions to take such measures 
as in their judgment may be best adapted to carry into efiect the 
object of these resolutions. 

On motion of Mr. Kenkby it was 

Eetolved, That with a view to a report at (he next meeting on the 
•ubjects embraced in the resolutions of Dr. Coiidicl, they be referred 
to the Executive Committee. 

Mr. HoRNOR having made some remarks respecting prevalent errors 
in various works treating of the battle of the Assanpibk, he was re- 
quested on motion of Rev. Dr. Davidson to furnish the Society with 
a paper on (he subject. 

Messrs. S. G. Potts and J. T. Shbhxan were appointed to audit 
the Treasurer's accounts preparatory to the annual meeting. 

Dr. Murray presented for the inspection of the members the origi not 
Record Book of the Elizabethtoftn setllers, prepared after the destruc- 
tion by fire of the " Elizabethtown Book" referred to frequeolly in (be 
famous Bill in Chancery — an exceedingly interesting memento of the 
first worthies of the Borough, containing all tlieir signatures. 

Mr. Whitehead read copious extracts from the biographical sketch 
of John Fenwick, presented by Col. Johnson. 

On motion of Mr. James G. Kino, the thanks of the Society were 
presented to the venerable Vice President for his interesting Memoir, 
and for the example set, so worthy ofimitation by all the membem, of 
devotedness to the best interests of the Society. 

Rev. D. V. McLean, Chairman of tlie Executive Committee, sn- 
nounced the appointment of the President of the Society to deliver the 
annual address in January — and of other gentlemen to prepare papers 
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•n varioui subjects — among othara, the detniis of the battles of Prince* 
ton and Monmouth ; historical sketches of the difierent Coflegea and 
Theological Seminaries; ofthe Bench and Barof the State; ofEasex 
eonnty, and biographical sketches of distinguished Jerseymen. 

The Society then adjourned to meet at Trenton on the third 
Thursday of January next, in accordance with the requiaition of 
the By-laws.

Justice Foppe Outhout declares to hare been present with 
C&ptain C&utwdl and to have beard in RubsUnce (faa aamf^ thAt is 
here al»vB declared by the said Captain Contwell. Mr. Michiel 
Baron and Reneir Vanbeiat sworn in Court — declare in substance to 
have heard and seen the same oS herebefore by Captaiu Canfwell is 
declared. 

Jobanues Van Jimmen sworn in Court declares that 
being present at the bouse of one Gillis Giljaasen at the East side of 
this river, some time in the last of the month of April last past — 
at which time Major John Fenwicke came there, who demanded why 
the deponent and the rest that were there did not coine at New Salem 
, (aa others did) to acknowledge hioi, meaning himself to be Lord and 
Froprietor of the place— Upcm which they answered him saying, bow 
they could own him bo long aa tbey paid Levy, to wit IS guilden 
10 slivers per head at New Castle Court. Whereupon he the said 
Fenwicke replied saying, that all those who paid the same should 
jiever enjoy a foot of land on the Easteren.sbore and further saith not. 

Right Honb^ Oovemor 

Sir, we hope before sight hereof, your honor 
will be safe returned, which happy news we do much long for. The 
.inclosed Testimony, and information given us concerning the new 
alterations made by Major John Fenwicke since bis last return from 
N. York on the East side of this river are the chief occasions of this 
account writing, which said Testimonies we hope your honor will be 
pleased to pursue and give us your speedy order what and how we 
shall act in and about the same. We likewise send your honor here 
inclosed the copies of our former and last order concerning the estate 
of one Francis Barintz deceased, tbere being several persons who are 
debted to the said estate in this river whereof Captain Cantwell baa 
received one cow and twenty skipple of wheat, for which be is ready 
to be accountable to your honor — And Captain Colier a screw gun 
and Captain Billop now securing the same persons de novo who for- 
merly have paid, and we being uncertain whether the brother of the 
dsoeased (who was expected) be dead or aliver— We therefore desire 
your honor's order how safety to act fbrther therein. Finally, since 
your honor's departure, there have happened several complaints of the 
nmntry concerning several strange actions of your Commander Cap- 
tain Billop, which hath oeoaamteid eone diapntea aad difletenow 
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between ua and your said Commuider— We know it to be our duty 
not to su^ the poi»r commonalty to be oppieMed, which all to 
' relate would be too long* — WberefoK we shall refer that until we 
are certain of your honor's arrival as when we are intended to depute 
\ one of our Bench to treat with your honor at>out that and o^r ma. 
\ terial concerns — So baring no more at present to enlarge, we remain 
< Right Honb" Got''

Thb I.ETTSK from the honb'"- Council at N. York in answer to the 

letter of this Court sent the 9th of May last past. 
Gentlemen : Yours of 9"* Instant arrived the beginning of the week 
which not having bad the happiness to find the Governor returned 
was communicated to the Council upon consideration of the new 
alteration made by Major John Fenwicke on the East side of the 
river — perusal of the testimonies and informations given concerning 
the same. They have thought good to make the inclosed order whi<^ 
they desire you will do your part to see it put in execution (if occa- 
sion) hut with as little mischief as may be. Captain Billop is written 
to likewise concerning the same. 

The matter of Frans Barentzen was not weU represented by Cap- 
tain Billop to Captain Brockhols, who suppoung the accident of his 
death was very lately, and it being likewise intimated that he having

gave orders to Captain Biltop to secure wbat be bad, and give accemtl 
of tbe same, but upon further information that the said Frsns Bo- 
rentzen died several years ago, and that the conit hath formerty tabes 
cognizance of the said estate, and tbe Gov^nor having likewise been 
made acquainted therewith, they do not think fit that Captain BiUep> 
should any further concern himself therein, but that you prosecute 
what you bad begun and give account thereof to tbe Governor. If 
tbe deceased bad a brother (as suggested) he cnn have no pietsnce 
after tbe disposal of it ; otherwise a year and six weeks being past 
and no claim made which is tbe time limited by law. 

There bath been an address from Captain Cantwell in tbe name of 
his son, resigning all the right title and interest bis son might have to 
the estate of William Tom deceased by virtue of his wife, and desiring 
it may be sold at a public vendue for tbe payment of his just debts— 
But tbo' be may have preference before the rest of the creditors next 
to Captain Delaware who hath judgment and execution against the 
said estate, the Council do not think it reasonable that the said estate 
belonging to Mr. Tom be sold for the payment of his debts, but are 
not willing to alter the course of the law, which gives direction how 
debts should be paid— That is, statutes and judgments first — then 
bonds and specialities — after that book debts and other claims. If 
any thing ^er that shall be left tbe son of Captain Cantwell may 
have it. The sooner Mr. Thorn's estate be sold the better. After 
some weeks notice for the complaint made by the commonality against 
the Commander Captain Billop^we are not willing to intermeddle 
therein, the rather for that you signify your resolution to send some 
of your Bench to the Governor after his arrival to treat with him 
about that and other material concerns. This having as near as may 
be answered the particulars of your letter, I take leave and remain

' Tbe superscription was to the Justices of tbe Court of New Cas- 
tle—These. 

Hen followeth the order of Council sent indosed in tbe above said 
letter from New York, At a Council held in New Tork May 
22'. 1678. 

Upon tbe receipt of letters fhiiii the Magishatea of the town 
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of New CMtle in DolAwara about the alteration begun to be made by 
Major John Fenwicke on the Eaat aide of (be River where contraiy 
to his engagement and parole he hath acted by BBsuming a pretended 
power to himBsIf. The same being taken into consideration to pre- 
vent any mischief that may happen upon that account-It is orderedt 
that a measenger be forthwith sent express to the Commander and 
Justices of New Castle in Delaware who are to give notice to the 
said Major Fenwicke, that Bc6ording to his parole he forbear the as- 
suming any power of Government to himself on the East side of 
Delaware river, or any where else in those parts unless he Can pro- 
duce more authentic power out of England so to do than he hath 
yet done, which ought first to be made known to the Governor in this 
place — and in case of refusal the said Commander and justices ars 
hereby required to order bim to come lo New York within the space 
of — days to make answer to what shall be alledged against him on 
that behalf and for breach'of hit parole which if he deny to do, that 
then the said Commander and Magistrates, together with the sheriff 
do use force to seize his person and send him hither without delay. 
By order of Council (signed)

In pursuant to the afore standing order of the Council, the following

It is well known likewise that I ^a made and detained prisoner to

The PennByhaniana also claimed it under Petm ; but 
the New EngUndera being more numeroua than the others have re- 
tained it — now said to be referred to Congress for deter mi natioD. 
The land level, but not so good where on the town stood as in many 
other places adjacent. It is on the eastern branch of the river, sixty- 
six miles above Supsbury and Shamoken — and one hundred below 
Tioga, an Indian settlemetit. This branch is an exceeding fine pret- 
ty river, and opposite the town in midsummer five or six fiithom of 
water, as clear as it can be; some places, below and above shoal 
enough to be forded, about one hundred and fifty yards wide ; and in 
times of great freshets said to rise fifteen feet, overflowi^ great part 
of the low lands : It springs from the lake Otsago nine miles long 
and five wide ; three hundred and sixty miles N. E. from this, runolog 
about N. W,, falling in with [he western branch at Sunabury — The 
mornings and evenings at this place very cool, and notwithstanding 
heavy fc^s till 8 and 9 o'clock in the morning, yet the place is said to 
be very healthy. 

23d May — Major General Sullivan arrived with all the troops from 
Easton in six days. 

24th — The regiment began a march for Fort Jenkins, thirty five 
milea down the river, marched to Shawnee Flats four miles, halted 
and took some little refreshment. Shawnee was once an Indlaa 
town,. since settled by New Englanders, consisting of one hundred 
houses, but all destroyeJ in June '78 by the savages, except a few log 
huts— the flatts are very large, supposed to contain above a thousand 
acrea already clear, which is exceeding rich and fertile, and the moat 
level body of land I have ever seen. Proceeded that night as far as 
Stewart's house, six miles from Shawnee, where we took lodgings for 
that night, it then being sunset. , * 

2Sth — Marched at day break. • • * • At sunset arrived at 
the fort, where we lay that night near the river. • • • • port 
Jenkins is a stockade, containing about half quarter of an acre, one 
very good dwelling house, the best I have seen since lefl Easton. 
The garrison commanded by Capt. Claypole, of Lt. Col. Hubley's 
Regt., consisting of about one hundred men ; artillery none, excepting 
one cohorn. The fort situated on a height very pleasant and advan- 
tageous. 

26th, 8 A. M. — ^The boats we were to convoy got under way ; 
about sixty in number. We soon began our march on return to Wy- 
eouDg; Durched to Naabepack falls, five miles, where we were 
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detained th&t (lay sod part of die nett in getting thn boats up dw 

falls. 

37lh— 10 o'clocki A. M. the boats being all got up with mucti 
difficulty, and under way, (aa the water falls alwut 10 or 13 ftet 
gradually,) we again feaumed our march ; but on account of some 
sboals in the river which retarded the boats, we marched but a short 
distance Until the afternoon, when we proceeded to a place called 
Orchard l^arin, on account of there being a considcrnble number of 
fruit trees, and don't recollect to haVe seen any since our first day's 
march from Easlon till here-^islance 9 miles. 

28lh. Marched early in the morning. At Nanfecoke falls Wai 
detained t*o hours in getting up the falls, which are very rapid, 
though small. Marched immediately on, the boats getting up to 
Shawnee, (3 miles) where we staid the night. From Wyoming to 
I'ort Jenkins, considerable of very good holfom land on the river, but 
the up-land appears to be barren. After leaving Shatvnee, there la 
Rot one single inhabitant to be seen to Fort Jenkins, being killed and 
driven off by the Indians. 

29th — moruing. Marched to Wyoming — arrived about lO A. M. 

30th. Men were employed in cleaning themselves and arms. 

July Isl. The army attended the execution of Michael Rousburge 
and Lawrence Miller, from Phiilipsburg, near Easton, condemned for 
attempting to convey some soldiers to the enemy. The fornser was 
banged at 4 o'clock !*• M., the latter reprieved. • 

24th. The boats arrived from Sunsbury with stores, in number 
bbont one hundred and seventeen. 

25th. Five prisoners of the Oerman Regiment were to have been 
executed, and a number of others to run the gauntlet through the 
whole line, but were reprieved. 

20th, The masons re-interring two brothers, Capt. Davis and D. 
Jones, killed by the Indiana in April last ; the afternoon very rainy, 
otherwise the appearance would have been tolerably .grand, as they alt 
marched in order with the band of music playing. This day orders 
issued for marching on the thirty-first. 

81at. The army marched at 12 o'clock, after signals being given 
by a discharge of cannon from the fort, which were immediately 
answered from the boats, which carried all the artillery and stores* 
excepting some kegs of flour, which were carried on horses — (len'I 
Hand having previously advanced about one mile being appointed to 
the light corps on this expedition. The whole proceeded, only our 
Regiment, which composed the rear guard — having in charge strag- 
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glerS) cattle, &c., which occasioned ua to march very alow. After a 
tedious mnrch, came to some cleared iielda one mile diatant from 
Lackawanah, then 11 P. M, * ♦ ♦ • 

August ls(. We marched at 6 A. M. one mile. Joined the army 
at Lackatvanah, once a smBll town settled by New Englanders ; a very 
rich, flat land, divided by a very beautiful creek which empties into 
the Susquehannah. It ia very shoal, but of considerable breadth. 
The flat is said to contain seven hundred acres, having formerly ■ 
■mail stockade fort, which surrendered to Butler in '78. Moat of the 
captives were preserved in consequence of capitulation, .but the build- 
ings and fort, according to custom, were all destroyed. At. 3 P. H. 
the usual aignal waa given to march. Proceeded, and arrived at 
Quialutimmack about 10 o'clock at night, the path continuing bad, 
country mountainous — distant 8 miles. Baggage arrived about 1 
A. M., when we encamped. 

2d. We did not march on account of parties being sent out to 
collect and bring on flour, &c. which had fallen from the horses the 
night before, and broke many of the kegs. The land is rich, fertile, 
and flat as any I have seen ; surrounded by mountains, the inhabit- 
ants driven oS" and buildings destroyed. 

3d. Proceeded to Phillips's farm (9 miles) and halted one hour. 
Marched again for Tunkhannack, fording a creek, one and a half 
miles before we arrived there, which was at four P. M. This place, 
as usual, issiluated on the river ; the few former huts destroyed ; land 
as usual, bottom. This place very remarkable for deer, bears, turkeys, 
several of which were taken by the troopa without firing a single gun; 
there being positive orders to the contrary ; otherwiae might have 
killed many more dciring our halt. 

4th. Arrived at Vanderlip's farm, or Walnut Bottom, about S 
P. M,' Ci'osaed Maahaw creek about two miles before we came to the 
farm above mentioned. The Sat' very rich, timber chiefly black 
walnut, of uncommon size ; the country round continues mountain- 

6th. I being that day ordered on the rear flank, did not march 
until ten. Was obliged to march on the lop of the mountains, which 
rendered the day's march very fatiguing and disagreeable. At five 
o'clock P. M., came into the path the whole army had marched. 
Soon crossed a very high mountain on the side of the river ; prospect 
the most beautiful I have seen. At six P. M. arrived at Wyelucing, 
formerly aettied by the .Moravians, who were obliged to leave it on 
account of the Indians, (but some aay they have joined them) who 
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destroyed it in '78. It is tho best part of thp country I have seen 
since I left Wyoming. The hotisea were built regularly, numbering 
about eighty, witb a cliurch, priest, &c. Timber chiefly black 
walnut, with some button-wood trees, which are eight and ten feet 
through. 

6th and 7th. Continued at Wyalucing to refresh. 

8th. After marching two miles, forded a considerable creek. 
Continued our march until three P. M., when we arrived at Standing 
Stone Bottom, which ia large and level, and newly cleared, wliere we 
pitched fur the night. 

9th. Arrived at four in the afternoon at 
Esther's Plats, once an Indian town, but nov 
of amazing length. This is within four i 
proviaioQ, and very faint for want of it ; the 
not arrive until nine or ten o'clock the next n 
fourteen miles with very little to eat. The 
before we came to this place, are chiefly wl 
grown up with wild pea vinea, dec. In tt 

several cattle killed by falling from a precipice, having about half a 
Riile to pass along one of two hundred feet, and the path very bad. 
At the bottom, luckily, was the river ; the boats on coming up bad 
them dressed. 

10th. Tbe Regiment with two others marched at 12 o'clock aa 
an escort lo the Generals, &c., opposite Tioga. Our Regiment being 
the right flank, was obliged to raise a very high mountain (being very 
hot, rendered it truly fatiguing) to scour the woods. We returned 
in a short time to our cainp, where we remained the night. 

11th. Marched at seven A. M. for Tioga. The army at nine 
began'to ford the Susquehnnnab, having first fired a few cannon in 
the wood on the other side fearing Chore might be some of the enemy to 
oppose us in crossing the river ; a little more than waist deep, very 
rapid, which made it difficult crossing, the force of the current carry- 
ing several down ; happily none were drowned. Proceeded alter 
landing about one and a half miles, when we came to *Kihuga creek, 
which we forded, and encamped in the forks formed by the Suaque- 
bannah and Kihuga, on the ground where the town of Tioga formerly 
stood. Soil very rich, &c. 

12th. On fatigue, cutting timber to build block housea. About 

six P. M. was ordered to join the Regiment. At night in the evening 

the army was in motion and began their march to surprise f Shamong, 

* Ciyag*. t Cbemunf. 
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in Indian town on tho river Kihuga. Marched ve.ry sloWly on the 
whole iiif^ht, sometLmeB setting down for a few minuteB, and up Bgain, 
^ighi or tea yards, until daylight began to appear, when we took s 
start and were obliged to run a great part of the way,. en account of 
its being farther than was apprehended, and our regiment in the rear. 
Arrived, shout half past six o'clock A. M., at Shamong, and found to 
6ur mortification the town eotirely evacuated. About odo hour afler 
our arrival •••••■• 
Gen'l Hand, eommnnding the light troops, was fired upon fVoni a 
•cout of theirs who lay concealed inthe bushes. They killed six or 
seven and wounded nine; ftmony the latter vsre two officers of 
Ilubley'a regiment. Our troops immediately returned the fire and 
charged upon them, but aa they lay on a hill, they had time to get off 
their killed ; soppond to be one or two from the hlL*od where they 
vere posted. The txtuDl^ fmm Tioga to Shamong the most level 
land I have seen marching. On the bottom bordering on the creek, 
l^rge meadows several miles in length, rich, fertile, and easy to be 
cultivated. Its timber on the low Itinds, nut and oak | on the high 
lands chiefly pine ; soil very indifi'erent. 

Shamong, an Indian town lying on the north of the o^eek, consist, 
initof about thirty huts covered with bark. The Indians who inhabit 
it raise large fields of com, beans, squashes, potatoes, and pumpkins 
in abundance, which they subsist on in the winter season, with what 
deer and bears tney kill, with other beasts of the wood. Our troops, 
after destroying their huts and fields of corn (which we supposed to 
contain about a thousand bushels) returned unmolested to Tioga. 

14th. The troops lay by to refresh themselves. 

15th. The Indiana skulbio^ round our camp, killed and scalped 
one man, who was driving up some horses, and wounded another. 

16th. An escort of nine hundred troops commanded by Gen'l 
Poor, marched to join Gen't Clinton, who is on his way fVom Otsego 
to join us, he having a large quantity of provision. 

ITth. One man killed and scalped, and one other wounded. 

18ih. A funeral sermon preached by Dr. Rogers,* prepared for the 
occasion, was to have been delivered at the re-interring of Capt. 
Davis, &Q., but was postponed, on accountof a rain coming on, until 
now, when the masons all gave their attendance. 

30th. This morning arrived an officer and nine men from Geni 
Clinton, who reported biro, together with Gen'l Poor, about twenty 
miles distant. 

* S«v. Joan RoMiaM. P.D., of ZTew Voik diy. 
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Kid. At 10 A. M. arrived Geo'l Clinton with bis boats, storeSi 
&C., when there waa ii discharge of thirteen pieces of cannon ; boats 
ill number, 210. At retreat beat this evening, two soldiers of Ist' 
Regiment run the gauntlet through the whole brigade, who were 
provided with each a. good whip for that purpose — the line about half 
a mile. 

2Sd. This day orders issued for marching the 25th. About 13 
o'clock, an accident happened to a Captain of Gen'l Poor's Brigade. 
He was shot dead from a soldier's attempting to snap a gun, not 
knowing it was loaded. It went off and killed him on the spot. 

25lh The fore part the day employed in gelling in readiness, 

. expecting to oiarch in the afternoon. We leave here a great part of 

Our baggage with the garrison. It consists of 250 men with two six 

pounders, commanded by Col. Shrieve. In the aftemooS it rained 

hard, which prevented our marching. 

26th. At half past 12 P. M., began our march with several pieces 
of cannon, which caused us to mnvje very slowly, as we had formed a 
hollow square, in which the pack horses and cattle were all driveo, 
together with the cannon. This day received information that Col. 
Brnadhead, with 60t> troops, was within forty miles of the *Senakee 
castle, and had destroyed almost one whole tribe of iDdinns by strat. 
Bgem ; he painted his men like Indians, with cutting their liuir, &c. 
We this day likewise received intelligence of Count Deb]staing'8 vic- 
tory'over the British fleet, and having taken theislandof St. Vincents. 
This day marched about four miles, and encamped at five P. M. near 
a large flat, on the north-east side of Cahuga creek. This day's 
march through level land, but very poor, excepting the flats, which 
are good, grown up with grass of great heighth. 

Friday, 27th. At half past eight began marching, and proceeded 
two miles in the order of the day before. Halted in consequence of 
their being a defile, which our artillery, horses, iic. could not pass 
until repaired, from 11 o'clock A. M. till 4 in the afternoon. We 
passed the defile, and after marching quarter of a mile our Regiment 
was ordered back to assist the horses in passing, till 11 o'clock P. M. 
the whole having got up, though not without considerable destruction 
of the bags with flour and other stores. Then proceeded about three 
miles, and halted with the army, about one o'clock in the morning, 
about three miles from Shamong, on an old Indian settlement near 
Bome large fields of corn, said to be planted at the expense of the King 
of Britain, and many smaltei ones said to belong to the Indians ; 
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With beans, squasliea, potuloes, &c, on which our Boldiers fsasted 
sumptiiously, it being a good substitute for bread, which was a scarce 
article with us. Distance about six miles. Course of nuirc^thiii 
day, N. NW. The country as level as any I have marched through, 
except the defile ; chiefly woods, but indifferent. 

28th, Saturday. Continued marching until 3 P. M. ; some aromu- 
nition wagons being broke and left behind for the purpose of gather- 
ing the corn and destroying what we did not make use of. Proceeded 
one mile and forded the Cahuga creek at crotch deep — very rapid. 
Marched half a mile farther and re.crossed the creek again, where it 
was something deeper than at the other place, and extremely rapid, so 
as to carry down some of our men, and many of our pack horses, 
with the loss of three of the latter drowned, and a very considerable losa 
of Qour, baggage, &c. At sunset arrived at Shamong ; at nine our 
baggage came up. Here we encamped for the nigbt; distance three 
miles. On the march between the places of fording, some Indians were 
seen and fired on by our flanks, when they run off. This day the 
army was allowed no flouc on account of the great quantity of corn, 
beans, &c. Course northwest. 

Sunday 29th. Proceeded very slowly two miles, occasioned by the 
roughness of the way, which we had to clear for the artillery, bag< 
gage, &c., to pass. Here we halted for one hour and a half, until the 
artillery, &c., should raise a difiicult height, at which time an ad- 
vanced party of our riflemen discovered the enemy throwing up some 
works on tlie other side of a morass, and a diflicult place through 
which we had to pass. It appears this was intended for an ambus- 
cade, it being on a small height, where some logs, etc. were laid up, 
covered with green bushes, which extended half a mile. On the right 
was a small town which they had destroyed themselves, making use of 
the timber, etc. in the above works. Moved one mile and a quarter, 
after all was in readiness, and within a quarter of the works, when 
some small parties of riflemen were sent to divert them by flrlng at 
long shot on their works. After the ground was well reconnoitered, 
the artillery was advanced on their left. At the same time Gen't 
Poor with his brigade was endeavoring to gain their rear aroond tbeir 
Left ; Gea'l Hand's brigade was following in rear of Poor. Our 
brigade was kept as a reserve, as was also Gen. Clinton's, until tbeir 
rear should be gained ; but they having a party posted on a very con. 
siderahle height, over which our right flanks had to pass, we were 
discovered by them. Previous to this, some shells and round shot 
were thrown among theia in their works, which caused them to give 
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^aeverHl yella, and joubtlesi intimidated (hem much. But at this £•■ 
covery they gave a most hideous yell and quit their works, endeavoring 
(o prevent Gen'l Poor's ascending the height, by a loose scattering 
Gre ; but our troops pressing forward with much vigor, made them 
give way, leaving their dead behind, (amouoling to eleven or twelve) 
which were scalped immediately. We likewise look one white man, 
who appeared to be dead, and was stripped, when an officer came up 
and examined him, said be was not wounded, gave him a stroke and 
bade him get up ; he immediately rose up a^d implored mercy, and 
was kept a prisoner some time. In the evening a negro was taken. 
Their number wounded not known. Two or three of ours killed, and 
thirty-four or five wounded. Among the latter was Major Titcomb, 
Capt. Cloise, and Ll. Allis. At half after three the firing censed, 
and the army proceeded one mile and a half to a considerable town 
pleasantly situated under the mountains on the side of the creek, 
consisting of about twenty huts. The number of the enemy uncer- 
tain, but from the best intelligence from the prisoners, the whites were 
about two hundred, the Indians five.* 'I hey were commanded by 
Butler and Brant, who had been waiting some days our approach. 
It appears their expectations were great, from their numbers, situa- 
tion, etc. The prisoners likewise inform us they had been kept on an 
allowance of seven ears of corn per day each, although there is m very 
great abundance of corn, beans, potatoes, squashes, etc., for several 
miles on the creek, upon which our whole army has subsisted for days. 
'We had nevertheless to destroy some hundred bushels. Here was 
found a deal of plunder of theirs, such as blankets, brass kettles, ele. 

Monday, 30th. At the request of Maj. Piatt, sent oat h small 
party to look for some of the dead Indians— returned without finding 
them. Toward morning they found them and skinned two of them 
from (heir hips down, for boot legs ; one pair for the Major the olbor 
for myself. On the other side this inountain was a town said to be of 
tbe best buildings we bad passed. It was destroyed by Gen. Poor 
the evening of the engagement. 

Tuesday, 31et. Proceeded about six miles and halted for on« 
hour, destroying a small town of huts on a branch of Kihuga Creek, 
which we forded. On our way thither burnt two houses, the best 
buildings 1 have seen since I left Wyoming. Here we left the Kihuga, 
and proceeded four miles through a level piece of pine land, (hinly 
timbered, with many cranberry ponds, and large flats grown up with

.pvu of coDiiderable heighlh. Encamped on one of these at sutuet.' 
Wednesday, September lat. At eight in the morning continued 
our march through a level pine land, as the afternoon before, for two 
or three miles, when we began to ascend a mounlain, on which we 
marched, ascending and descending several difTerent times; then 
came into a very thick swamp, chiefly white and apruce pines. After 
marching one mile in the swamp, was under the necessity of halting 
for one hour, until a road was cleared for the artillery to pass ; then 
proceeded after halting, through difliculties of the way, for five miles, 
in which time we forded a creek, that ran through the swamp, fifteen 
different times. About sunset came to a clear flat, uncultivated, rich, 
and well timbered. Near dark again entered a swamp ; very difficult 
and bad marching, our pack and other horses still increasing the mod 
so as to make it impassable, through darkness, etc. Some, however, 
attempting it, were mired down with flour and baggage, where many 
lay all night ; in tbia manner the road was strewed for about 4 miles. 
Had the savagea availed themselves of this opportunity, it must have 
proved very fatal to us, for they might with ease have destroyed a 
great part of our provisionsi with a party very inconsiderable. 
TbuacontinuedourmarchuntillSo'clockat night, when we arrived at 
French Catherine, an Indian town, deserted by them a fev hours be- 
fore our troops came in ; march as disagreeable as I haveexperienced; 
aometimes up to our knees in mud and mire, and so dark as not to bo . 
able to keep the path by any other means than being close to our 
front man. When we arrived, our situation still disagreeable, not 
having our baggage or any covering, and in expectation of being 
attacked every moment until morning, — men exceedingly fatigued, 
having marched fourteen miles with fifteen days' flour on their backs, 
exclusive of their other pack. 

Thursday, 2nd. About sunrise a squaw was discovered, to appear- 
ance upwards of one hundred years of age, who lay in the woods. 
She had been led by the Indiana the day before, and was so decrepid as 
not to be able to walk. She was, after examination, by order of the 
General, put on horse -back, and told to follow her companions, with a 
letter, but could not lide. She informed us that they had only gone 
a little wav into the woods, and as thev exoecled us not to tarrv nnv 
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Senakee lake ; proceeded as far a9 ve cauld for the mire, thon turned 
about, knowing we were in the wrong path, and sent out a couple 
of Indians for tbe purpose of finding the path, which they did, amd 
returned. We then marched through a swamp for one and a half 
miles, and halted one hour ; when detached Capt. Soman, with fifty 
men, to the lakci when we aoain marched and ascended a mouatain, 
where we had a view of the lake, and Chen took a circuit march over 
mountains, etc. Returned to camp, after marching ten or eleven 
miles without making any discovery, more than where they had 
driven off a number of horses and cattle, several of which were takea 
this day. 

Catharine is the moit important Senakee tows we have met with, 
since entering their nation. It derived its name from French 
Cathariae, who in her infancy was taken from Canada by the 
savages, and became accustomed to their manners, marrying an. 
Indian chief, who was said to be half French himself^ from which 
marriage she claimed this part of the country. Here she raised a 
great number of horses for sale— its situation a rich flat on the side 
of a creek. The corn and beans raised here afforded us one day's- 
sobsiatence. The great quantity of corn, dtc. which is raised hei^ 
more than usual, was occasioned by tbe British giving a premiiim to 
encourage them in raising it, so as to enable them to come down on 
our frontiers. 

This squaw likewise said they had a long debate whether they 
ebould stay and deliver themselves up to our army or not, but at. 
length it was determined not, the warriors saying they would scalp 
tbem if they did. Here was made up a small hut for the old squaw on 
the side of the creek, having destroyed all the huts betonging to the 
place at our departure, leaving her a plenty to subsist on. She sp- 
peered very thankful when she found we did not kill or misuse her. 

Friday, 3rd. Marched at half past eight A. M. ; for two miirs' 
something monntainous ; then through a very large, level tract tt( 
luid bor(fering on the Senakee lake ; its timber walnut, ash, hickory 
end oak, by &r the largest tract of good land in one body I have yet 
aeen. About five P. M. arrived at encamping ground, which was in 
the woods. A short time after our halt some men discovered a corn- 
field ; went to it and found the Indians bad just then quit it, leaving 
eom roaming at the fires, which occasioned there being U scout sent 
out, who discovered some of them by a fire near a small town, bat 
the enemy making the discovery previous to this, retreatud to the 
town u was supposed, and the scout zetuined. This eveniBg wi4tuf

were given for to march at half past 6ve in the morning, without Iho 
usual signals. Distance 13 miles, N. NW. course. 

Saturday, 4th. In the morning it rained, by which means we did- 
not march until half after ten, when we proceeded to Apple townr 
which wan on fire at our arrival. Passed it two or three hundred 
yards and halted on a mountain near a corn-field, which was soon 
stripped of its heans, &c. Here we had a prospect of the lake for 
upwards of twenty miles in length and about three in breadth the 
most beautiful "I hnve ever seen. In a short time proceeded until sun. 
set through a good rich land, much the same as the day before, having' 
only two difficult deliles. Distance about 13 miles ; course north. 

Sunday, 5th. Proceeded marching through land much the same as 
the day before, passing two or three defiles, and arrived at an old 
settled place called Kendae, at 8 P. M. It appeared to be the oldest 
town we have yet passed, here being a considerable orchard ; treea 
very old, as are the buildings, very pleasantly situated about quarter 
of a mile from the lake, on a high piece of ground ; some of the best 
buildings, in number about thirty, with several small fields of corn, 
which were very iDsuflicieRt for nil our troops having drawn but half 
allowance since we left Shamong. k much larger quantity is said to 
be on the other side of tHe lake, but we having no boats or nay con- 
venience, it being about five miles across, could not get any of that. 
There was taken a white man who had by them been made prisoner 
at Wyoming in 1777. lie informed us the enemy'had left this two 
days before our arrival. He likewise said they had a reinforcement 
at this place of two or three hundred, wlio were very anxious to fight 
us ; the others said they had fought enough and did not choose to do 
any more. In the evening the whole array discharged their firelecks 
by order, 

Monday, 6th. I was sent out with a detachment under Maj. Hoi' 
linshead, for the purpose of collecting horses, cattle, &c., many of 
them having strayed the night before, on account of which the army 
was detained until 2 P. M., when we proceeded three miles, land con- 
tinuing rich and fertile as before ; encamped in the woods near the 
lake. Here a great plenty of pea vines, which out horses and cattle 
feed on. This day have intelligence that the garrison at Powles 
Hook was surprised and taken. 

Tuesday, 7th. Proceeded about eight miles, halting near the outlet 
of the kke for one hour and a half, then crossed it near middle deep. 
The lake is said to be forty miles in length and from two to five ir> 
bnadth, very beautiful, without a single island in it, its course N.W. 
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SDd 8.£. After crossing us before, proceeded one mile ftud halted one 
,hour; haviDg a long defile to pass, was expecting an attack. From 
thence proceeded two milea through a very thick wood, and came on 
the back of a town a little after sundown, called Cunnesedago, still 
expecting they would defend their town, it being the capital, of their 
naliont but they were all fled. The town consists of fifty or upwards 
very good huts, regular and compact, much more than any we have 
seen before. Here was foilnd a white mate child about three yearsof 
age, supposed to have bees taken from our frontiers. It can speak 
Indian very well and understand English, but not talk it. Victuals 
being given, it appeared to have been nearly starved, and would 
doubtless have injured itself had it not been restrained. An officer of 
ours has taken it with the intention to bring it up. This lake runs 
into lake Kihuga, and from thence into St. Lawrence river. 

Wednesday, Stb. Continued for the purpose of gathering com, 
beans, dec. 

Thursday, 9th. Proceeded one mile through a very thick swamp, 
when we came to some up-land, which appeared to have been cleared, 
and wae grown up with Indian grass and some ash bushes, over which 
we travelled for two or three miles, when we again entered a swamp, 
which we travelled through for five miles and halted on a piece of high 
ground for the night This morning a detachment was sent down to 
Tioga consisting of fifty men, who were to escort all the sick, inva- 
lids, dec. and lik^ise all the horses that were not able to carry packs. 
Thirty odd were nevertheless left at this place, that could not be got 
farther. 

Friday, lOtb. Came to a lake called by some 'Genessee, which 
is from one to three miles in width, and about ten in length, and very 
shallow. Proceeded and crossed the outlet at halflef; deep, and twenty 
yards across. It lies nearly north and south. After crossing had a 
long defile to pass and came to a considerable town of about twenty 
huts, which were all on fire when we came in sight ; marched one 
mile past the town and encamped for the night, near some corn-fields, 
at 4 P. M. Distance of this day's inarch about ten miles. Course 
West. 

Saturday, 11th, Passed many defiles, the ground being rougher 
than any we have yet passed since we left Catharine, and the up-Iand 
more indifierent. Arrived at four o'clock at Onyauyah, where wasn 
large quantity of corn. In sight of this town is a lake lying to the

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Bouth ; here we encamped. Marched IbuTfees mileB thii diy, course 
nearly west. Here v&a left a small garrison, with most of our bag. 
gage, horses, &c 

Saaday, 12th. Came to a small *lake from a quarter to half a mile 
toide aod three in length ; diatance about five miles. Croased the 
outlet at knee deep, (fifteen yards acroes) went fite and a half miles 
farther and encamped for the night on a high ground newly cleared, 

MondsY, 13lh, At half past 4, morning, proceeded one mite and 
a half; came to a considerable town, fCanesaab, con»sttng of from 
sixteen to twenty huts and halted for the troths to get some refresh- 
ment and to build a bridge cross a creek; meantime a party of 
twenty-six men, commanded by Lt. Boyd, was sent out to a i^towD 
about six miles for discovery, at which place he arrived without 
molestation. , Here an Indian was killed and scalped by his party. 
He then despatched two men to inform us what bad happened j after 
they bad gone two miles they saw five Indians. They immediately 
run back and told the Lieutenant what they had seen, who marched 
on to the place with all speed, when he discovered some few of them 
who retreated ; he pursued and killed one of Ihem. The men then 
went to scalp him, which caused some dispute who should have it ; 
at the same instant the enemy rose up trom their ambuscade, when 
the action commenced, but they being much superior in numbers, 
caused him and one or two others to surrender, though not until the 
rest were all killed and got oir.§ About the same time, Capt. Lodge, 
surveyor of the road, with a small party was discovered about one 
mile beyond, where the party was building a bridge. They were 
fired on by the Indians and one of his men wounded. The rest ran 
off and were pursued so closely that one of them drew out his tomC' 
hawk and was close on the heels of one of our men, when a sentinel 
from the party at the bridge fired at the Indian, which caased them 
all to run off. Major Poor immediately pushed on, bearing (he firing, 
and found the knapsacks, &c. of the Indians, who had all run off on 
bis approach. At two 4>'cIock, the bridge being completed, we 
marched on to a town, Casawavalatetah, where we arrived about 
dark, in expectation of an attack, and encamped. Land continuing

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▼eiy fertils ; at both of these places was a large quantity of corn , 
at the former we did not destroy all. 

Tuesday, 14th. Early in the morning was ordered to destroy the 
corn, which we did by throwing Ih^ ears into the creek which rnns 
close to the town, and is a branch of the *Canisee riyer, which 
empties into the lake Ontario about fourteen miles hence. At two 
P. M. marched and crossed the creek, and forded the main branch of 
Canisee and proceeded four miles down to the Chenisee caslle, where 
we arrived about four P. M. At this place was Lieut. Boyd and one 
soldier found, with their heads cut off. The Lieutenant's head lay 
near his body ; the scalp was entirely cnt off; his body appeared to 
have been whipped and pierced in many different places. The other's 
head was not found. A great part of his body was skinned, leaving 
his ribs bare. 

Wednesday, 15th. The whole army employed until three o'clock 
in gathering the com and burning it in their huts, which were in 
number abont eighty or a hundred, and much the largest quantity of 
corn I have yet seen in any one place since I have been out. Here 
came in a white woman with a young child, who was almost starved, 
having made her escape two or three nights before from the enemy. 
She informs as they were in great confusion, the Indians some times 
agreeing to treat with us, hut it was made void by Butler and JohnsoB, 
who promised to supply them with provisions. One of the Indiana 
at this cocked his gun and was about to shoot Johnson but was pre- 
vented. This woman was taken from Wyoming in TT, where her 
husband was killed. At half past two P. M. we began our march for 
returning, and proceeded as far as the fording place of the cre^ 
crossed onto, encamping near the town Casawavalalelah. This place 
very rich and good. Distance from here to Niagaree said to be 
about eighty miles, whither the Indians carry all their furs, die. for 
sale. They go and return in canoes in five or six days. 

Thursday, 16th. I was ordered out on the advance parly, under 
the command of Major Cochran, consisting of one hundred men. 
proceeded and crossed the second branch of the Canesee river, when 
we remained until the army had all crossed, which was ten A. M., 
part of the troops being employed in destroying some corn that we 
lefl when there before. We then proceeded to Canexah, and en- 
camped about four P. M. The army was again sent out destroying 
corn that waa omitted before. Id the evening we joined our respect- 
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ive Regiments for (he night, and were to repair to the front of Ibfl 
army at the genernl beat in the morning. 

. Friday, ITlh. Marched at sunrise. Arrived at Onyauyah at 
twelve o'clock. There was one large hut left Btanding, round whicb 
the garrison had laid up the kegs of flour, boxes of ammunition and 
bags of flour, so as lo make it a very considerable fort. Bound it 
were likewise batteries. This cautiousness was occasioned by prison- 
ers having beea taken, and it was apprehended they would extort from 
them our situation ; and they might probably attack that place in our 
absence, as the garrison left was very inconsiderable, a captain and 
fifiy men, exclusive sick, lame and lazy, with one three pounder. 
This by us was called Fort Cuinmings, Capt. Cummings having tha 
command here. 

Saturday, 18th. Proceeded lo the Geaessee lake and crossed the 
outlet, and encamped on the side of it for the night, passing through 
Kennendauque. On our march met three Onnida Indians, who came 
in five days from Fort Schuyler and brought intelligence of Nev 
York being evacuated and burnt. 

Sunday, 19th Proceeded to Kenneaadago. On our way thither, 
met three soldiers from Tioga, two days and a half from Newtown, 
where they inform ua is a plentiful supply of stores for us, with a 
garrison from Tioga. Encamped for the night, 

Monday, 20th. Remained until 4 P. M. in consequence of a de- 
taohment being sent down the south of Seoakee lake to destroy a town 
there, and another down the north side of Klhuga to destroy a chain of 
towns, part of which is to proceed to Fort Schuyler and conduct the 
baggage of Oen, Clinton's brigade down to head quarters, by way of 
Albany, when we proceeded and crossed the outlet of the Genessee 
lake, and encamped at sunset, having marched 4 miles. At 'head of 
the Kihuga is a remarkable salt spring, where the Indians all get a 
eupply of salt. It is said that 12 quarts of water will produce one of 
clear salt. 

Tuesday, 31st. Marched at six A.' M. and proceeded three miles 
from Kendoha, and encamped in a wood at the side of the lake at 
three o'clock, afternoon. This morning was a detachment sent down 
the south side of Kihuga for the [furpose of destroying some towns 
there. 

Wednesday, 22d. Proceeded about fourteen or fifteen miles and 
encamped at 5 o'clock P. M. three quarters of a mile from the lake 
and seven from Appletown, at a defile.

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Thursday, S3J. Proceeded to Catharine town, at which place we 
arrived &t twelve o'clock, finding the o!d squaw here which was left 
B8 we went up, with a paper that had many lines of Indian wrote 
underneath a protection that was given her by the General, the con- 
tents of which I did not hear. We likewise found the corpse of a 
squaw who appeared to have heen shot three or four days, which lay 
in a mud-hole ; supposed to have came there since our departure to 
take care of the old brute. Who killed her I cannot ascertain, but it 
U generally believed to be three men of oura who were sent up from 
Tioga express a few days before. At our departure from here the 
General ordered there should be left a keg of pork and some biRcuit) 
&c. for the old creature to subsist on, although it was so scarce an 
article that no officer under the rank of a field officer had tasted any 
since leaving Tioga, and a very scant allowance of half a pound of 
poor beef and a like quantity of flour. Proceeded at two o'clock 
about three miles through a swamp of exceeding bad road for (he 
pioneers to repair them and halted for the army's arrival, which was at 
five o'clock P. M. ; on a small flat of cleared ground, and encamped. 
Distance of day's march from 16 to 18 miles. This evening we, the 
advance guard, had orders to march at reveille for the purpose of having 
the roads repaired through a most notorious swamp of five miles, 
and appearance of rain, which would render the swamp almost 
impassable. 

Friday, 24th. According to order marched at day-light and pro- 
ceeded through the swamp, though not without several halts for the 
Pioneers, when we made a more general halt, for the army to come 
up, after having got through, of about one hour ; then received orders 
to proceed again to a bad defile and there halt for the pioneers to 
build a bridge, which was three miles from the place where our stores 
were with a small garrison.' At three the army appeared insight, when 
we again resumed our march, and on our approach the garrison fired 
thirteen cannon, which was immediately followed with a like number 
from our advance piece, and then gave three cheers and encamped, 
thinking ourselves liappy to arrive where we could once more fully 
satisfy our appetites. After 14 miles march, pretty much fatigued. 

Saturday, 36th. Remained at Fort Reed for those detachments 
before mentioned to have been sent out, to return. In the forenoon 
the army all discharged their muskets, with orders to parade at five 
in the afternoon, each man furnished with one blank cartridge. Ac- 
cording to orders the whole paraded in a line to fire a feu de joiet 
. when thirteen round of cannon was fired. Then began s running 
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fire af muskets from the right through the whole ; this not being 
performed to the General's likiag, he ordered the whole to again 
charge ; after this was done he ordered the whole to be pat in readi* 
ness and not a niSn to fire until he should come opposite him. All 
being in readiness, he put his horse off at full speed and rode from 
right to left with whip and spur, men all fiVing according to ordersi 
which made it very grand and caused the General to say it went like 
a hallelujah. Afler three cheers given for the Congreas in conse- 
quence of their resolutions of the IBth August,* and then three for 
the United States, and thirdly for the King of Spain, our new ally, 
and thus the day ended with joy, the officere of each brigade being 
furnished with one of the best bullocks there was, extra. 

Sunday, 26Ch. Still remained at Fort Reed. In the fnoming 
there was a detachment of three hundred men ordered to be sent up 
the river Kihuga for the purpose of destroying a town or two, but 
was deferred by reason of rain coming. At one in the afternoon the 
detachment under Col. Durbin, that came down the south of tho 
Kihuga lake, arrived with two squaws, and inform us that they burnt 
three or four towns. They likewise say they found one Indian and 
one other squaw, the latter so old aa not to be able to be brought off; 
the Indian man young hut decrepid to such a degree that he could 
not walk. I have since heard it said, the Colonel tefl one house 
standing for them to stay in, and would not suffer them to be hurt, but 
some of the Soldiers taking an opportunity when not observed, set 
the house on fire, afler securing and making the door fast. The 
troops having got in motion and marched some distance, the house 
was consumed, together with the savages, in spite of all eiertions. 

Monday, 37th. The moniing clear. The detachment yesterday 
detained by rain has gone out with an addition of two hundred mea 
mote, and divided into two parties, one under the command of Col. 
Courtland, the other under Col. D'Hart; one going up the north side, 
and the other the south of the Eihuga creek. In the evening the 
detachments came in, after destroying a very considerable quantity of 
corn, &c. 

Tuesday, 38th> The same detachment again sent out on account 
of a small party being sent farther up, who say there is a large 
quantity of corn yet standing on the creek. About ten o'clock A. H. 
the detachment under Col, Butler came in from the north of Kihuga 
lake, who say they have destroyed vast quantities of corn, and several 
very cooeiderable of their towns.

WBdnesday, 29th. Marcbed Kt 7 o'clock ; the chief of our stores 
were seat in boats fiotn Fort Read, it being in, the forks of Eibuga and 
Tioga creeks. This fort was built by a small detachment seat from 
Tioga with stores for us by order of Gen. Sullivan, the detachtuHit 
under tbo command of Capt. Read, which occasioned its being called 
afler him. We proceeded to Chemung, where we arrived at 1 o'clock 
P. M.,aDd halted one hour and a half for refreshment; then marched 
and proceeded three miles to our old encamping ground as we went 
up, where we remained for the night, much fatigued, having marched 
over rough ground. 

Thursday, 80th. Proceeded to a very difficult defile, there being aS 
poBsibility of passing more than one abreast, on the side of the 
riveri and a very high rooustain on the other, near three quarters of a 
mile from top to bottom over which I had to pass, which rendered the 
day very fatigueing. At 3 o'clocit P. M. arrived at Fort Sullivan at 
Tioga, when we were saluted from the ([arrison by thirteen rounds of 
cannon and three cheers, and immediately was a return given from 
the advanced pieces of cannon. * * * The fort is a fine stockade, 
* * * * block-houses on the river Susquehanoah and one other 
on the Kihuga ; within three hundred yards of each was an old. carry- 
ing plaoe about half mile from the forks of the two rivers. The army 
all passed the fort and encamped on our old ground. Soon after the 
officers were invited to the garrison, where was a dinner provided for 
them. Joy appearing in every face at our so happy return, having 
marched three hundred miles into the Indian country with so very 
inconsiderable loss, having completed all that was intended us at the 
first formation of the expedition, and much more than was expected 
when we set out, on account of provisions being so very short, which 
must inevitably have t>een the case if we had not unanimously agreed 
to bring ourselves on half allowance, on which we continued until our 
arrival at Fort Read. 

Monday 4th. Was ordered on the advance guard, marched about 
half after eight and proceeded as far as Queen Esther's plains, about 
4 miles, when we halted by order of the commander-in-chief until the 
army should come up, not being determined whether to march farther 
or not, the weather appearing suspicious and wets a little. On the 
arrival of the army it clears away a little, when the General orders 
us to march as far as Wigsaugking creek and there to encamp himself; 
going in a boat we arrived at 5 P. M. The whole of the army did 
not arrive until after dark, when comes on a very hard rain and coB- 
tinucs during the night, and I on guard. 
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Tuesday, 6th. The morniDg continnes cloudy, orden for tbe 
whole army to go down in boats and on horseback ; I came od a 
horse as far as Wyalucing and staid the night ; this day killed a great 
number ef horses. 

Wednesday, 6th. Marched at 9 A. M. and proceeded as far as 
TuDkbannock and encamped for the night, Thia day orders came to 
leave all horses that could not he got on, and for none to be killed. 

Thursday, Tth. I proceeded for Wyoming at daylight, having 
obtained leave over night, and arrived at Wyoming at 9 P. M. — 
The boats having came in at 10 A. M. an entertainment was provided 
* for the officers of the Jersey Brigade and those of Proctor's Artillery. 
At half past 3 a cannon was fired for the assemUing of the officers, 
and one for every toast, thirteen of which were drank. 

Friday, 8th. In the morning, at ID A. M., ctune in the whole 
party of horses. 

Saturday, 91h. This day orders for marching in the morning at 6 
o'clock for Easton.

DniHO QiKntAL Sullivan's Exfiditioh. 

(The fcllowring «itnctf are given u contuning sillier additieiwl iDddeau oi nMlat 
caaSmMmj of Ibe f(»egolyf Josntil of LtenteDuil BarMn :] 

June 18th, 177B. * * * We left Eaaton wilb the fid and 3d 
Jersey regiments, two regiments of Gen'l Poor's brigade) viz : Scam- 
md'a and Sull]''8 and Col. Proctor's artillery with six four pounders 
and two howitzers, taking with us the pack horses, iic. * * * 

20th. * • * Mr. Kirkland, Missionary among the Indians, 
joined us to-day. 

Slst Marched at aunrise,aiid about 6 o'clock came into the Great 
Swamp, which is interspersed with hills and barren pine spots 
throughout, very stony. There are three or four brooks which run 
through it being branches of the Lehi^. In some places the timber 
is very tall and thick, mostly white and hemlock pine, with som^ lurch, 
maple and looost trees. Many of the white pines are 160 feet clear of 
any limbs. At Locust Hill, near the centre, was proposed for oar 
encampment, but for want of water we were obliged to proceed on 
clear through, 63 miles from the meridian, [BastonJ — course about 
N.W., though the road bears various courses. The last vale of this 
Swamp is called the Shadow of Death. Having come so great a 
distance in such bad roads, the wagons did not get in till late in the 
evening, and several broke ; some left behind ; many horses tired, 
some died, and others lost ; lay all night on a bushy spot among the 
pine knots by the edge of the Swamp ; called Fatigue Camp. 
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33d. 2 o'clock P. M.| - we decamped and marched on througb 
a country very similar from that vhich we had passed over before we 
came into the Swamp, to the 58 mile post. Here we encamped at the 
deserted house of one Bullack, by the side of a cripple called Sullivan's 
Camp. The track of some Indiana were said to be observed just ott 
our flanks, though it is a doubt with me whether they were real. — 
This road to Wyoming from Pokono mountain is entirely new, but 
will undoubtedly become public should that place flourish. 

23d. Marched at 6 o'clock through the woods some distance when 
we came to the summit of a mouDlain whi«^ shewed Pokono, the Blue 
mountains and the hills over Wyoming; we descended this summit 
near 4 miles and reached the foot among oak and hickory on the flata. 
About 12 o'clock we came to our encamping ground on the banks to 
the Susquehannah at Wyoming, 65 miles from Easton. The place 
docs by no means answer my expectation, yet it must be acknowledged 
that the points and in some places a breadth of more than a mile is 
eKceeding good bottom, yielding exceilent grain or grass, and having 
such a beautiful river running through it, navigable for bouts, makes it 
much more agreeable. The inhabitants- are mostly killed or driven 
away and their habitations destroyed. The devastations of war are 
not leas conspicuous here than in any place in America. 

24th. Received some ~fiying intelligence that the enemy were in 
force of 3 or 400 at Chemong, and likewise that the Indians were in 
Council. We are well assured that somesaemy (numbers unknown) 
have been reconnoitering our strength and skulking in the woods. — 
Spent chief part of the day in fishing. Salmon trout, auckera, 
baas and, common trout are pretty plenty in the liver, of which we 
catched a number with a seine. • * * * Genend 
Hand we found at this place ; Colonel Courtland's, Butler's, and 
Armand's regiments with the German corps, besides Spencer's and 
Ogdm's. 

2Sth. Five miles from this place on the road, we came to where 
Capt. Davia and Lt. Jones of this state were murdered by the savages 
the 33d of April last, and their scalps taken off, with five men who 
were out with them a hunting. A monument is erected on the spot to 
commemorate the bloody tragedy, and the bbod of Lt. Jones exhibited 
OB a board crying for vengeance. What rendered the action peCu- 
liarly inhumane, was that the sc^ps were all takra off by a squaw, 
consort to a aaotwmi and that of some while they were olive; enough 
methiuks to make any of the sex possessed of natural sensibility shudder- 
■t the thought, and even the hardy male to reprobate it mth horror, 
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STtb — Beii^ Sttoday, Mr. Hoatsr gkre lu a sermbn from the first 
pBalm, in the woods. 

28th. A daacB on tfa« green in the evening. 
39th. This moraing 84 boats arrived &t tfaia place from Sunbary 
with floor, beef^ and oNlitaiy stores. This was very fbrtinnite as there 
was not one day's provision in the stores, afbdr att their gnit spunk in 
furnishing the army with provision {or the campaign. Through 
neglect and carelessaess in the commissaries, great quantities of beef 
woe ao damaged that the men could Dot possibly eat it. Such ras- 
cally conduct ought to meet with the severest punishroent. The 
horses purchased for this expedition, for want of care in the conductors 
are many of toem lost. » « • • * 

July 1st. Michael Rod>oroagh, of Sussex edunty. New Jersey, 
having been sentenced to soflbr death by a Court Martial, held at 
Saston, whereof Oen'l Maxwell vAs President, for enticing soldiers 
to desert to tbe enemy, and ofiering bis aid to conduct them away, was 
executed at Ibis place to.day. I>awrence Miller, of the same place, 
sentenced by the Court to suSer likewise, was reprieved under the 
gallows and expressed every tbhen of repentance before and true thank. 
fulness ftderwards. But the poor wrateb who was executed appeared 
to leave the world with that careless stupidity of his fliture state which 
bad before marked his life ; dreadful thought ! 

3d. Cotenel Armand's ind^ndent corps, being directed by hit 
Excellency Gen'l Washington, to rapair to Head Quarters, left this 
[dace for that purpM* this morning, with whom went Cob Brearly, 
who is going to officiate as Chief Justice in the State of New Jersey. 
3d. In the afCernoon most of the subatternft mat at the Colonel's 
marquee to take a drink. After several toasts had gone round; being 
Saturday night, they agreed to drink sweet hearts and wives on honor.

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4tb. At 10 o'clock tbetrat^mnt to attend dtvineMmee. Hr. 
Hunter preached a very good sermon from Heb. z. 13lh Tent. Eire 
o'clock Mr. Kirktand preached to the inhabitanta and some gentfemwi 
• from vi. Matt. IStb veiae. This Qwmiiig near 80 boats went down 
the river after proviuoos. The haods enlisted for the purpose of nav- 
igating the boate having mostly deaerted and left tbem, we wore obliged 
to turn (Hit a coBunand for that pnqwse.

9Ui. Friday, 48 boats loaded with ateiei, provisioiti &a. arrived 
at this place ; with tbem came up Col. Habley's regimut of foot, 
being the one formerly commanded by Cot. Hartley. These stores 
however were found i nsufficient for the rapeditioD, wherefore Capt. 
Cummings was ordered oat with a part^ to go down to Cozes Towb 
after flour, who set out just before night. Ci^. Dayton, Capt. 
Hitchel, and some others arrived here tcday, by whom we received 
the Jersey Paper of the 23d and 80th ult., with some private letters 
and tnteiitgenca that the enemy had desisted from their attempt on 
Fort Clinton. 

12th. Infonnatiou being loceived that 800 Indians are down on 
this quarter) a command was ordered out this morning through the 
Swamp with ooe field piece to endeavor to bring them to action and 
protect the stores which are coming up. Yesterday Serg't Brown 
arrived with bttors from Newark ; he came with some continental 
wagons loaded with prorisiont dco. A command to set out to-morrow 
morning down the river to fall in with the Indiane from that way if 
they be thither. 

ISth. The command ordered oat test evening set off this morning. 
Ifi^OT Conway commanded it. 

IBth. Pteyed Shinney with Gen'l Maxwell, Col. Dayton, and • 
number of other gentlemen. 

16th. Played as yesterday ; Ged. Sullivan attended and was much 
pleased with our activity in the performance. 

17th. EXned with Genl Sullivan. A very considerable number of 
gentlemen were present and we were entertained with a great plen^ 
of good punch. 

18tb. Being Sunday, Mr. Hunter gave us a sermon from John 
tL 68. 

J9tb. The party who went after the deserters which left the Ger- 
man regiment some days ago, retomed this evening with 26 of them, 
which they took at the gap of the mountain. 

20tb. Captain Bowman arrived to-day from bis coounand at 
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BriDdMr*! Mills tnd brought with him VI& head of utfle fbr the 
army here ; a numbM of horaea aloo arrived. Serg*! Jodbs with the 
parly which accompanied htm to Wyslucing leturned without dii- 
covering any parties at all< They retunied in 36 hounr. 

Slat. We received at this place the fdlowing agreeaUe intdU' 
gence, vis : that Oenl Wayne with a party of light in&ntry on the 
night of the 161b instant, surprised and look the garrison al Stony 
Point, consisting of British, Scotcbf and new levies, commanded by 
Col. Johnson, consisting of about 600, with 16 pieces of artillery, 
baggage, stores, dec* We had only fire killed. Maj. Ogden arrived 
from EUzsbethtown with a number of letters. At evening the inwey 
stores arrived here. 

S3d. Set out on command with the regiment to meet the boats at 
the falls 4 miles below the Shawnee Flats ; arrived there with all the 
boats and continued at the place all night. 

34th. After seeing the boats all safe over the falls in the mwning 
we set out for camp ; halted and dined at the Flats, and then, after 
fording the river, went into camp. The General returned his thanks 
in genertd orders to the officers and soldiers who trere «nployed in 
forwarding up the stores ; and gave orders for preparing to march 
on Wednesday next. 

26lh. All hands dined at the Colonel's to-day, and after dinner we 
took a hearty game at Bandy Wicket. 

27th. Five men belonging to the German battalion beii^ sentenced 
by a general Court Martial to be shot to death for desertion, and 
approved by the General, were ordered to be executed this <ky, bat 
were reprieved. 

28th. Went down to the Flats to dress a man who was wounded 
by the Indians. He was hunting 16 miles from home and setting by 
the root of a tree' received a ball through his side from a person very 
near him and upon rising received another in his thigh frran a distance. 
Notwithstanding bis two wounds he got clear, they fearing to follow 
him. He supposed there were 4 or 5. 

81st. Left Wyoming about 12 o'clock and marched 10 miles to 
Laconawanunk river, which we crossed and encamped on the upper 
banks. The boats were not able to get up with us on account of the 
falls. Rainy night. 

August 1st, 1779 : Lord's Day. After waiting till 2 o'clock P.M., 
for the boats to get op and the tents to dry, we decamped'and travelled 
on ; passed by ■ very grand and carious cataract which proceeded 
from a spring on the top of the moontatn. It is divided into thna 
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distinct Mil not Ism th&n 90 faet each. We psBnd very difficolt 
rooky ways, throngh one old f&nii,Biid on the Hoond flat encamped, 7 
nuIm from our old station. The place is called Quilutinao. 

Sd. Left Quiluti&Bc at 7 o'clock and marched onr hills and dales, 
locks sad Dwuntains, through a country div«'sified with almost every 
appeamnce bat that of oultivation. We marched 13 miles to Tunka ■ 
nunck riveri whioh ws crossed, and encamped on a level on the upper 
■ide. 

4th. Marolted at 7 o'dock A. M. Country nMich as yesterday, 
Preoipices to rue very ■teQp— ezoeeitingly stony and dkogeroas. — 
Ssverai hofsea have fallen andbrokenevery tfaingatlbeaeplBceBin the 
course of our march. After some time we came to a long flat, the 
fewer pait of whidi is well timbered ; particularly femotu for walnut 
trees ; heaca oallad Walnut Swamp. Many of them are 4 feel over 
and 30 and 40 feet clear of limbs. The upper part of the flat is an 
old fium whwe we halted. The land in all these places is fully equal 
to. any I ever saw, but they ai« in general smallt many of them not 
consisting, of more than 20 acres. The inhabitants are all gone, not 
one from Wyoming upwards to be seen ; many went to the enemy, 
the others were killed by the savages. We marched this day 14 miles 
to Vanderlip'a farm. 

9th. Left Vanderlip's farm at 10 o'clock and proceeded on our 
march. At 12 we passed Tuscarora river and so on through an open 
woody cou^ry on the top of the mountain. This day we were alarmed 
on our march by some people on a head discovering the Sank guards 
and supposing them to be Indians. The troop was beat and a solid 
column formed soon after ; however the mistake was found out and 
we went on. After descending tbe high precipice we reached the 
lower part of Wyatacing Flats. Remarkable large timber in the 
wilds ; button trees frequently six feet over, and ethers very large. 
About 6 o'clock we came to our encamping ground at Wyalucing.— 
The boats arrived at evening. Most extraordinary clover and spear 
grass throughout the cleared land. Soon after we arrived,' Serg't 
Martin Johnson died, after martihing all day. He was a very hard 
drinker. 

6tb. In Older to refresh the men and cocA provision we remained 
this day on our ground. The flat at this place contains about 1,000 
acres, part of which is cleared, and the most of it full of spear and 
English grass. Rainy night. 

7th. On aocountof the wetness of the morning the army remained 
on the fonnsr ground ail Ihia day. 
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8th. Set out on our march at 6 o'clock. At the upper end of the 
flat passed a creek called Wyalucing Creek. Fassecl this day over one 
very large mountain, the rest of the road was tolerably lerd. We 
marched about 12 miles to a flat, which however ms far from beiqg 
equal to the foruier— one little pasture, mostly weeds and bushea. The 
place is called the Standing Stone. Gen'l Sullivan by reason of indJa. 
position, went on board the boats, Geni Maxwell commanding tba 
army. It is 53 measured miles from Wyoming to Wjralucing. 

9th. DrUly morning. Marched from the Standing Stone at T 
o'clock and proceeded up the river till we come to Sheshecununk 
Plains; marched on to the upper part on a flat of about 1,000 acres, 
with very large wild grass, three miles from the mouth of the Tioga 
Creek. This day we passed through a plain known by tbo name of 
Rush OF Long Bottom. Haringmarchednear 13 miles we arrived late 
and much fatigued, but the boats remained 4 miles in niir rear all 
night, being unable to reach us. Xo enemy to be seen though some 
huts was observed. Rainy in the night. 

10th. Boats ainved about 9 o'clock, A. M. Provision was dratvn ; 
3 regiments set out for Tioga ; the remainder of the army eonlitiucd 
oa the former ground. The Generals went uj) with the party to 
reconnoitre the place. The whole returned P. M. They found a 
cow over the river and brought her ofl*. Some fresh tracks were 
observed but no Indiana to be seen. 

11th. Crossed the river and sending our regiment and Sd New 
York do, to covbr the crossing of the army, they all got safe over. 
We marched up to Tioga branch, forded that, and encnmpe^ a little 
above on the main branch, called the North branch. Queen Esther's 
Palace stood on die lower side of the Tioga branch, where is a large 
plain similar in appearance to that we came from on (he other sideof 
the river. Here I enquired of the surveyor and found that the dis< 
tance from Wyoming to be 80 miles, consequently 145 from the 
meridian, course N.W. by W. Our camp is flxed on a pine ridge 
lietween the main and l^oga branch, but near the former. Opposite 
OK the other side of each branch is considerable of a mountain which 
overlooks ell the plains. The buildings here were mostly destroyed 
by Col. Hartly last tall, and the place baa been but very little frequented 
by the Indians since, only being crossed on their tours down the 
country. Two old brush encampments were found below and burned. 
Probably they were made by the party which was down at Wyoming 
last April. The horrors of a wilderness with the beauties of fertile 
nature are blended in our prospects at this place. 
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13th. Capt. Ounnliings who vent out mth Lt. Jenkins «f Hand's 
brigade, and men of our regiment who wont oot last evening to recon- 
noitre Chemong, returned about 3 o'clncic F. M., and by the report 
which they brought of the moving situation of the Indians, it was 
thought proper to move ailer tbeni this evening. Accordingly at 
dark all the well and hearty men ofthearmy with one day's provision 
cooked and otherwise light, paraded, leaving the invalids and sooie 
ofBers, Gen'l Maxwell to command, with the guards standing. Col. 
Proctor with a cdumn went likewise, leaving the rest of his regiment 
briiind. At 10 o'clock we marched in the following ordsr: G«b*| 
Hand in front, Gen'l Poor with his brigade followed by the right, and 
Geni Maxwell's, commanded by Col. Dayton, followed in the rear 1^ 
the left. By reason of the dark defiles which we were to pass, the day 
appeared by the time we had got 7 miles on our way. After which 
we proceeded with all possible rapidity and arrived at their castte* 
about 14 miles, at about 7 o'clock, A. H. We found them forsak«i, 
but by the scattered situation of their effects which were left, we had 
reason to suppose they went off very precipitately. Burning their 
dwellings and destroying their patches of corn and garden stuff was 
immediately fallen upon; Gen'l Hand in the mean time proceeding en 
with intent to catch them if possible. After marching about 2 milea 
Ite was fired upon from a very secure ambuscade. He unmedJalely 
rushed up and dispossessed them of their fortress, hut by their r^id 
and scattered retreat he was able only to wound one before they were 
entirely out of reach. la this skirmish Col. Hartly'r regiment which 
was in front had 6 killed and 9 wounded ; among the latter was one 
Captain and one Adjutant. TbB army moved on to the place but could 
flfiect nothing. T1>e bells of the cattie were beard ahead but we could 
get none. After this our regiment and three others were sent over the 
river to destroy some corn; while they were doing tiiis, all hands 
carelessly at work, they were fired on across the river. The men in 
oonfuaioni all they could do was to get off. Finding it imponiUe tfi 
catdi them, after destroying all we couU, we marched off for Hoga. 
On this side was a large patch of com which we left standing till ve 
sboald go up again. The whole of their com, beans and potatoes, I 
judge was near 300 acres. The number of Indians which hamused 
us was about 50 which served to afford time for their cattle to get off. 
We arrived in camp at dark, much &tigued, on the 14th. 
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peoceed:

Rev. D. V. McLeah, Chairman of the 
their annual report, showing the progresi 
year. Only one member had died, (Afr. i 
148 Resident members, 18 Corresponding 
roembers had been added. Since the lasl 
volume of the Society's Collections had I 
was nearly ready, and three numbers < 
publication had been issued; but to ens 
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pablicatioa, farther subscriptions were required. Considerable addi* 
tions had been made to the Library by donations and purchases, but 
for want of a proper depository, a considerable number of the volumes 
were neceuartly yet in the original bosea. The proposition submit- 
ted at the last regular meeting by Dr. Lbwis Comdict, of Morris, 
was referred to by the Committee, as follows : 

" At the late quarterly meeting of the Society, the subject of the 
formation of County Associations, for the purpose of collecting 
historical information, was presented, to some eiitent discussed, and 
was referred to the Executive Committee, with instructions to report 
at the present meeting. 

Af^r giving the subject all the consideration which our time and 
opportunity havo permitted, we are constrained to doubt the expedi- 
ency or utility of organizing such associations. Our State is small, 
and the meetings of the State Society at no time can be so remote as 
to preclude the attendance of those who feel much interest in the objects 
of the Society. The organization of County Societies would not be 
likely therefore to secure the co-operation of any except such as 
would unite with the State Society. And when it is remembered 
that a large portion of them are professional men, and men who devote 
much time and attention to matters of Education and other public 
benevolent enterprises of the day, it is scarcely to be expected that 
they can give that additional time and attention necessary to sustain 
efficiently such associations when formed. 

In most cases the time and attention devoted to the County Asso- 
ciations, would be so much withdrawn from the State Society, and 
if the attendance and interest of a large number of our active mem- 
bers are withdrawn from the Society, it will not be difficult to predict 
the effect. 

But further : if such associations Were formed and sustained with 
efficiency, there would necessarily be established County Depositories 
for historical collections of every character, and this would most cer- 
tainly prevent further contributions to the State Society. All we 
would obtain would be a meagre written abstract of the information 
in the several county depositories. 

Besides, it is believed that all the objects of such associations can 
be secured without them, through the agency of the members of this 
Society residing in the different counties. We are inviting and re- 
ceiving the very same books, pamphlets and manuscripts, from all 
sections of our State, which would be received by the county assocj- 
ktions, and the Executive Committee k^ve already appointed indivtd- 
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vals ia three counties to prepare a history of their respective counties 
—and it ia our intention aa span as we can secure suitable persons, 
to make appointments for the other counties of our State. In this 
way we hope to be able to accomplisli etsetitially all that could be 
accomplished by local aasociatJoDS, and we are therefore constrained 
to give our opinion against the plan." 

Rev. Dr. Mukbay, from the Committee on Publications, reported 
that the " Life of William Alexander, Earl of Stirling, Major General 
during the Revolution,^ by hia grand-sou, the Hon. Wm. A. Duer, 
would be published in a few days — forming the second volume of the 
Society's Collections, uniform with the History of East Jersey. It 
would contain about 300 pages, be illustrated by ilve plates of battles, 
and a portrait of Lord Stirling. 

The Committee expressed their obligations to Prof. Jared Sparks, 
an Honorary Member of the Society, for the liberal manner in 
which he had granted tbe use of the plates which illustrate the work. 
They also reported that in compliance with the directions of tbe Soci- ■ 
e'ty, they had procured the die for the Seal of the Society, and 
Impressions were presented for the examination of the members. 

In connection with this, the Corresponding Secretary exhibited a 
beautifully executed drawing of the Seal, enlarged and properly em* 
blazoned, which had been made and presented to the Society by Mr. 
S. Alofsbn, of Jersey City. 

The recommendations and views of the Committee were adopted, 
and on motion of Prof. John Maclean, it was 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society be communicated by the 
Corresponding Secretary to Professor Sparks for his liberality in 
furnishing the Society with the plates used in illustrating the second 
volume of their Collections, and that a copy of the work, with other 
publications of the Society, be triinsmitled to him. 

Mr. Wk. B. Einhee, from tbe Committee on Purchases, presented 
a list of various interesting works which had been secured since the 
last meeting. 

Mr. W. A. Whitehead, from the Committee appointed at the 
last meeting to revise the Constitution and by-laws — submitted for 
insertion on the Journal to be acted on at the next meeting the 
following amendments — 

"In Art. IV. of the Constitution, after tbe word Secretary, instead 
of 'and an Executive Committee of Nine,' insert the words 'and 
there shall be an Executive Committee composed of nine members of 
the Society, in addition to the above named officers who shall be 
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menAert ex-(^cio."' — And in Art. VI. instead of the wordsi "or 
the payment of thirty dollars on admission shall constitute a Life 
Member," — insert " or the payment of tuXTUy doUars at any one time 
shall constitute a Life Member" 

The amendment to the By-law offered by the Rev. D. V. McLean, 
&t the last meeting respecting the timea of meeting of the Society, 
waa taken up. 

Mr. W. A. Whitehkad moved to amend the amendment proposed 
80 as to read as follows : " Meetings of the Society shall he held on 
the third Thursday of January in Trenton, and on the fourth Thursday 
of May in Newark, and on such day of September and at such placo 
as the Society may. from time to time designate :" which was accept- 
ed by Mr. McLean and adopted by the Society. This arrangement 
leaves only one meeting migratory during the year and lessens tha 
number from four to three. 

Dr. MosRAY, from the Committee on Nominations, submitted a 
report presenting favorably the names of several gentlemen as candi< 
dates for membership, who were balloted .for and elected, and farther 
nominations were received. 

The Pkeside:«t appointed Messrs. W. A. Duer, J. J. Chetwood, 
Dr. Cogswell, A. B. Paterson and S. O. Potts a Committee to nomi- 
nate officers for the ensuing year. 

Mr. Stbskek offered the following resolution — 

Reiolved, That the Executive Committee be directed to invest the 
sum of 9500 of the money in the Treasury in stock or other 
securities. ' 

After some debate the resolution was withdrawn ; the opinion being 
generally expressed that all the funds of the Society not wanted for 
the current expenses should be appropriated to the purchase of books. 

Hon. Gabkbt D. Wall, after some introductory remarks, offered 
the following resolutions : 

Resohed, That the Society recommend to the people of New Jersey 
to form a Society of the Sons of New Jersey, the annual meeting of - 
which shall be held on the anniversary of the discovery of New Jersey 
by Hudson, and the object of which shall be to celebrate the lives and 
virtues of the founders of New Jersey, and to keep in mind the great 
objects which they invariably had in view — the establishment of civil 
freedom and religious toleration. 

Retdved, ■Tha.t a committee of three be appointed to carry the 
foregoing resolution into effect. 

Tlio hour of two o'clock P. M. having arrived, tbo resolutions vers 
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laid on the table, to enable the Society to listen to the annual Address, 
which was delivered by the President. After which ; 

Od motion of Hon. Wu. A. DmiR, Mr. Parebh, Vice Prewdent, 
took the chair — when the thanks of the Society were -directed to be 
presented to Judge Hobkblowbb for his interesting address, and a 
copy requested for publication. 

On oiotion of Rev. D. Y. McLeait, the Society took up the amend- 
ment to the Constitution offered by Mr. E. B. D. Ogden, at the last 

leting, viz : 

"The Library and depositories of the Society shall be located 
at ." 

Dr. M URBAT moved to filled the blank with Neieark. 

Profflssor Maclbar moved that it be filled with TretUon, 

A long debate ensued upon the claims and advantages of the two 
places ; and the discussion was prolonged to so late an hour that many 
of the members, who had attended from a distance under the expecta- 
tion that the subject would be disposed of at this meeting, finding 
there was no prospect of a decision in time to admit of tbeir return 
home, finally yielded to a motion by Mr. Wall, and the question Was 
laid upon the table by a close vote — several propositions prerioudy 
made for a postponement having been lost. 

At 5 o'clock the Society adjourned for dinner, and a large BUmbet 
of the members lefl the place. 

At6JP. M. tbe Society again convened: the President in the 
Chair. The Secretaries being absent. Dr. Johh S. Cokdit was 
appointed Secretary pro tem.

FaMIDIHT or THE SOCIETT. 
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ADDRESS. 



GEItTLBUEK, MSMBEBS Of THIS SOCIETY, AKD FeLLOW CiTIZENB : 

UonoRBD as I have been with the Preeide&cy of 
this Society, from its organization to the present time, t deeply feel 
the obligation that rcsU upon me, to bear some part in the labors 
and researches which the eucceasful prosecution of its noble object 
demands from each of its members, and without which, its proceed- 
ings and results must fail to be interesting or useful. 

When designated by your Bsecutive Committ^ to deliver the 
annual address, it was this sense of obligation that restrained ms 
from promptly, but respectfully, decliniDg the offer, and earnestly 
requesting that body to confer the honor upon some individual whose 
services could be more confidently relied upon ; whose better qualifi- 
cations and readier pea would assure the Society of an address worthy 
the occasion, and in keeping with the eloquent essay to which wa 
listened with so mnch delight and instruction at our last annual 
meeting, from a most valnable and highly distinguished member of 
this Society.* 

More, then, gentlemen, from a sense of duty than from any hope 
of meeting your expectations, or of contributing to the interest of 
the occasion, I have, amid a pressure of otJier engagements, thrown 
together some general remarks upon the object and design of this 
Society, which I am conscious will afford you better evidence of my 
desire to be useful, than of my ability to be so. 

We have associated for the praiseworthy and patriotic purpose of 
gathering up the scattered fragments of the history of our beloved 
state. Limited and comparatively small as we are in territory, yet 
our annals, if properiy made up, would furnish to ourselves, to our 
children and to the world, a record of incidents and events of no 
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prdinarj' iuterest-^a record upon which the vise and tho good, the 
statesmen and the scholar, the patriot ^nd the soldier, the pbil^thio- 
piat, and the enlightened freeman of the present and of Aituce geoBr 
rations could not fail to fasten wttii intense interest : & record froiQ 
which they would read lessons of instcuctiont and be prompted tp 
imitate the bright example of our fathers in all that bj which tbejr 
contributed to our improvement as a people, our freedom and indp- 
pendence aa a commonwealth, and oar iodustrioua, enterprising, 
moral and religious character as a community. 

We think we hazard nothing in Baying that the literary, moral, 
religious and political history of our state, faitbfiiUy and impartially 
written, from the day that ciriliieed man first trod upon its soil, to Iha 
present moment, would furnish a record teeming with the most inter* 
eating incidents, developing the energy, the perseverance, apd the 
endurance of our first settlers ; itlustrattag Ibo force of truth, the 
happy influence of christian civilization and religious liberty, aqij 
the beneficial effects of peaceful hahita, bcneat industry. «i|np)ifnty pf 
manners and love of country. 

There are several states, now members of the great Aiperican 
Union, far outstripping us in extent of territory and in popplation, 
who had their commencement within the memory pfmany pf us w^w 
here. They are great and mighty commonwealths, and novv exerci- 
sing a vast influence in the councils of the nation, and destined to 
esercise a vastly greater amount of influence on the fiit|ire destinies 
of this great continent. But what constitutes t|ieir liistories, cpj^id- 
ered as separate, independent states 1 They may be written in a 
single page. The first adventurers within the dark forest, that a lew 
years ago almost shut out the light of the dun and the rains of heaven 
from the rich sqil that now buds and blossoms beneath their feet, were 
indeed bold and enterprising men. 3ut who were they 1 Ip writing 
the history of our fathers we shall give the hiatqry of theirs. If no 
faithful records of the first settlements and the subsequent growth 
and progress of New Jersey and of the other Atlantic States should 
be preserved and handed down to posterity, the inhftbltants of the 
new states and their children after them, like ourselyea, ivilt be a 
people without any history, save such aa traditiqn in its pnpertain, 
romantic and &b|ed forms may transmit for future ages. We owe it, 
then, not only to Qurselres, but to the whole Aq^erican tamily, and 
especially to thqsp who are bone of oi|r bone ^afi ^h of qui fleah, 
descendants of our common ancestors, whp now densely populate the 
Western States, to write, and with great care and strict partiality 
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pnserre our colomal history, aa well as all that relates to our Kevdiu 
tionary stiuggta aod success. Such a history wit) he dear to the 
children and descendeots of Jerseymeo, who, though they dow lire 
and were bomia far di&tant states, will never forgeC the land of their 
Atbers ; and whose children afier tbem to the latest generations will 
erer be proud to say, tee hail from noble, generoat, enlightened and 
ptOriotic litlU Jersey. 

We have abundant end valuable materials, if we do not now lose 
them by delay, for an interesting history of our State. When the 
first colonies came to this country, it was almost terra incogniia, and 
even the first settlers upon Jersey soil, had almost every thing lo 
encounter and to accomplish. They had aboriginal titles to extin* 
guish and Lordly proprietors to conciliate. They were freemen and 
republicans in hesrt and soul, but they had to learn what it was to be 
freemen and reptddtcaiu in life and practice ,- and, after ail, our 
fatheta had to fight for liberty and ittd^cndawe. Not so with those 
who have gone out from us, and from others of the old states to occupy 
our western lands. With the exception of a very few of our oldest 
settleoients in the west, our emigrating brethren had but to cut down 
the forests and establish themselves in peace upqn a fertile soil, already 
acquired for their use by the wisdom and the prowess of their fathers. 
They no doubt suflered privations and endured hardships; but they 
had no libetiy ^ achieve — no independence to establish — no simple- 
hearted, plain, republican principles to learn. They went from us, 
richly laden with all their blessings : they went there not io fight their 
vay to I3>erty, independence and peace, but to enjoy the rich inherit- 
ance which had been purchased for them by the toil, the sufieiuigs, 
and the blood of their fathera. 

But New Jersey^ small as she is in territory, and comparatively 
umn^portant as she may be in the councils of the nation, holds a most 
important rank in the history of our common country. To collect, 
arrange, record and perpetuate the varied and rich materials of that 
liistory, is the imperative duty of Jerseymen. We owe it to the 
memory of oi^ fathers, who while a feeble colony thinly scattered 
along our sea-coast, on the banks of our streams, and among onr 
▼alleys, and our mountain passes, every where brought with them 
and deeply planted in Mew Jersey soil the seeds of human freedom, of 
civil and religious liberty, of human rights and manly independence ; 
who, amid all their trials and privations, their conflicts with proprie- 
tary and regal power, never failed to cherish and sustain the spring. 
io^ plants of liberty, until its roots had Edruck so deep in Jersey soil, 
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tnd takeo so firm & held upcn the hearts of Jerseymen, that when th« 
struggles came, and the slurms of despotic power poured their chilling 
and destructive blasts overotir land, the tr«o/'Ii^n$ stood unshakea 
upon OUT soil ; outlived the storms of war, and when victory and in- 
dependence were proclaimed, burst out io green and luxuriant foliage 
extending its spreading branches over the whole land ; and has ever 
since been our shade and protectiou from the withering influence of 
political ambition and the assaults of despotic power. 

We would make no disparaging remarks } no odious comparisons, 
nor pluck one leaf from the chaplet of any one of the good old thir- 
teen : we will cheerfully accord .to the noble old Bay State tbe proud 
distinction of having had la her metropolis the cradle -of liberty. 
Wherever liberty was born,weadmit it was cradled in Boston. They 
nursed it faithfully in its in&ncy.and have never deserted it in its 
manhood. But after all, I claim the privilege, at a Jerseyman, bom 
upon itt toil, tmd <dmoat coeval in f»jr nattmty irith ike iirth-day of it* 
independence, I claim the privilege of saying, that no State in the 
old confederation did more, sacrificed more, sufibred more for the 
achievement of our liberties and the establishment of our national 
independence than did the State of Mew Jersey ; and to the history 
of no State in the TTnioa will the heart of patriotism, the friends or 
human liberty, the admirers of generous and noble deeds of valor, 
turn with more interest, adqiirationand gratitude, than to that of New 
Jersey, if truthfully, impartially and fully written. 

The page that shall faithfully record the names, the virtoes, the 
sin^licity of character, the singleness and tixedness of pui|>oee; ^Ihe 
inte^ity, the public spirit, the dangers, toils and privations of the 
early settlers of this colony, and of those who succeeded them down 
to the period of our revolution, will exhibit to the world ft redeeming 
feature in the character and history of human afiairs. And when 
the eyes of the reader shall rest upon that page, in which shall be 
recorded the gratifying fact, that not a spot of Jersey soil was ever 
stained with (he blood of a red man, for the purpose of vobhiog hira 
of his inheritance ; and when he shall compare that record with what 
his ears have heard and his eyes have seen in the more recent history 
of our own country, a feeling of surprise and admiration must swell - 
his bosom, if that bosom is at all susceptiUe to the claims of humani- 
ty, the sympathies of benevolence, or the stern, uncompromising jus. 
tice of Heavtti, 

The fact to which I have just alluded, I cannot vouch for from my 
ova knowledge of oui early tuatory. But it is accordant with what 
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might to expected under the influeiice and adnuDistration of men, 
whose hearts were warm with christian sympathy and imbued with 
seotiments of humanity and jestice, as well as burning witb the lore 
of human freedom. The early settlers in their tmly eloquent, argu- 
ntentatiTe and efiectual appeal to the Duke of York, through the Com- 
missioners appointed by him on the subject of imposts claimed by the 
Governor of New Tork, dUdmmed, in the most unqualified manner) 
any iMe to the soil under the Royal grant. They say in that memor- 
able document, in the quaint and courtly langua^ of that period, 
■* under faoottr, we buy nothing of the Duke hut the right of undia* 
turhed coloaizing,** with the privilege of self-goveniment ; subject 
only to the restrictions and limitations contEiined in the King's grant 
to the Duke. They say " the soil is none of his — >tis the natives by 
ihejtu gentium," and they add, " it would be but ill argument to ccm* 
Tart to Christianity, to expeil, instead of purehatmg, them out of their 
country. If then, (they continued,) the country be theirs, (the na- 
tives), it is not the Dukes : he cannot sell it ; and we have purchased 
from him only the right of cotomxing and of having a government," 
Throughout the whole of that noble, independent and manly document, 
the title of the Indian to the land on which they trod was fully sd> 
mitted, and Uie remonstrants claimed none but what they had bought 
of him. But, however the fact may be, I heard and listened to its 
announcement with emotions I cannot now describe, as it flowed wltii 
touching pathos from the lips of one whose eloquence has oft resonnd* 
ed tfarmigh the legislative and judicial halls of this State, and in the 
Senate chamber of the nation ; whose memory is dear to every true 
hearted Jerseyman, but whose voice is now bushed in death. The 
name of Samud £. Smdhard, I am persuaded, is good authority for a 
&ct so interesting in the history of our State, and so gratifying to the 
heart of every Jerseyman ; especially when it was announced by the 
eloquent orator in the capitol of his native State on one of those pub- 
lic occBsioas when he never failed to instruct and delight his audience. 
Too long, indeed, have we delayed the formation of this Society, 
when we have waited until the grave baa closed upon him whose name 
I have just mentioned ; and may I not, in this connection, be permitted 
also to regnt that a Stockton, a Williamson and a Ewing,witiiauaiy 
«theT illnstrioos and distinguished Jeraeymen, once our cotemporariea 
and our friends, are not here to mingle with us in these }deaeant and 
patriotic pursuits, to aid and encourage us in our labors, and to guide 
us by their wisdom, experience and learning. 

Wo owe a faithful and persevering discharge of the duties we bare 
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ituocialed to perform to the menmry of those Je^seymen who lived 
and died before we came upon the Btago of actioii. Thar public 
lives ; their tervioeB in the Councils of the State ; tbeir patriotism and 
derotioD to the public good i to the pnblic liberties; to the public 
peace and wearity i to the prosperity of (he commonwealth) and the 
best good of their teltow^itizens in their private and in their political 
relations-^^ll demand our admiration and onr thanks. We ovo it ttv 
their memoriea to make a faithful record of their public acta ; and wa 
owe it to ourselves as affording to us and to our children a bright ex- 
ample, under the happy influence of which we and tbey axt learn 
lessons of wisdom and patriotism, and be prompted to emulate their 
virtues. 

I know not how it ia with othersi but I cannot for a moment recur 
in memory to the days of a Livingston, a Witberspooui a Stocktooi « 
Faterson ; to the period In the past when the Ogdens, the Daytonsi 
the Clarks, the Condicts and the Eitehell% to name no more of those 
departed sages, wers our public guardians, counsellors and legislators^ 
without emotions that I can neither repress nor define. 

I am one, perhaps, among a very few in this audience, whose earli- 
est recollections reach hack to the period to which [ have alluded. 
Yes, there are but very few here over whose head so many winters 
have shed their snows and sent their chilling blasts as mine ; but there 
are some associated with us, thought perhaps not now present,- who not 
only remember what was told them in their childhood, but were co- 
temporary in life and public action with those patriot sages, who con- 
trolled our affairs and guided our councils in the times that tried men's 
souls ; in the struggle for liberty and independence^ and in the infoncy 
of this little, early born republic. TeS, it is no uninteresting lact, 
in the estimation of every true hearted Jerseyman, that New Jersey 
should so soon have entered the circle of p<^itical sisterhood, which 
new embraces so many republics composing thegreat American fami- 
ly of independent and sovereign states.* 

In her aspirations for liberty and independence. New Jersey could 
not wait the action of the federal Congress, but on the 8d day of July, 
A. D. lT7e, two d&ya before the American Declaration of Independ- 
ence, declared " all civil authority under the King at an end m ihU 
ctAmy ;" and adopted a form of government, deriving all political au- 
thority directly from the people.

Nsw Hftmpthire on Jinuary 5th ; South CaioliiiB on Mvcb 34tli ; and Virginia on 
June S9th. 
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Thftt iDstrHDteAt m extenio not oal^ with the honored nciine^ of 
Tucker and of Paterson, the President and Secretary) but with the 
nsuw of every member of that high souled and patriot body by whom 
it was adopted, must ever a(}or& our history and constitute one of its 
brightest pages. The men of those days had higher aims and more 
exalted patriutiem than many who now claim and enjoy the confidence 
of thei/ fellow.citizens. Their lime and their talents, and I may add 
tbeir property toO| were devoted to theit country with little or no 
pecuniary com|)ensation. "Diey had not learned the base and pro- 
fligate lesson that "lo lA« vicUtrg belong the tpoUs." They had not 
then a marbled palace at Washington to tempt their cupidity, nor. 
senatorial chambers to excite their ambition. Tbey saw not in pros- 
pect an overflowing fountain of Executive patronage pouring out 
its honors and emoluments to oornipt their integrity a^ d reward their 
subserviency. No ; with elbows out at their sleeves, and patches* 
upon their garments ; with their wallets upon their shoulders, and 
with staffs- in their hands, they itinerated from village to village ia 
■earofa of a place, when beyond the reach, if not the sound, of the 
ADemy's cannon, they could deliberate and legislate for liberty and 
their country and tbeir oountry's good. Ambition, except that of 
serving their country and securing its liberties, was a stranger to 
their bosoms, and pecaniary emolumeats^ beyond a few ragged, depre- 
ciated continental or Jersey bills, never entered their heads. They 
asked not joM<iniinIiwr for their services, either in the halls of legis' 
latioD or on the fidd of battle. It v&a freedom for which tbey toiled, 
and not for officct power or gold. Tbey won the prize, and theq, 
dropping their mantles on ua, left us to enjoy, preserve and perpetuate 
the precious boon. 

But it isnot only in the various incidents of our early settlements j 
the titles to our lands ; the formation of our towns and ooiinties ; 
our early municipal regulations; the changing scenes and events 
of our colonial and dependent governments; nor yet in the wise 
legislatitm, the prudent counsels, nor the self-denying patriotism 
of those who conducted our affairs before and immediately after out 
revolutionary struggle, that we find materials for the pen of history. 
Our field of science and literature have not been barren. From an 
early period in her colonial history down to the present day. New 
Jersey has had her share of talents. The pulpit, the bench, the bar, 
bear ample testimony to this remark ; while our colleges and seats of 
learning for (now) near a century past, have shed their irradiating 
beams not only over our own little Jersey, but throughout the length 
and breadth of the Aowticuifiepublic. 
10 
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This is not the time or the pla«e to mske a reoDrd of IhMe nsraea 
of the dead and of the living, whose celebrity ond fame belong to New 
Jersey ; who in all the departments of government and science, of 
karning and religion, have shed a lustre on the tEod of their nativity, 
the lights of which will go out only with the last vestiges of time. 
To the pen of the faithful hiographer and hietorian I mmt teeve tiia 
pleasant task of recording the names and the aervicee of those Jer- 
aeymen, who bv their learaing and their talents in the halls of science) 
in the councils of the state, in the sacred desk, and in the temples of 
justice, have shed honor upon their native State and rendered theoi- 
BBlves dear to her memory. 

But there is another theme which must occupy a targe epace in the 
history of New Jersey, whenever it is written with the pen of truth 
and patriotism., It is Dot only the story of battles fought up<Hi her soil 
in the reroluttonary struggled In those battles the brave soldiers of 
the American army, and the volunteer citizens of other States, bore 
tbeir several parts with undaunted courage ; and many of tbem min- 
gled their blood on New Jersey soil with that which flowed from the 
v«ns of New Jersey's sons. Honor to the brave of every name and 
nation, when bumao l&terty is the cause of war. No, it is not the 
part we bore, nor the battles fought within our lines in defence of 
American liberty, and the establishment of American independence^ 
to which I would specially direct the attention of him who shall writs 
the history of New Jersey. Already has the American historian re- 
corded all pertiaps we shall ever know of those Moody and memor- 
aWe battles. But New Jersey has had her soldiers as well as her 
statesmen; her generals as well asberscfatdarsand her divines. His- 
torians of New Jersey forget not the native horn soldiers of the revo- 
lution; nor those who have since that period been a credit and an 
honor by their valour and their virtues to the name and the character 
of Jerseymen. 

Gentlemen, I have detained you too long. We are here reaping 
the blessed fruits of those various incidents and facts tbat go to make 
up aH of the history of New Jersey. Providence has cast our lot in 
a pleasant place : we have a goodly inheritance and a free govern- 
inent; etto perjietva.

After the reading of the minutes of the lost meeting, the' Corres- 
ponding Secretary read leittera from the Hon. Hosatio J, Cox, of 
Ohio, Rev. Jonir McDowell, D. D. and Rev. Willuk A. McBow- 
■LL, D. D. of Philad^phia, the Hon. J. Philips Phcbnis and Rev. 
Jas. W, Alexandbb, D. D. of New York, in acknowledginent of 
th«i,r election as corresponding members ; — and oommunications from 
Professor Sparks, Rev. Dr. Lindsley of Tennessee, John Cadwalader, 
Esq. of Phila., Major Jamea D. Graham, U. 8. A., Messrs. A. B: 
Tbompsoa, Wm. C. Gilnian and O. W. Morris of New York, the 
Historical Societiea of Kentucky, Maryland and Maine ,- the Amer. 
Antiquarian Society, Amer. Phil. Society, Judge Duer and others, 
were eitiier read »r laid before the Society, referring (o its proceedings 
and interests. 

The letter of Jnt>os Dubr conveyed to the Soci^ the grati%ing 
informatioa that d large number of interesting papera belonging to 
Lord Stirling, of dates daring the war of 1755, while be was attached 
to tbe army under General Shirley, had recently been discovered in 
a&w York, and that a syoopsis of them could be obtained for the 
^^ty with the view of securing copies of such as it might be coii- 
flidered advilabls to add to those already in its posaesaon. The 
auhject matter of this letter was referred to the Committee on Publi- 
cations to be repotted on hereafter. 

"the letter of Mr. A. B. Thovpsou, accompanied a MS, Diary, 
kept by Mr. Samuel Baldwin of Newark, from March 20th to April 
Sdth, 178&, at Cbarieston, S. C, daring the «ege of the British ; and 
gave several interestii^ incidentsin the life of Mr. Baldwin still living 
■at a very Bdvnnoed age. 

- ' Prou Mr. 3. Kbaxbt Wasxif, of New York, was received the 
Original Draft, on parchment, of the ''Fundamental CoaRtitnttons" 
prepared by tbe Twenty .four Proprietaries and sent out in 1988, l^ 
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Dep. Gov. Lawrie, for the acceptance of the people of the province ; 
but which they declined — preferriag the original code or "Conces- 
sions" of Lords Berkeley and Carteret. Both these interesting 
documents, the latter being already in the possession of* the Society 
— a roll of parchment of nine or ten feet in length and bearing tha 
signature of the grantors — were exhibited at the meeting. - 

The tasteful, well executed drawing of the Seal of the Society, on 
a large scale and properly emblazooed, which was exhibited in aq 
unfinished state at the last meeting, was also presented to the Society 
complete and handsomely framed. 

The Corresponding Secretary also lepoited upon tbe condition of 
the Boohs and Manuscripts in his possession ; — that they were in- 
creasing in number — although not as rapidly as would probably be 
the case when the Society should select a permanent location for the 
Library and place it under the charge of some capable and willing 
member' who could give to it the requisite attention. He laid upOB 
the table four volumes of Manuscripts exhibiting the plan adopted for 
the permanent arrangement and preservation of such as might be 
presented to tbe Society. Twoof them being the papers of Governor 
Lewis Morris and Chief Justice R. H. Morris, received at a former 
meeting from Lieut. C. S. Boggs, U. S. N. He also presented ibr 
the examination of tbe members two volumes of MSS. from hi? own 
library, illustrating the history of the State, and particularly that of 
its ancient capital — Perth Amboy. 

]V|r. L. D. BjetovfiK presented an interesting MS. Jonnial of his 
grandfather, Major (afterward General) William Gould, (of Caldwell, 
Essex County,) during, what is generally known bS| the " Whiskey 
Insurrection of 1794," giving all the brigade and regimental orders 
' on the expedition under Major General Dayton. On the fly leaf of 
the book waa a song written by Governor Howell of Nev Jersey— r 
which Col. Johnson, the Vice President, in common with other vw- 
erable members of the Society, recollected having beard frequently 
sung nt the time — with the view of inspiriting the young recmita 
frorh New Jersey. 

Col. JoiiasoN presented a Translation of the Swedish Records of 
f<a Dew Church book for the Cburcb of Penals Neok"— giving an 
account of the Swedish Mission at that place subsequent to 1750 ; 
and also a Translation of the Record of the Marriages and Baptisms 
in the parish — constituting an interesting addition to valuable tranria. 
tiona previously received from the same gentlepum— illustrating the 
|)iqtory of the Swedes in New Jersey. 
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The Recording Secretary, Dr. J. S. ConiHT.preeented, in behalf of 
Mr. A. H. Schuyler, an original Portrait of Colonel Petkk BeHrr- 
UH, wboae naow is so intimately coDuected with the history of New 
Jersey during the French and English Wars on this continent — which 
excited much interest; and on motion of Chaxub Kiitg, Esq., it was 
Rewihedt That the thanks of the Society be presented to Mr. Arent 
B> Schuyler, of Hudson County, for the portrait of his distinguisbed 
ancestor. Colonel Peter Schuyler, placed by him at its disposal. 

Rev. D. V. McLbatt, Chairman of the Executive Committee, i»- 
ported the receipt of verioua donatioDs from Monmouth Co, ; amwg 
tbem being one of the Massachusetts " Pine Tree Shillings," coined 
by order of the Province in 1652, received from Mr. Jas. J. Conover. 
Rev. Dr. Mosuxr, from the Committee on Publications, made a 
report in relation to the publication of the second volunu of the 
Society's Collections since the last meeting, expressing the hope that 
all the members would supply themselves with copies, and use tbeit 
influence to extend its sale. The Cogimittce also represented that 
they had matter on hand sufficient for another volume of Collections, 
consisting of original papers read before the Society, and original 
documents of considerable antiquity, the publication of which would 
t>e highly interesting to tbo public. 

In relation to the Quarterly Publication of the Proceedings, tba 
lEport stated that they bad been " brought down to the meeting at 
Elizabethtown in November last, and the numbers together form a 
volume of 300 pages. The addresses, correspondence, and papers 
are all highly valuable, and their publication in this form, the Com- 
fnittee believe, has exerted an important influence on the Society. 
. But a great increase of subscribers is actually necessary to sustain it 
On motion of Rev, Mr. McLkan, it was 

Bett^ved, That the Quarterly Publications of the proceedings of 
the Society be continued, and that the members generally are invited 
and expected to act as Agents in extending its circulation. 

Mr. KiMMBT, Chairman of the Committee on Purchases, reported, 
that since the last meeting more than forty works, comprising about 
ninety volumes, had been procured, all of them desirable additions to 
the library. Many of tbem were enumerated, and the Committee took 
the opportunity " to suggest that the members would do well to inform 
them of any rare historical works, old manuscripts or newspapers still 
existing within their knowledge. The collection of these precious 
relies of the past, it would be remembered, was one of the diief objects 
of the Society." ' 
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Mr. Wa. A. WHiriBziiD, from the Committee i^otnted to ne- 
BioriaMae ths legitlKlare in ralKtion to the obtatnment of iiifbrn»tion 
mpectiag the Colonial Docunwttta in Great Britain, ^o,, rettorted 
Ih&t the application had bees uDsucceesful, Bim] the Committee prayed 
to be diseharged from the fiirther pr«secatioo of the aubjeet befbro 
the tegidaturc Tlie report gare a detailed etatemeot of the steps 
taken aince 1843 to enlist the State in the eoterprise, and oondnded 
with some recDnmendations for the obtsinment of the erid in view 
through private enterpriBe, which, on motion of Mr. ff., were laid 
temporarily on the table. 

The next business in order being the Amendment to article IT. of 
the Constitution proposed st the last meeting, changing the formation 
df the Executive Committee, by making all the officers ex-officio 
tnembers : — 

The Rev. Mr. McLeak moved to amend it, by applying the altera- 
tion only to the President aud Secretaries. The Chair (Mr. Paskeb) 
decided that the amendment was not in order, ' that the proposed alter- 
ation having been reduced to writing and entered upon the minutes, to 
be acted on at the present meeting, must come up as so recorded and 
be disposed of without amendment.' 

After some debate, in which the opinion of the Chair was supported 
by Messrs. Chetwood, and Lewis Condict, Judge Randolph, Mr. 
Bradley, and others ; and opposed by Messrs. Dr. Murray, Jas. G. 
King, Whitehead, and Prof. Crosby — on the ground that the action 
of the Society on other occasions had been different, aud that such a 
decision would have a tendency to embarrass their proceedings ; an 
hppeal was taken and the deeision of the Chair sustained. The 
'<]ueslion being then taken on the proposed amendment it was lost ; so 
that the fourth Article remains unaltered. 

An amendment to tlie sixth Article, changing the tecmEi of life 
membership was unanimously adopted, so that it now reads, « on the 
payment of twenty dollars at any one time," instead of thirl]/ doSart 
on admUtioR as it stood before. 

The addition^ article to tbe Constitution — proposed at the last 
tegular meeting by Jddob Doer, in conformity with the rule, viz : 

" Tbe Library and Cabinet of the Society ahall bs located in the 
city of Newark, in the county of Essex," 
vru then taken np. 

Mx. J. i. Ckbtwood, in oonsequsnoe of tbe absence of nearly all

Mr. 0> S. Halsted, Jr.,moved to amead tbe motion of JUi. Chetr 
wood by poatpDuing the euliject until the nest uidubI meeting. Alter 
considerable discusaioD, on motion of Jdb«k H^ucblowxBi the wbsle 
Mlbject wu-lnid on tbe table. 

SxvTB. proposed New Brnnsirick aa the phee kt whi*b 
to hold the next meeting. Professor Ckobuv propoMd u aa am«ftd- 
ment to meet on Wednesday, tbe 15th September, at Freehold. 

At tbia. stage of tbe proceedings, business was sHspended, to brara 
paper read by the Rer. EUmdki. Miu.bb, D. D., "On the Risa ttai 
ProgrsM of t^ Theolt^cal Seminary at Princeton." 

On its conolBsion, on motiMt of Rej. Mr, MoLxaic, . 

Raohed, That the thanks of the Society be tendered to tbe Bar.

Profeesor Cborht's omendmeot to Dr. Smith's nsdntioB wia Bieit

ao soon as an adequate fund is created, adopt such measures as they 
nay deem advisable to secure said List or Index and sucK other in- 
formation in rdalionto thepapersasmay be of service to the Society 
or individuals. 

The Chair appointed as the Committee, Hessrs. W. A. Whiteiiead 
of Newark, and C. King of £lizabethtown. Professor Maclean of 
Frioceton, Bishop Doane of Burlington, Rev. Mr. McLean of Free- 
bold, Heesrs. Mickle of Camden and R. F. Thompson of Salem. 

After some remarks from Jddgb Rob£Soit, of Belvidere, and Jitnot 
DicKBXSON— a motion was made by the latter, to reconsider the resop 
latioa which had been adopted to hold an adjoumed meeting at New 
Brunswick. On a division the motion was lost. 

The Society then adjourned to meet at New Brunswick on the 36th 
of June.

IN CHARLESTON. S. C, FHOM MARCH 20tb TO APKIL aOra, 1780. 



[1^18 Journal, writteD by Mr. Sakusl Baldwiv, of Newark, N. 
}., duriag an attack by the British Army on Cbarleston, 8. C, A. D. 
1T80, was prennted by him to a relattve nxoe tine since, as a testi- 
monial of friendsbip and affection. It appears to the pras6Bt owiwr 
that the New Jersey Hietorical Society is the [voper depository ai 
such a record, and be has tberafbre been permitted by Mr. Bsldwia 
to present the maniueript to the Society, for suofa a use as it nuiy 
dMermine. 

The author was bom in Newark, N.J. , A. D. 1764; graduated at 
the College of New Jersey A. D. 1770, and resided at CfaarlBstm, 
Soutli Carolina, at the period described in his Journal, bearing aims 
with his fellow eitizeiw during the attack upon that place. 

Mr. Baldwin has always been a person of retiring habiis rmI 
pursuits, and he does not profess to have been a prominent actor ia 
the scenes of the Revolstion, or in subsequent everts. His modesty 
would naturally underralue any meritorious services which h&eoay 
have performed, bat there are many reminiscences of his life whidi 
from hie cultivated mind and respectable associations, are very inter- 
esting, and it is to be regretted that he has not committed more to 
writing. His extreme age, verging to a century, must now forbid 
the fit%ae oP such a task. 

Mr. Baldwin, after be left College, at the age af sixteeB was ap. 
[iiiiBliiil Ushnr in a schoolat Elizabeth town. Atexasdar Haanllot, 
then a lad from the West Indies, wap: among his p^nts, and Mr. B. 
.speaks of him as a remaiki^y sprighSy boy, aad tluoks frcHn hts 
ffatoitisrity with the ctassies. that he had received good instruetioB ■■ 
tbe languages before he came to this country. 

Mr. Baldwin was in Philadelphia when the Declaration of lad^ 
pendeBce was dedared, and heard that iBslraneat wkas it was fint 
read ai tbe State House. 

The death of a brother at the 6outh induced Mr. ^aMwin to visit 
Sautk Carolina, and while there he opened a school at Charlsstea. 
He knew many whose children and grand-cbikhen have been of late 
year* distinguished in tbe councils of the nation. With Col. Ha^ae, 
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whose execution by the British during the Revolution so greatly 
excited the sympathy and indignation of the American people, be 
was well acquainted, and had visited him at. bit plantation. 

It is mentioned in Marshall's Ltfe of WaBhington, that Mr. Burke, 
of South Carolina, published a pamphlet in opposition to the Society 
of Cincinnati, soon after it waa formed, — it having in tiia opinion 
some aristocratic features inconsistent with our republican institu- 
tions; the subject having been mentioned to Mr. B&ldwin, he 
HOToAnbeared it peribetly wellt and s»id dlat the pfinter Wag an ao- 
4]Daintance of his, reqaested him to correct Ute elumtB for tiu piew, 
-nhi^ lie did. 

. After the capture of CharlestoD, Mr. Baldwia was a ptisoner i* 
ihehands of the British. They ordered him to take the a«tfa of 
-allegiance to Gneat Britain, or retire into the oountry. He left 
Charleston in conseqaence, but afterwards resumed his reaJdoMa 
thiie, pursuing bi^avocation as teboher-for flftveral yeara- 
. . It ia 'gratifying to penseivefrom IhtfespffMioBsinhisJouTOsl aai 
from his present feelhigs, that he eyo^>atbiaed ililly with BeuDt(ym«e 
in their struf^e for iodepondflDceK For saany years Mr. Bsldwia 
ihw resided in his native town retired from tbe dutiw of aeHiyo lifef 
laod by hia pure and blameless charaotH, and nprtgbt w^k and ooo- 
-varaatioD. he coBuutndi the esteem and veaMatlihi of aU who know 
him.]

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WeAufdag and Tkunday, tiie i2d and 23d — llie abiipa were 
krouglU to the wharrea and their guns taken out to be pUeed at the 
different f<Ht8 round the town. The fortificatioss were carried on 
with vigovr, vnda new traverse work begun on the right of the lines 
above the town, to prevent the enemy's ships from enfilading them, in 
MSB they should get into Cooper rirer. A battery also was begun on 
the rigU to prevent the ships from lying in Cooper river. 

JP. S. Thurtday evening — N. B. 'fhe traverse was begun ob 
Tuesday and has been carried on wilb great vigour and rapidity. It 
amd the battery are both in great forwardness. 

. Friday, 2ith March — This day the term of service of (he greater 
pni of the North Carolina militia being expired, they marched 
bocnewards in the evening to (he number of seven or eight hundred) 
•at moM- Very generous offers were made to induce them to 
■tfty longer, but without avail, excepting that 100 or ISO were 
prevailed apon to stay three months, for which service they were t» 
TBOwve ft bounty of 100 dollars, 50 dollars a month and a good suit 
-of clothes.— This day two of the'enemy's galleys appeared in the 
mouth of Wappoo creek opposite their battery. 

Saturday imd Sunday, 3&lh and 26A— On Saturday evening a brig 
was sank in the channel of Coi^r river almost directly oppoeite-lbe 
-Exchange, being one of 7 or 8 that ate to be sunk to obstruct the 
Mssa^ of the ships up the river.^Tbe sea commanders with Ibetr 
crows were assigned to different forts. On Sunday evening a ship 
was snnk at a convenient distance from the brig. 

Monday, Marth 27ih — ^In the forenoon a third ship was sunk, and 
.the ncgtoes were employed to fill ancdher with brick-bats.— ilcooiiala 
came to town of a skirmish between Col. Washington and the enemy's 
.eaVal^ sot far £rom Bacon's fartdge, in which the former proved sn^ 
f)4liff<fi' A Colonel, a doctor, and seven privates were taben, aad 
■even or eight killed end woraded. The Colonel had one man killad 
and one badly wounded. He was personally engaged for some min- 
utes with fbe commander of the British horse, who, wken he fouad 
tbe Colony's dexterity in parrying his thrusts, suddenly tuned his 
horse. ^T« him the spur, and so cleared himself. The English 
ui&*tr)r wasat so small a distance that tbe Colonel covld itot-f want. 

Tueiday, March 28th — tn the &renoon an express arrived from 
'.Qabrgetown #ifh the mloome acoorat of the arrival af general 
-SoBttat that pbce with pait of the Virginia tro^ that hcva been so 
iloilg nrpiwrtrd. wfaioh adx>unt to 1500 men.— 

:IiMt night theofflter on commspadat tb« post offtu^ Wi^i^oo 
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dwoovered a number of brats going up the river, from wbi«h it is 
apprehended the enemy will soon appear on Charie«town nack. A 
number of wagons also, and many different corps of troops wore seen 
in motion upwards, which seemed to indicate an intention lo cnwi 
either at the ferry or lower down the river. 

Wedneidag, Mta-ck 29(A— The enemy, it is said, have croMsd 
Ashley river in three different places. A picket guard of onr people 
was surprised, and out of five and twenty men only a lieutenint and 
three men escaped. Towards evening the general sent a messenger 
to order back some wagons loaded with public stores for Augmte, 
which a little before had passed by hia permission. Thia gare a 
credibility to the reprt concerning the enemy's having crossed the 
liver. — 

Last night an alarm was fired up at the town gates about IS 
o'clock. The troops immediately nianned the different lines xmi 
■tood under arms about S hours when we were dismissed to barracks 
with orders to lie upon our arras, or at least to keep them at iaatuit 
command.— Some boats, it ia said, were sera in the river near 
Wappoo, which gave occasion to the alarm. 

Thm-tdo!), JtfarcA 3(KA— Early in the forenoon wo were confirmed 
in.ttae truth of the report concerning the enemy's having crossed the 
river. About 10 o'clock we were surprised to hear of their being oo 
the neck advancing towards town at not more than three milea difl- 
tance. The troops were all imowdiately under arms and a party of 
men marched out to meet them. There was some oonsiderebJe Ait. 
miehing afterwards, and the enemy were driven hack a little with the 
loss of a few men. A captain in one of the North Carolina regi- 
tnents, a very brave officer, was killed by a shot from a field piece 
and two or three privates of General Hogan's brigade wounded. 
Major Hyme received a alight wound in his cheek. Some tiBM after 
a Hessian was killed with whom was found the Major's hat. 
- , Friday, March Sltt — General Scott appeared upon the grud 
parade this morning. Some of bis men are expected to he in town 
this evening or to-morrow.— 

The enemy are entrenching themselves a small distance above onr 

l^oes. A deserter, I bear, saya that the three generals Clinton, Com- 

trallis, and Leslie are on the neck. 

Saturday, April lit — Last night a deserter paddled himaelf over 
on a plank fromJamea isUnd. Ho was fired at by a number of 
Sentries, but fortunately escaped unhurt. Hainformsfitu said, that 
^are ie bat one regimtait on James' island, and part of a n 
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Wappoo on the main, and that ths whole army cKcepting Uwse, ar« 
OB the neck. Probably in consequence of this iDfbrmatioB« or per- 
haps from intelligence which is said to have been receiited the eveBtng 
before, the two Gliarleatown battalions wera ordered to march up 
to the lines, where they encamped in the evening on the right of all 
tba oCher troopa. 

Sunday, AprS 2d— We were surprised early in the morning at the 
atght of the works thrown up by our neighbors during the night. 
We do not see any embrasures in them, and cannot tell whether they 
mean to ctumonade or not. Some are apprehensive that they are! 
oaly endeavoring to deceive us by the formidable appearance of their 
worlcsf and that they wiU suddenly attack by storm before our rein- 
fbreements (which we are now sure are not far off) arrive to our 
Bssistanoe. A considerable party of horse have joined Gen. Huger. 

Monday, A-prH 3ii— Another lai^ breast-work or redoubt appeared 
thia morning towards the left. A tew cannon were fired at then 
during the day, and in the evening two or three shells. 

Tveaday, AjirU 4th — Daylight this morning exposed to our view a 
large redoubt on the high ground at Hamstead, much mare formidable 
to us than either of the others, as it is nearer our lines and bos a much 
greater command of them. Some pieces of our cannon were directed 
at it early, and continued firing every few minutes during the day, 
which obstructed their working and threw down some of the dirt. In 
tko aAoTDOon a party of men paraded to go out and demolish it, but 
a strong westerly wind preventing the ships going up, which were to 
assijit in covering the men, they were obliged to defer it. The cannon 
that bad been directed at it in the day have continued firing thia 
evening, and will perhaps prevent them working much to-night. 

Wednetday, AprU 6tk — No addition appears to have been inade 
(•the- enemy's works last night, owing perhaps to the continued dis- 
charge of cannon from oar batteries which was kept up at anial) 
iotorvals during the night. This afternoon our batteries have not 
fired much. In the evening there was a considerable discharge of 
cannon on the left, and a few shot were fired from the enemy's foit 
at Wappoo or from the gallies. One of the shot struck a house neai 
the centre of the town. This is the first of their firing except a few 
shot at aship yesterday that wentup to annoy their work on the high 
gronnd at Hamstead. 

Thuraday, AprU 6& — The shot from the gallies struck in diflerent 
parts of the town yesterday evening. A ball went through a kitchen 
loft in Hornbcck's alley, and fell with a slauot into the next yard i^oa 
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s poor cat whom it cut into two parts; lliree ralB dlso Wen PmtlA 
dead near the place where it buried itself is the ground. The gaHioB 
have fired a few shot this morning^. 

Friday, AprU*Ilh — Last night there wae a very coosiderable dis- 
charge of cannon upon the town from the gallies, which waa'attended 
with much more serious consequences than that of the night preoeed' 
ing. A man was struck as he sttkdd in his door in tke middle part of 
the town, and died in about foar hours. Thwe were two or three 
horses also killed. No other damage was done except that Nine 
bfeaches and holes were made in several homes and wttlfs. It w 
thought the firing of the gallies will be productive of one |food eSbct, 
that is, that it will induce the people commnnlj' called aktdkert to go 
to the linet) insteadofeleepingathomein their beds. Tbiaafteramon 
we have received a fine reinforcement of men by the arrival of put 
of the Virginia line, some say 700, others ISeO, together wtefa S@0 
North Carolina militia. The Virginians ma<te a moat beautifill 
appearance as they marched up to the lines in the evening. Tbirtaeii 
^ns were fired soon after as a feu de joye, and huEzateeboed along 
the lines from Cooper to &ahley. This evening the belli have been 
ringing, and we are like to have a quiet oight. 

SatunUa/, AprU 8(A— The galleys did not disturb n* last night t^ 
firing upon the town. One of th«m that' has a brass tweMy'fbur 
pounder on her deck, which did the most misehief, was stKOk yester- 
day by a shot from one of our batteries, «4)ich obliged her to draw 
up into the creek. As soon as she was struck the men on board w«re 
seen to fall a pumping. During the night our neighhors on the neeh 
have been employed in throwing up a line from their middle Mdonbt 
to the battery on their left 

This afternoon about 4 o'clock the enemy's shipping got under way, 
and a little after five th^ all anchored in the bai4>our betbve the 
toVQ. Fort Moultrie fired upon them with all poasiUe Spirit as they 
sailed by successiv^y, but with the advantage of a fine wind and b 
strong flood they passed without receiving mucA damage.- The reur 
ship was seen to veer about andfhll in t6wards ttieland dn the other 
mde of the fort ; for what purpose we were at a loss to eoaeains. 

Sunday, AprA9th — ^The ship which was in the rearyMterday 
evening and was seen to tall in behind tho fort, we hear had her helm 
shot away, and was immediately driven ashore. Borne time after she 
was seen on fire, and continued burning great partof the night. Her 
guns were heard to go of!* successively as stie burnt, and above Arty 
were counted.

in good spiritsi an^ the place well fortified : tbat be expepted violence

General Gadeden bas been lately appointed Lieutenant Qprernoi^

fall. 

General Lincoln's answer to Clinton's flag was in these wordsnr]

Wedm»d<^, AfrU 12t&— thfee small, vof^Js sailed Ity fort Mopk 
trie to tbe fleet between ten a^d eleven o'doclt. Tbe SaA findbi^sklx 
at thpm, but they kept at sogreat a distance that no ballsiweie agfio, 
tp strike them. Ten vessels, chiefly shipc^ on already s^mk ip ,tb{^ 
cbani^d of Cooper river, and men aie employed to-dAf.in tbrowisg 
Bjlienes into another for the sapie purpose. 

Thvr.tiay, April ISth — Last niglLt two grenadiera deserted ftou^ 
tbe enemy and came in over tho maisb. They say tbat two regimen^

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were iHtiUght&ver from James Istand and ffappoa; ttiafa c&nnonAde 
ma to bare been began yesterday bat they were not entirety ready. 

This morning at 10 o'clock the enemy began to cannonade the 
tewn and have continued firing almost incessantly during the day> 
They hiive also fbrown a considerable nnonber of iKtoibs and carcaa- 
sea. lie houses near the lines have received a good deal of injury 
from the cannon balta. A nuAe and a young child that was in ber 
arms werb both killed by a hall. Another woman and twoor three 
soldiers also have been kilted. The bombs and carMates have done 
ub miachieT, except that one of the latter set a hoAse 6n fire. Two 
(>ther houses were burnt, but by accident. Bome Agrees were 
Burning pitch fi)r preparing comtnistibles for a fire-ship or some other 
nse, who When they heard the balls whistling near Itiem Ibft the house. 
The pitch boiling over took Jireand communicated rt instantly to the 
house.— Our lines are Very little injured. One gun, I Itear, had tbe 
trunnions shot away. 

Friday, April 14(ft— TTiero Was but little firing of cannon last 
night. To-day it has been renewed ; but not with half the violence 
of yesterday. 

The enemy are throwing up a battery on Jamca island opposite 
South bay. Cannon wore seen on rafts' upon the. shore, supposed to 
have been taken out of the ships. 

The enemy approached last night by a zigzag work to the diMance 
of about two hundred yards from the lines. In that quarter there 
has been a good deal of firing with musquetry and rifles. No mis- 
chief has been done by their firing except wounding one man. 
There have been two men killed to-day, one by a cannon ball an j 
the other by a bomb. Some persons have very narrowly escaped 
both yesterday and to-day. Aehell &1I between two meti that were 
lying between three or four feet apart. It covered tbqin with dirt at 
it burst, hot hurt neither of them. 

' Satttrdiii/t AptS 1^50— Thefenemy's line of approach b consider* 
ably ad vuiced this morning, and the Hessians and our trotipsara 
firing at ea^ other witli rifles and musquets. — ^The eannOnade ia 
eontintted tb-dtty much aa yesterday. A number of bombs and some 
tereasses have been thrown into town but have done no barm. There 
is a-ifeport to-day of General Huger's horse being surprised by a 
body of men led by a negro -through a ewatnp that was deemed im- 
passable ; and that a thousand picked hien of the enemy's light 
infantry and grenadiers commanded by Col. Webster, have marched

A smart cannonade was kept up 
the greater part of the night, and a great many shells thrown. Near 
twenty were counted in the air at one time. It is wonderful that 
aucb a great number of shells as have (kllen -wiftiiA our line*, and 
upon every part of town near the Uoes, should have done so littU 
mischief. Several have burst within a few feet of people without 
hurting them. I have heard of buf one or two being killed by them. 
The most of those few who have been killed sine* Of) battanw wsitr 
opened, were killed by oannon balls. 

Tueiday, AprU !»&— There waa do fiinig of cannon last night, 
except a gun now and then, just sufflcit^ to keep th^g arri— Ansa 
being two deeply oppressed with sleep. The enemy have thrown up 
a line of communication between their two lines of approach. — 

Aecovnts are brought to town of 17 of Gen'l Huger's men being 
killed and wounded and above 30 takea prisoners with 70 horses. — 

We have had no certain accounts of the pngreaa of ttie paitf 
under Col. Webater. It Is thought their view is ta rmhtd-aad alb 
possesnon of the ground opposite town, in order to command Cooper 
river and cat off our canwumaation with the country. TJbere am 
reports of their being already within IB or 16 miles of town on that 
aide. Col. Laurens ia gone out with a detachment of picked mea 
to oeanteract them. 

Wedttetdai/, AprU lUA— The enemy are aeen this morning oo Iba 
other side of Cooper rivet, and some firiqg haa been beard over that

New Brunswick, June 2 5r A, 1847. 
Tbk Society conveoed to-day at the Cily Hall, pursuant to ad. 
journment, the President, Hon. Joseph C. Hornbloweh, in the 
chair. 

The rniniites of the meeting in Newark having been read and 
approved, on motion of the Rev. R. K. Rodoers, the Sjiccinl husiness 
before the Society — the location of the Library and Cabinet — was 
taken up. 

The question being on the amendment of the resolution of Mr. J. 
J. Chetwood, offered by Mr. 0. S. HiiUted at the meeting in NKivark 
— to the effect that the whole aubject be laid over to the next annual 
meeting — Mr. Ho&nor, of Princeton, addressed the Society in favor 
of the proposition, and called fur the ayes and noes upon its passage 
— which were ordered ; and the amendment was lost, ayes 8, noes 
23. The question then recurring upon the resolution of Mr. Chet 
wood, postponing the consider* ion of the subject to the next regular 
meeting in September, a long desultory discussion endued, — Rev, Dr. 
Pbocofit, Judge Duer, Rev. JMr. Rodobbs, Rev, Dr. Mukkay 
Prof. Crosby, and others, advocating an immediate and final settle- 
ment of the question — Rev. Dr. Howe and Mr. Horkoh advising 
the adoption of the retiolution. 

Judge HoRNBLOWER (the chair being temporarily occupied by 
Judge Duer,) moved that the resolution be laid upon the table, — willi 
the view of taking up the amendment to the Constitution, as offered 
14 
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bj' Judge Ouer, upon which the discussion was based, — but the 
motion, on a division wba negatived. i 

Th» question was tliea put on Mr. Chelwood's resolution, and it 
was lost. 

The amendment to the Constitution proposed by Judge Duer, then 

" The Library and Cabinet of the Society shall be located in the 
city of Newark in the county of Essex." 

' The adoption of the amendment was advocated by Rev. Dr. 
HuKSAT, Rev. Df. DAvmsoN, J. G. Kiivo, C. Parksr, Judge Ddeb 
and ottters ; and opposed by Mr. Horkob and Dr. Sciikncs, mainly 
•D the ground of the absence of gentlemen who were presumed to be 
anxious to express their views ou the subject, and the probability 
that a settlement of the question at the next annual meeting would be 
more in conformity with the' wishes of the members in the southern 
section of the Stale. Rev. A. B. Patbkboh also expressed himself 
in favor of a postponement in consequence of the few members 
present from that quarter, and would be obliged to vote against the 
amendment for that reason, allhough personally in favor of the loca- 
tion at Newark. 

Pending this discussion, an irregular debate arose upon the practi> 
cabilitv of submitting the mutter by Circular to every member of the 
Society for his decision — a course suggested by Judge Duer and 
advocated by Dr. Pruodpit and others; but there were constitutional 
objections both to the introduction of the matter at this stage of the 
productions and to the mode of voting should the measure be adopted, 
and it was consequently not passed. 

The ayes and noes being ordered, the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was adopted, ayes 29, noes 6. 

It was ordered by the Society that the amendment be inserted as a 
new Article in the Constitution, to follow Article VII. 

The Corresponding Secretary read a communication from the 
Board of Directors of the Newark Library Association, tendering 
the Society the free use of Library and Lecture Rooms in their new 
edifice about to be erected, for its permanent occupancy ; and also a 
letter from the Board of Chosen Freeholders of EssfX, offering the 
Society accommodations in the County Court House — Whereupon, 
on motion of Dr. Murray, it was 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society he communicated to 
the Directors of " The Newark Library Association " for their libe- 
ral offer of the free use of rooms in their edifice about to be erected 
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and that (faejr be infonaed of the acceptsnee of Ae tame hy Uie 
Society. 

Betolved, That the officers of the Society and members of the 
Executive Coiamittee, residing in Newark, be a Committee to enter 
into the necessary arrangemeota with the Library Association, and 
to BuperinteniJ the fitting up of the rooms appropriated for the use 
of the Society. 

Reiohed, That the letter of the Board of Chosen Freeholders of 
Esaex County tendering to the Society the use of a room in the Court 
House, be referred to the same Committee, with authority to make 
such arrangements for the temporary location of tlie Library and 
Cabinet, either in the rooms thus generously offered of elsewhere, as 
they may deem advisable, and that the thanks of the Societj' be pre- - 
uented to the Board. 

The Society then took a recess until 4^ P. M., when the meeting 
was again organized. 

Mr. Wh. a. Wbitebbad, from the Committee on Colonial Docu- 
ments, stated that since the adjournment at Newark tite Committee 
had issued Circulars to members and others presumed to be interested 
in the prooosed measure, and it was hoped thut the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars would he raised without difficulty. He submitted a 
resolution authorizing the subscription of a blank sum in behalf of 
the Society towards the fund. 

Dr. MuRBAvdoubted the practicability of the measure, and whether, 
if successful. It would be a judicious expenditure of the money in the 
present condition of the Society. But tl^ blank having been filled, 
the resolution passed, as follows : 

« Betohed, That the Treasurer be hereby authorized to subscribe 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars, in behalf of the Society, towards 
the Colonial Document Fund." 

Judge DuEK presented to the Society a schedule of the recently 
discovered Stirling Papers, and stated that copies of such as the 
Society might wish to add to those already in their possession would 
be fumisbed gratuitously. On motion of Dr. J. S. Cohdit, the 
schedule was referred to the Committee on Publications. 

There being no farther business before the Society, the Correspond- 
ing Secretary read a brief Biographical Sketch of Cortland t Skinner, 
Kipg's Attorney General for the Province of New Jersey previous 
to the Revolution. i

Jersey, by my uncle Theophilus Elmer, Esq., delegate thereio, a war* 
rant was issued out to nie as ensign of a company (o be commanded 
by Jos. Bloomfield, Esq., dated the 8th of February, 1775. Received 
by me 17th of the same month ; began to recruit men Iflth do , and 
filled our company by the Ist of March following — JtMiahSeeley being 
appointed 1st Lieut, of said company, afterwards resigned his com- 
mission, and by the captain and himself, Constant Peck, was appoiotetJ 
in his slead and established by Congi'ess, tha' the berth pro[rerly be. 
longed to Wm. Gilford, the 'id Lieut. Uur company was reviewed, 
or rather passed as full 2d of March, but again reviewed 7tb do, by 
CJol. Newcomb, Major Kelaey and Theophilue Elmer/ Esq., by order 
from Col. Ellis of Gloucester — upon which the Ciiplain rode up to 
Congreaa and got out warrants dated March 3d, 1T70, and returned 
with them 15th March : after which we continued in the county pre- 
paring for the campaign until 27th of March. 

March 22d. — Mr. Green preaclied us a sermon ID the Court House, 
preparatory to our march, from Joel. 

Marck26th.—kt evening, Mr. Kelsey and Mr. Hunter prayed 
with and exhorted us to behave in a sober and becoming manner, 
after which Lieut.

March29th. — Arrived at Burlington about 9 o'clock, much praised 
by all spectators ; went into barracke, put under orders, and a guard 
mounted. 

Mirck 30th — CapL Bloomfield went over the river to see the Gov- 
ernor. 

March 81»I.— 'Very wet and stormy. 

April Itt, 1116— Half-fast 5 o'dodc, A. J)f.— Set out on our march 
for Amboy ; the day proved very wet and the travelling exceeding 
bad ] however; we stood on and arrived at Cranberry that night, where 
we put up ; called 30 miles, 

AprU 2d. — Set out very early on our march ; went about 10 miles 
and our Capt. got in n chair and rode the rest of the way. About 2 
o'clock, P. M„ arrived at South Amhoy, eat our dinner and crossed 
over the ferry.

We 
leA New York in good spirits and manj' groggy. With a fine south* 
eriy breeae sailed up the river ; at eveniag passed the Highlands and 
went to rest. 

5a^ur^3r,Jlf(ijf4t&.— Wind very light and aheadicaroe to an an- 
chor. 

Sunday, May 5th, 1776.— Having run agroiind the night berore and 
uncertain whether we should get off and no wind: about 2 o'clock 
P. M. Mr. Neal, a passenger, Mr. Thomas, Sergeant Leake and my 
self went ashore to walk up on foot about 40 mites. Travelled on till 
evening and put up at a Dutch tavern, in sight almost all (he way of 
the Blue Monntatn. 

' Monday, May 6th. — We got breakfast and travelled on thro' the 
country. It is very hilly and mountainous and of solid stones. The 
blue mountains lay on the west side of the river, to appearance about 
40 or%0 miles upon the river. Arrived at Albany near evening, all 
wet and weary, and put up at a Dutch tavern upon the river. 

Tkieaday, May ^A. — Stayed all day reviewing the town and pro- 
curing quarters for our men, which are very hard (o be got ; towards 
evening the transport sloops began to arrive with a damp southerly 
breeze. The town is of some considerable bigness, with two Dutch 
churches and one English Presbyterian meeting in it. 

Wednetday, May Qlh. — Our company came up this morning with 
almost all the remainder of General Sullivan's Brigade. The day wet 
and the town crowded with soldiers apd Indians, being about 4000 
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soldiers ; so that wo were greatly put fo it for quarters for oar men, 
and at last were obliged to stow the whole company in ooo room in 
barracks. 

Tkurtday, May W&. — Fair weather : about with the men ; towards 
evening the whole brigade were called together as follows, viz : Col, 
Stark's, Wind's, Wayne's, Reed's, Irvin's and Dayton's regiments, and 
paraded on General Schuyler's meadow ; reviewed by Hia Honor and 
General. Sullivan, with a train of Indians following, 

Friday, May 10(A, — General Court Martial sitting, of which UeuL 
Col. Ogden is President, and Capt. Bloorafield a member ; began to 
pitch our tents on an eminence at the S. W. end of the town ; had 
some exercising ; showery after, and dreadful slippery ; Court Martial 
trying an officer for heading a fray, in which the riflemen cut and hack- 
ed ours with their tomahawks much ; was introduced to Gen, Sullivan. 

Saturday, May lllh. — Nothing materia) happened this day. Col. 
Dayton and Parson Caldwell arrived here ; we now begin to feel some 
of the hardships of war; may Qpd of bis Almighty power support 
and defend ua. 

Sunday, May 12tft.— Went in the forenoon with a number of the 
men and half the, officers to the Presbyterian meeting here, where 
Mr. Caldwell preached from several of the first verses of the 27th 
Paalm, He addressed ua in a very pretty manner, exhorting us all to 
put our trust and confidence in the Lord, who is aloDe able to pre- 
serve and defend us. In the afternoon, he preached from Roman*, 
V. 1 and 2, " Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace iritk 
God, through our Lord Jesus Christ" — from which he preached b 
good experimental sermon. At evening, tbo' just come from meeliogr 
we were very rude.

At 5 o'ctodt 
they were all as were able paraded in .the main street and marched off. 
Cot. White gave me the following orders — 

Aluahs, May 20(ft, 1776. 

Sin — You are to stay at thia place ; take care of the men left be- 
hind ; see thai the sick are taken care of by the Surgeon's mate ; that 
all deserters are properly secured, and that the provisions are forward- 
edon very early in the morning. The Commissary will deliver you 
bread or any thing else that is wanting. You are to obey and take 
directions from the commanding officer of this town, as you are also 
to obey any commands that you shall receive, from time to time, from 
Col, Dayton, or your Vdry humble servant,

To Lieut. Elhex. 

Tuesday, May 2\st. — Cool windy weather. Busy in the morning 
sending away the provisions and men. Drawing provision for those 
behind, and settling matters among the companies. Received new 
intelligence from Canada this morning, which report that a second 
defeat is received from our foes ; that all our sick, cannon and pro- 
visions are taken ; that the Canadians, French and Indians have now 
risen against us, and that dreadful consequences are feared from that 
quarter. Indeed, if reports be true, nothing but the power of an 
Omnipotent God, stretched forth for our relief, can preserve us from 
utter destruction. • » * * YesterJjj', before the troops march- 
ed onour encampment, there were 4 or 5 men whipped very severely, 
and dismissed to duty. About 8 o'clock, P. M., Charles McDade died 
in. a miserable condition, without any bed to lie on, God grant we 
may all take warning by every death that happens amongst us, to 
prepare for our own dissolution, to which we are all hastening. 

Wednesday, May 22d. — The men all scattered about; went up to 
the barracks, got a person to make a coffin for Charles McDade ; with 
much trouble got men to dig the grave, all seemed to prefer their own 
ease to all things else. Having little regard to death, if it even comes 
into their own tents, so desperately depraved is human nature, that 
unless the Lord mollify their hearts, nothing will touch them. About 
12 o'clock a dozen of us went and buried Charles in as decent a man- 
ner as we were cnpable, and I paid 10 shillings for his coffin of rough 
boards nailed together ; after that I had considerable conversation 
with Dr. Read upon the practice of physic, and particularly the study 
thereof. He served hia time under Dr, Harris of Philadelphia, 
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DESCEIPTIDN OF THE CITV OF ALBANY. 
The tovn cansiats of b large number of houses, mostly old Dutch 
buildings : it stands in the valley on the West side of North River ^ 
Ibe hill on the back of the town is as high as the tallest houses. It 
is Ihe value of half a mile long upon the riveri or more, and about 40 
psrchu from the water up. There are no streets which lead straight 
up from the water, and those which run parallel with the river, which 
are only two, have several windings in their course. The land'is 
very clayey and slippery in wet weather. In the billy part of the 
' town is very fine meadow ground. Some distance from lowo, on the 
S. W, side upon the brink of the hill, stands Geacral Schuyler's 
house,, which is a very stately building, with fine meadows before his 
door. The land in general, especially on the east side of the river, is 
pine woods and very hilly. There is, however, some very good land 
on the west side in the vales. The city has a Mayor and Aldermen 
in it, tho' the Mayor ia a rank Tory, and so are many of the inhab. 
itants, though a great many are staunch Whigs. Lodged all night in 
the Colonel's markee. 

Thursday, JVfay 2 Srd.— Finding the men left behind with me very 
negligent, and careless oftbeirduty^ I issued out the following orders: 
Albatix, May 23rd, 1776. 
Sib e Tou are to take six men out of different companies, such as 
are the most able, this morning at 8 o'clock, for a guard, one only of 
which to stand sentry at a time and be relieved properly. Tou will 
take care to inform the guard, thut unless they attend to their buatness 
and not be strolling about from their duty, proper notice will be taken 
of them, which, perhaps, may not be very agreeable. I should be 
very glad if you could, with the assistance of Serjeant Seamens and 
others, who may be trusted, procure a complete list of all the soldiers 
and women now in this town belonging to Cel. Dayton's reginfent, 
the state of their health and the place of their lodging, and make re- 
turn thereof to me this afternoon, which will greatly oblige vour very 
humble servant, EBEN ELMER, Lieut. 

To Serjeant Parkek. 

Thia day 10 deaertera from our battalion were brought into town. 
I went and put them under guard with handcuffs on them, two joined 
together. The deserters confined are as follows : 

Jacob Hunt, John Fox, James McNight, John Hoof, of Capt. Ross's 
Company ; John Love, (Cornelius Love, John Sedam, Jacob Smith, o' 
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Capt. Reading's Company ; John Liber, Philip Rickar, of Capt. 
Sharp's Company. 

Friday, May 24(A. — Went to the guard and got provisions for 
the deserters, <fcc. Mr. Caldwell came to town. By the best inlelli- 
gence from Canada, wc are informed that no new troops have come 
there ; but if being their last tragic effort — being bare of provisions — 
by the use of some merchant shipa to make our people think there was 
a reinforcement arrived, and by that means drove off our people and 4 
took possession of their provisions. The most stupid and cowardly 
piece of conduct, to all apnearances, that ever our people were guilty 
of. When one would have thought that a litfte spirit and resolulioD 
could have finished the contest and given ua possession of the town, 
we are deprived of all provisions and a great many arms, and indeed 
out of almost all hopes of being able to recover our loss in season to 
make a conquest there before more troops do actually arrive. * • * 

Bad some talk with Mr. Caldwell. Our people ex[)ected back 
eome time next week. 

Saturday, May 25(A. — Cool windy morning, much cooler than any 
weather I ever knew of this time of year before. Not fully informed 
when our regiment is to return, bought a pair mockasins, price Os. 
Some better of my lameness. The night proved wet. 

Sunday. May 26tk, 1776. — The morning was cloudy. Sept till 8 
o'clock; become like the sluggard, never satisfied with sleep. * * * 
Went to the English church here in the forenoon, attended prayers 
and reading of a sermon from James 3 — 17. In the afternoon it 
came on to rain and proved a very cold storm. 

Monday, May 27th. — Cold and cloudy. Reports say that a fleet 
of the English troops are now off Sandy Hook, and about coming up 
to York ; if so, I do imagine they will meet with a warm reception. 
Our people expected to-morrow. A man belonging to Connestioga, 
coming in his chair from that place here, was murdered about 4 miles 
from here and all his money was stolen. No news of consequence 
from Canada. To-day is a holiday among the people here ; very few 
stores or workmen of any kind are at work, not even so much as they 
are of a Sunday. Towards evening a vast crowd of people were 
gathered upon the hill, where the negroes and some white people held 
a merry dance. They continued their dance, shifting it when night 
came into tbe houses, all night long. 

Tuesday, May i8tk, 1776 — Clear and pleasant. Drew provision 
this morning for the remainder of the Battalion here, a copy of 
which I insert aa a precedent to be remembered :

This, at best, is but a very random drnft, yet by what I can find , 
Out, the expense is laid full as small as what it in reality is. Besides 
all this, every Colony is striking money for discharging debts of a 
Provincial nature. 

Went in the afternoon to their holiday dance, which still con- 
tinues. They hold their dance on the back part of the town. Ne- 
groes, men and women, dance with a number of the first rate 
young and old men and women, as spectators. But what is most 
remarkable of all is their music, which is what they call a drum with 
a bee biveor the like, with a sheep sklo stretched over it, upon which 
they beat with their hands, to which they dance with great jollity 
and mirth. This evening Capt. Bloomfield, with another Cnptain, 
came in town with Lady Johnston, a prisoner, bringing news that we 
are to be stationed at or near Johnston, to keep back the Indians. 
'WeAnesAay, May'iSth, 1876.— 'Cool morning. Waited on Captain 
Bloomfield, Lady Johnston was delivered to tha Committee. Capt, 
Patterson and Mr. Norcross arrived. Patterson found much fault of 
our losing some of his spirits, &c. 

" ExTSACTB FKOU Capt. Blookfield'b Joukhal. 

Johnstown, Mai/ iOtft, 1776. 
•' This morning the Commissaries, appointed by General Schuyler to 
treat with the Indians, arrived in town, and at 12 the indian King, 
accompanied by the Sachems and Indian Warriors, painted and 
dressed in a warlike manner, arrived, and the treaty was opened by 
the Indians demanding in' a haughty manner of our great warrior 
(as tbey called Col. Dayton) what he meant by ctHniug into theif 
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couDtry with armed troops, and whether he was for peace or war? 
To which Col. Dayton replied, that he came not to swlest our bro. 
thers, the Mohawks, but to suppress the Highlanders and others who 
had taken up arms against Congress, and hoped our brothers, the 
Mohawks, would not interfere in our family quarrel with Great 
Britain. They said we came to take Sir John's life, their good old 
fti^d, Sir Wm, Johnston's son ; that they loved Sir Wro., who 
was their father, forhu sake they would protect his son ; that Sir 
Wm.'s blood ran in their veins, was mixed with their blood, and 
they would stand by him. After mu,cb more altercation, the treaty 
was adjourned till to-morrow, the Indians first promising that their 
warriors should be peaceable till the treaty was over. It ia really 
surprising to see what an assuming behaviour those savages put 
on whilst on Council, they sat in their Indian painted warlike dress, 
with their Indian tomahawks with pipes. The handle of the toma- 
hawk being the tube, and the head of the hatchet being the howl, 
and smoking with such a confident air of dignity and superiority 
as if Ihey were above all other beings, ruled, and their authority 
extended over the whole earth. 
"Tuesday, May 2l3t, 1776. — This morning the Indian Treaty was 
again opened. Our great warrior. Col, Dayton, told the Mohawks 
by the interpreter, that if they offered to take up the hatchet, or 
oppose his warriors in tiieir present expedition, he would break the 
covenant chain ; he would burn their upper and lower castles on 
the Mohawk river, would burn all tiieir houses, destroy their towns, 
and cast the Mohawks with their wives and children ofi* the face 
of the earth; on the contrary, if they would be still aud let us alone 
in our quarrel, his young men (meaning the soldiery) should not 
come near nor molest them. At the same time our detachment, 
with drums and fifes, was parading and made a most martial ap- 
pearance through the street. I believe this had a good effect, 
those savages can't bear to be supplicated; it makes them think 
they are of great consequence. The only way ia to strike terror 
into them. This is the way the brave and politic good old Sir Wm, 
used to treat with them. 
" Upon this the Indian Chiefs and Warriors withdrew for an hour ; then 
returned, appeared more mild, submissive and peaceable ; said they 
were determine'd not to meddle with our family quarrel, all they 
wanted was to be assured 9ir John would not be killed ; we might 
do as we pleased with the highlanders. Upon which our Chief, 
Col, DsytODi told them sot a hair of Sir John's head should fait to 
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the gronnd. We loved him also for his father's sake ; what we were 
going to do would be for his good. We ehould destroy the high* 
landers and those lodians who joined them only. 

"After which some friendly speeches passed, the covenant chain 
was promised by both to be brightened and the hatchet buried. — 
Our Chief desired them not to let their young men imprudently 
come about our camp, especially in the night, for fear our young 
warriors and huntsmen might be rash and take their scalps. The 
Indian Chiefs promised that the young men should stay at home 
and not hunt till we were gone out of the country. Then this 
great and mighty Council broke up, after drinking plentifully of 
toddy, which was the best drink the place could afibrd. 

"I will now give a description of Johnstown, with my senti- 
ments of its importance. 

•'Johnstown lies in Tryon County, New York Government, 45 
miles W.NW. of Albany, 4 miles from [he Mohawk River, between 
the upper, called Fort Hunter, and the lower, called Fort Hen- , 
dricks ; Mohawk Castte, 12 miles from Sonondsga ; from thence 
a creek communicates with the North River, and from thence there 
is a communication to Canada by land. The noted Tory rascal 
White, and others, went this way and were taken up by our troops 
at Lake Champlain. 

"By examination of several persons, Whigs and Tories, it appears 
that Sir John can raise of his own tenants about 300 Scots and as 
many Dutch and Irish : that they have arms and ammunition. The 
town contains about 30 houses, mostly small half stories. The 
country round the town is fertile, and would, by proper cultivation, 
produce abondantly. It is well situated (connecting the North and 
Mohawk Rivers,) to tamper with the Indians, to connect Tories 
below with tiiose above, and in case we should be unfortunate on 
either side to fall upon us, or the weaker party, cut off onr retreat, 
and take advantage of the fluctuating passions of mankind, that any 
circumstances might be improved against us. It is very evident 
Sir lohn's tenants are against ns, from the very circumstance of 
their being tenants, and otherwise in debt to Sir John and depend- 
ant on him. Till these circumstances are altered, they cannot be 
our friends. There appears to be hut two ways of procuring this 
country in our interests. The one to keep a garrison here to sup- 
port the Whigs and molest the Tories ; the oHier in planting Whigs 
in the room of Tories. 
"Joknitown, May 22tt, 1776.— I was early this morning directed 
17 
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by Col. Dayton to take a file of men and go to Johnson Hall with 
my side arms only, and wait on Lady Johnson with a letler — the 
substance of which was to demand the keys of the hall and drawers 
in the room — with directions for her immediately to pack up her 
clothes and go to Albany, that an officer and a guard should wait 
on her there if she chose. I went to the Hall accordingly, and after 
directing the Sergeant of my guard to place sentries around the 
Hall, 1 asked for her ladyship, who was then in bed, and after 
waiting an hour, she came into the parlor. I gave her the letter, 
with assuring her it gave me great pain, I was under the disagree- 
able necessity of delivering her a letter that must give hei ladyship 
a great deal of uneasiness, and which my duty obliged me lo do in 
obedience to the order of my superior officer. She hastily broke 
open the letter and immediately burst into a flood of tears, which 
afiected me so I thought proper to leave her alone. After some 
time she seat for me, composed herself, ordered the keys of Ihe Hall 
to be brought in.and given to me, and which I desired might lie on 
the table until the Colonel came. After which I breakfasted with 
her ladyship and Miss Chew. After breakfast Col. Dayton, Lieut. 
Col. While and Major Barber came, and we, in the presence of hei- 
ladyship and Miss Chew, examined every room and every drawer 
in Johnson Hall, which is a very beautiful, large and elegant build- 
ing, with two forts built last war, about half a mile from town, on 
a small eminence, with two fine streams of water about 40 rods on 
each side of the Hall. I had a view of Sir Wm. Johnson's pic- 
ture, which was curiously surrounded with all kinds of beads of 
Wampum, Indian curiosities, and trappings of Indian finery, which 
be had received in bis treaties with the different Indian nations — 
curiosities suflicient to amuse the curious ; indeed this search gave 
me an opportunity of fully satisfying my curiosity in seeing every 
thing in Johnsan Hall. We saw all Sir Wm.'s papers of ail the 
treaties he made with the difierent Indian nations, with medals of 
various sorts sent him from Europe and others, which he distributed 
at his treaties to the Indians, &c, ; with innumerable teslimonials, 
&c. ; which showed Sir Wm. Johnson's character in every im- 
portaui station of life, and that he merited, greatly merited the 
warmest thanks of his country. 
"But when we reflected on Sir John's (his son's) conduct, it afford- 
ed a contrast not to be equalled. Whilst we admired and com- 
mended the wisdom, prudence, patriotic spirit, valor and bravery of 
the father, we could but detest and discommend the foolish, impni- 
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dent, treacherous and base conduct of the sou ; who, instead of 
walking in the paths of his good oid father, in supporting liberty 
and thereby meriting the applause of his country, has basely 
endeavored, and ia endeavoring, to destroy the liberty and property 
of hia native country, and to cut the throats of those who feared, 
lived and fought under the command of his valiant father ; and who 
now (with a degree of lenderneas and respect) are obliged to search 
the Hall, built by the good old, industrious Baronet, to discover and 
detect the young proSigate Knight's treachery. The Committee 
refused having any thing to do with Lady Johnson until they heard 
what directions General Schnyler should giveconcerning her. He 
almost acquired the supremacy over the people here, tho' at the 
same time they do not like him; but being in authority and a smart 
man withal." 

Albany, May ZOtk, !776. — Towards evening, Lieut. Hagan and 
Volunteer Kinney, of our Company, came to town, walking all the 
way up from Types Hill, near 40 miles, to-day. • • * * 
We are informed that a party of our men at Sir John's being inform- 
ed that a nfumber of Col. Butler's Indians, &c., were coming down 
to join Charlton at Quebec, went out in an escorting party to waylay 
them as ihey came down ; (hat they had an engagement by which 
many were killed and wounded on each side, but the particular place 
or situation of the affair is not yet known. Breakfasted this morn- 
ing with one Mr. Halatead, whoh:idiled with his wife and six children 
from Quebec juat as our men retreated from there. He left behind 
him in possession of the Tories all his estate, consisting of £500 
sterling worth of rum, besides other things of great value. He in- 
formed that all our friends had fared the same late with him in losing 
all their effecta. It would, he says, have been a very easy matter 
last Vinter to have taken the town ; and even now, altho' it ia much 
stronger, 3 or 400 might effect the stroke, but thinks if they neglect 
it ranch longer, especially if more troops arrive, it will be almost im- 
practicable. Not more than 200 troops arrived at farthest when our 
men retreated, but we being small and out of heart, could not pretend 
to withstand them. Lodged at Mr. Willetts all night. 

AJhatiy, May 31*t, 1776. — Clear bright rooming. Arrived here 
about B o'clock, Lieuts. Tuttle, Loyd, Hazlitt and Ensign Hennion, 
with some of the men to take up our haggnge and other affairs to 
Jnhnstdwn. * • • • About, bwsysettling mattersand preparing 
for marching to-morrow. The people of this place, we understand, 
hvte sent in k petitioo to General Schuyler to have tu in and about 
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Ihis town for tbe seciffitj of the place ; but I think it not likely their 
petition will be granted, as we must be more wanted is other plauB. 

Saturday, June 1ft, 1776.— Wet morning for marching, ^ that we 
were long parleying about the matter. Hoirever, it slackening in 
some manner, we began to prepare for marching; and having ali 
things in readiness about 4 o'clock P. M., Ensign Hennion and self 
set out from Albany with Captp. Dickinson, Potter and Bloomfield'a 
b^iggage and deserter? and marched on our way for Johnstown. Just 
at evening we arrived at an Inn, 11 miles, at a place called Crippis 
Busb. The country thus far is sandy and some low cripples, with 
little other timber growing but pines, and those very low and scrubby ; 
much like the country on Egg Harbor. Some few houses along on 
the road and all public ones. Lodged on the floor. Expenses 2s. 9d, ' 

Sunday, June 2d, 1776.— rSet out early in the morning on our 
march, the morning dull and heavy. Just as we arrived at Schenec^ 
tady, which is 16 miles from Albany, it began to rain very hard and 
we got very wet ; however, having got our wagons and prisoners safe, 
went to a tavern and got breakfast. Schenectady is a very fine vltr 
lage, lying on tbe east side of Mohawk River, with a large number of 
stately buildings. At 10 o'clock ferried oyer and proceeded on up the 
river within the valley on the river; towards evening ooe of our 
wagons gave out just at the houseiof Guy Johnson — a very neat an4 
elegant building—very curiously finished off; now lying in a desolate 
condition, whilst its owner is in England doing all in his power 
against his country. It lies about 11 or 13 miles from Johnstown, 
Proceeded on as far as Col. Cloas', (who is now in Canada) which it 
about 1 mile farther up, where we put up to stay all night — the dy/d- 
lers being Irish tenants, frankly opened the doors and let us have what 
rooms we pleased. Afler settling matterSf I took a walk into tbo 
garden, where, among other curious afiairs, is a philosophical engine, 
whici^ by a pipe under ground, conveys the water into the kitchen aojll 
then into the garden, where is an iron spout which is plugged up, and 
when taken out tbe water Rpouts out with a vdooity equal to qixry it 
S perohes. In the evening Lieut. Tuttle came up frith us and Mg^d 
00 the floor. 

Monday, June 3d, 1776. — Being fluibei) for wapt of a wagon, pre- 
vented our setting out till about 8 o'clock, wti«i we proceeded on ta 
Types Hill, where we stopped, W hen we rise the hiJI our course turn* 
to the north and the river to the west,so that we leave tbe river on our. 
left band- The country here is exceedingly, rioh and full of tinaber^ 
wbicb m^kes it very had cle«.r>ng ; but if it was nrowrlv RnkiFofa^ 
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wmtM proJaoe grass, &c. in Bbvndanoe. About ISo'clecfc ve arrived 
Bt Johnatown, whtck coDsists of one street onJyt and a number of 
anatl houces, with a fine Ivge church and Court House. About a 
({oarler oC a mile on the NW. side of the (own stands Johnsoor'a Elall, 
B very neat building with many out hoases, from which he has run off 
with bis brood of Tories, leaving the whole io our hands. P. H. By 
virtwof a Proclamation, iaaued out by CoL Dayton, CommandeMo- 
Chief here, all the Tories appeared and were confined in the Court 
Hmm, aad all Ibeir namps taken, Scotch, Irish, German or AmericsB, 
)vho stood diaa&cted with the nwasnres the Colonies are now tbllow- 
ing, BWBy of which are tenants to Sir John, which circumstanoe o( 
itoelf mnt be sufficient to prove them Tories, aa most of them are 
-indebted to htat. There were ahoot 100 Tories aa near as I can guess, 
ifao' I bavB not awn the list sisce it was complete. Some of which, 
tnwever, upon giving security, entering bonds, die. were dismissed. 
How very different is It from being here and in our own country ! 
Moise and tumuli is all we have, and eipecting daily and honrty, if 
air John has a sufficient number, to be attacked— that we are obliged 
to kei^ constantly upon our guard. Received certain iotelligenee 
that Geaeral Arnold with a reinforcement have been up to the Cedars 
jar the relief of our roan who were defeated there, and ran upon Col. 
fintler's.araiy, out them off and totJc them all prisoners. God grant 
U may ha true. 

Jominowis Tmetday, June ith, 177S.— Cloudy morning. We 
appeared out upon patade at 9 o'clock. I w^t in company at II 
n'dook with JUajor HubboU, an Engineer with us, Lieute. GiAbrd and 
Haganto Johnson's Hall. We took a view of the out buildings, but 
did Bot go iitio the Hall ,- hot wo were admitted into the office by the 
Offioanc^ theguaidiin whicfaisxlaigenumberof books and various 
Uidaiof writing. Many of (be officers have taken more or leas front 
thereof hodu, as weU a> otber afiaire ot cossiderable value. At 9 
tt'okick 1 had to tnonnt guard, which consists of a Captain, lat and 
j8d Liauta. and Ensign, S Serjeants, 3 Corporals, and 60 Privates, 
aocoB of which go la the Hall and others stay at the Court House 
keeping sentries to the number of 15 round it and the town to prevent 
anjr alarm frata our eneoHes. liieiit. Tuttte and self were at the 
CooEtHovBo taking careof the Tories there confined, which now are 
zadoced toabo^ao, wiueUam to beaent to Albany to-morroiV. ftr 
tha evening, bad considerable cenveraalion with them, particularly 
enciiihowaB with Sir William.. at the taking of Niagara, trni hat 
lnToUadlhroDgh.iiM* at tbam parts. Ho telia me it lien ratiier to 
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tbe Boutb^vest from this |^ce, distance about 400 miles frwn benee. 
la travelling to which, they proceed on up the Mohawk Itivertill they 
get to the head, when they have a land carriage of ahout 1 mile into 
a creek) down which tbey go till it empties into a large lake, whieh 
carries them to Oswego about 200 miles, and from tbence to Niagam 
200 more, which stands upon a point of the river, and the lai^ 0am 
liake from thence to Detroit is called 400 miles. Not far from Ni- 
agara, up tbe river, is the great Falls called tbe Niagara Falls, which 
are 260 feet perpendicular. The fort at Niagara, he says, is very 
strong, into which we expect Sir John is now fled, where, without any 
doubt, he wilt raise as large an army as in bis power and endeavor to 
do us all the mischief be is capable of; as he has oace forfeited bis 
honor and fled, he must reasonably expect that his estate is confises- 
led ; and that unless be be able to raise an array sufficient to over- 
power us and drive us back from here, it will be converted to the army 
and others who have stepped forth in defence of their country ; and 
if we can be able to briog over those who are on a parley to «ir side, 
and con&ne the others, or cause them to sit neutral in the affairs, i> 
my weak opinion his designs will prove abortive : Which may Go4 
grant ! And the erecting of a fort at German Flats, which we ar« 
about to do, will still contribute to our defence; and however im- 
portant the having possession of Niagara may be to us, yet I think 
it matters but little for the present ; and if we can stand our ground 
here and bring over the Indians on our side, lime will open a door to 
give us possession of that likewise. Slept but little, as I was obliged 
to see that the sentries did their duty and were properly relieved ; 
however nothing happened, nor any alarm. 

Wednetday, Jum 6tk, 1776. — In the morning at parade 50 men, 
with Capt. Potter and 3 Subalterns, were paraded for a guard to go 
down with the Tories to Albany, that they might be dealt with as the 
General or Committee see fit. Accordingly, between 9 and 10 o'etodi 
they set off with 30 or 40 of the prisoners. There began to be great 
suspicion amongst tbe people that the officers had been plundering at 
the Hall, which coming to the Colonel's ears, and he making stnct 
enquiry and search, it appeared to be true, and that to a considerx- 
hie value. And as a great part was taken last night when Capt. 
*••***•* was Captain of tbe guard there, whioh was entirely 
contrary to orders, his place being at town, yet pushing himself there 
made it appear very evident that he and Col. ***** (as many declared 
he took things) were confederates and bad with Capts. ■ ■ * ■ and * * ' 
■ ■ • most of the booty, which is siqipoaed to b« netr jC&OO, However, 
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aAa evening rqll call, the Colonel deBired ua all (o attend in ttia room ;' 
vhen we got there, he informed ub that many things were taken from 
the Hall contrary to orders ; that altho' he did not deem that as the 
piopeity of Sir John, yet ve had by no means a right to take one 
farthing's worth from there unlil it is properly confiscated by Cod- 
grass and delivered out in such a manner, or to such use as they saw 
fit — that he did not know who were guilty of it, neither did be want 
to know, as his duty would then oblige him to cashier those who were 
foremost in it ; but as he imagined it was done inadvertently, he would 
therefore request every one to return whatever he had got that eve- 
ning in the entrvi for which purpose he would order the door left open 
and no one would know who brought them. This being a method 
which screened the guilty from any punishment, shewed the desire the 
Colonel had of not bringing it to light, whicli was exceedingly favor- 
ing; but as he was no doubt fully convinced in his own mind who 
were the principal ones, and his thus endeavoring to hide their faults, 
so that all would suffer equally alike, shewed, in my opinion, a small 
degree of partiality ; and whether he, if it should have fallen upon 
others, would have acted in the same manner, time must discover. 
Capl. Bloomfield come up. 

ThurM4a!/,Jiaw6tk,mS. — Went out upon parade at 8 o'clock 
and staid till 11, and received the following orders from the Colonel : 
That exercise be attended at 6 in the morning and 4 in the after- 
noon — that both officers and soldiers be careful to attend, unless upon 
duty— that no man''8 property be hurt upon any consideration what- 
ever — that all gaming be set aside, and for the future the Colonel 
hopes to hear no more of that bad practice amongst the soldiers. (11)

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toilsome and fatiguing tmsibesei it Uecesaarily prerents tuy refle^&og 
with any degree of propriety upon the occurrences irfaich happen, or 
arranging them in any kind of order. Having little time to spare, 
even for the entering of them ; and if it be the pleaanre of Aimigfaty 
God to slay me in this glorious conflict in which I am engaged, (as I 
can heartily and sincerely say out of pure motives of regard for my 
bleeding country in its present dangerous situation) that this be pK^ 
aerred for the perusal of my friends at home, for whom I have a very 
tender regard. 

Attended exercise again in the aflernoon. Although the (^lonel de> 
sired, and reason required,, that every person who had taken anything 
from the Hall should return it last night — yet it appears that not Uie 
quarter part was brought back. Some of our fops, whose wages will 
not maintain them in their gaiety, are determined to do it from otber's 
effects, I believe. Slept (his evening in a tent with Ensign Nnrcrosa. 

Friday, Jane 7ih, 1776. — This morning an express came to Col. 
Dayton (from some person] informing him that a-company of rcgnlanr 
and Indians were about shortly to make an attack upon the people at 
■German Flats, to which it is likely we shall repair pretty Bo6n.— 
There are some Indians here which appear very friendly ; and I be- 
lieve they are the most happy in the world, having to appearance but 
very little concern how the world goes. They can travel and scalk 
about where others would perish ; and if they get any money, are 
constantly in good spirits as long as it lastsi without any cooeem 
about a further supply, and their behaviour at this time moreespecially 
shows that they think themselves superior to any other beings, and 
expect to be courted and caressed for their even acting in a state of 
neutrality. *•♦*«*• 

After the morning exercise, I spent some time at Jt^nMn HaH 
with the Colonel, Major, and Judge Duer (one of the Commiaseries 
appointed by Congress to treat with the Indians in these parts, a 
man of exceeding good learning and parts, living near Albany) and 
several others, playing billiards. * » * • 

In the afternoon parade, Col. Dayton reviewed us, and we weat- 
through the different movements and. manoauvrea to his satisfaction. 

Jime 6lh — Attended parade according to orders at 6 o'clock this 
morning. Express came to the Colonel this morning from the Com- 
mittee at the German Flats, informing hiro. that a number of Regulan 
and Indians were a distance off from there and coming down upon 
them, and desired he would send up a party of men to their asslaluicc 
as soon as possible. Upon which the Colonel, after paiade, examined 
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thox who had had the smiilt po^t, bemg determinod to send no others. 
Accordingly about 2 o'cloclc ttie drums beat the assembly, when Ihs 
men began to gather for marching. Tlie whole that went were formed 
in 4 coinpsnies, cominaDcled by 8 officers, oura and Dickinsoo's, hy 
Capt, Btoomfield, Lieut. Giffiird and Ensign Anderson. Just before 
thia march, being at dinner, Capt. Sharpe, who commanded one of the 
companies, Capt. Bbomfield and myself were talking and laughing 
mueh about tfae liite of war, and they, laughing, gave me charge to 
take particular care of their nffaiis and communicate the circum- 
staobes of matters, in case Ibey should be killed, to their girls. God 
gfatit they and each of us Uidy be delivered from falling a prey to 
these 'sarafes, and may we be taught to consider death more seriously. 
About half-past 3 o'clock the party marched with Major Barber, who 
is to command them whilst absent, or till the Colonel mny join them. 
They all appeared jovial and in good spirits when they went off, that 
they may so return is my hearty desire. After they were gone, ihoss 
of us which were left behind gathered together, struck our tents, which 
were before pitched, and collected them all together in a small lot at 
the upper end of the town. The Colonel desired of the officers which 
were left, at least one from each company to sleep in a tent at tfic 
head of their men. Reproved the remissness of the officers on guard, 
and ttriotly charged that he might never hereafter call upon the guard 
and they be absent, it being undoubtedly their duty to appear upon the 
spot when the commanding officers come to visit them. Having forgot 
to menticm an incident which happened at Schenectady on our march 
up here, ] shall now (tho' something out of the way) insert if. "A 
number of Oneida Indians with their Priest, came down there, who 
were attended by a guard of our men, and sepmed much pleased with 
their company. Their priest was an American, and appeared to be a 
very smart man. 

■ Lodged alone in a lent which we pitched, but had not a very agree-' 
aUe night's lodging. 

Swtdaj/, June 9th, 1776. — This morning we had roll call at 6 as 
ubbhI, when I look a roll of those left behind and that were fit for duly, 
which amounted to 15 only. The day appointed by God himself, the 
maker atid preserver of all mankind, for to be kept for his special 
sarvice, and which we ought to remember and consecrate to holy pur* 
poses, is but just thought of by most of us ; our calling leads us to 
deem every day alike, and allows of uo omjttance from duty. But 
may God enable me, altho' employed in tumults of war, to pay a due 
raverence to his name, attributes, and the time which ho has appoiated 
18 
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for bis service, that I may at last receive tbeglorioua appellBttoDorbis 
faitbful servant. Tbe day proved warm, moat part of which I spent in 
the house writing, sleeping, &c., except what was taken up in duty, 
attending to our sick, &c. ; among which Daniel Lawrence >■ one, 
who ia very likely to die— Lord have mercy upon and save him, 
that bo may yet serve thee it) the land of tbe living and retara to hi* 
native land again, to the joy and comfort of bis friends ; or, if olber- 
wine determined, may his sotil, thro' the merits of Jesus thy beloved 
Son, aloae be received into the enjoyment of thyself in glory. 

Id the afternoon Col. White came up from Albany, but the psrtlcii- 
lar news I have not heard ; however, it appeara not to be very good. 
At 6, P. H., paraded again according to rule, in order to relieve the ' 
old guard; at which time CoI> White came out and spoke to all of us, 

Mondaxi, June 10£&, 1776. — Cool clear morning. Capt. Potter 
with his party of men which went down to Albany with the Tories, 
returned last evening, and brings a report that a number of inililU 
are coming up here from Schenectady and thereabouts, in order to 
proceed to German Flats. Exercised at 6, when the Colonel came 
out to view ua, and ordered some of those who were awkward to go 
upon drill one hour extraordinary. Exercised again at 4 P. M., and 
after exercise I was put upon guard and sent over to the Hall, when a 
particular charge was given me by our Colonel to take care that 
nothing be taken from there, or any way damaged, which I determin- 
ed strictly to adhere to. Having a hook, which I found in the guard 
room, to read in, called the Young Man's Polite Preceptor, I slept bnt 
very little, keeping a good watch for fear of a surprise, but had peace- 
able times all night. The days here are pleasant and warm, but the 
nights very cool with heavy dews. Have beard that Sir John is not 
nigher than Oswego, and the surprise came from a drunken Squaw. 

Tueidat/, June lltk, 1776. — Upon guard to. day, and obliged to slay 
constantly there without leave to go and get aome victuals. The 
woods here are exceeding thick and bad clearing. Large trees stand- 
ing very thick, and a great part of them hemlock pine, very few oaks; 
their fences are made mostly of logs and poles, having but little tim- 
ber that will split to make rails. 

Copt. Potter, officer of the day. Parole, New York. He went 
the rounds twice by day and once by night. Received a tetter from 
. Capt. Bloomfield, dated yesterday, A. M., at German Flats, which 
informed me of their safe arrival ;thnt the enemy were at Oawegn and 
expected to march in a few days for Fort Stanwix up at the bead of 
Mohawk Aiver, 50 miles from there ; but whether they will go is nn- 
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certain. I think our best security will be to fortiiy here moA at 
tierman Flats, and, if it could be done conveoiently, at Fort Stanwix 
station a party of our men. Nothing happened. At evening I was 
relieved from guard. Slept in the tents. It proved very cold, bo 
Ibat I cume nigh Buffering therewith. 

Wednetday, Juae 12tA, 1776. — ^aked this roorniiig early, being 
, very cold. Conversed with Capt. DickinBon, who boards with me at 
Mr. Van Voorts. Attended exercise at 6 ; the men behaved very 
well and perrormed their exercise complelely. I am informed by 
news from Albany, tliat the fleet which lay ofi* Sandy Hook, expected 
to be English, have proved to be French, and have come up to York 
loaded with military stores, brandy, &c. I hope it may he true, for 
if so it will be the best stroke for America it has ever yet received. 
Began at U) o'clock to throw up a log fortification round our tents 
sufficient to hold a thousand R>en ; just large logs laid upon notched 
skids, with port hales notched in the logs at a suitable height. In 
the afternoon we applied ourselves again to work in building up our 
log fortification, which we prosecute with the greatest agility, con- 
sidering the few overseers that were among us. Col. Dayton, bow- 
ever, was with us greater part of the time, and showed himself very 
fiimiliar. Drank some toddy in the evening with Capt. Potter, Lieut 
Gordon, dec. Lodged in house. 

Thurtdmy, JuMe 13li, 1776. — Attended exercise at 6, according to 
orders. Our party that we left behind improve exceeding well in 
their exercise, giving rery good attention when under arms, which is 
the main point in our performing in a proper manner. Worked again 
at the fortification, both 'fore and afternoon ; after which we had ■ 
amaU sport playing fives, and roll call. At evening, Mr. CakJweU 
came up here from Albany, who brought intelligence that our priva. 
teera lately fitted out from Philadelphia have taken three ahijis from 
the West India Islands, laden with wine and other stores, with a con< 
aiderable sum of silver and goU, going to the Ministerlai troops ; and 
that 4 French ships are arriifed into New York. 

Fridt^,JimelVh,Vn6.—S[eQt till very late, tke men being on 
parade. After they were dismissed, I went to the Hall with seveiml 
other officers to play billiards. Lost 6d. Capt Bloonugeldf qrrived 
agreeable and >■

"Officer ofthe day, to-morrow, Cnpl. Poller, who goes on with

Visited the sentries in the night according to orders, and then aiiout 
12 o'clock took up my lodging on a hench in the guard room." 

Saturday, June l^ih,vn 6. — Arose from my bench bed as much 
refreshed as tho' I had slept on a bed of down in a king's palace. 
Sent letters which 1 wrote iast evening to the Jerseys by Daniel Kin- 
ney, who is discharged. Spent my leisure minutes in reading the 
History of England in a series of letters from a nobleman to hi^ son, 
Capla. Dickinson and Ross set out fur Albany. No very material 
occurrence happened, P. M. Came on showery. Made out a guard 
import for the officer of the da^, and another for Lieut. Gordon, who 
relieved me at the usual guard mounting. Continued lo rain. Went 
and slept in tent all night. 

Sunday, Juve 16th, 1776.— Slept till late, then got up and atteDde4 
roll call. Cool and cloudy day. At 10 we bad meeting in the churcb 
here, where there are a very complete pair of organs, upon which Dr. 
Adams played for us. Mr, Caldwell gave us a very good sermon from 
Galatians v. — '> Be not deceived, God is not mocked ; that which a 
man soicelh, the same shall he reap." 'Tis really very extraordinary 
that mankind, alihough tliey know thai they are indebted to God for 
every mercy they enjoy, that He requires the whole of their service ; 
and that unless they submit to his sceptre of grace, they will be eter- 
nally damned, yet they will persist in their evil practices and pu( far 
away the evil day. Keeping death, judgment and another world far 
out of view— thus trilling away their time in making Ibeir Maker 
and his kindness and threatenings mere trilling matters. 

At 3, P. M., the drums beat again for meeting, when I attended 
and Mr. Caldwell addressed us from Haggai 1 : 7 — " Tkut laith the 
Lord of host, consider yourvmys." And gave us ail the most solemn 
exhortation to consider our ways, to study the mind and will of our 
Alaker ; and not to oSend or abuse bim and ruin our own souls by 
rash and inconsiderate acts of profaneness and debauchery. But 
diligently to weigh and consider the justness and importance of every 
action before we proceed to the execution thereof, that we may free 
f^urselves from the wounds of an upbraiding conscience in this worldf 
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tnd fVotn the eternal and'unsnpportftble revenge of a AamiirAd: eMi^ 
KieDce thro' the unwastibg ager of 'GternUy. God grant tlittt I m»f 
nke watrniDg from thia opportunity- of grace, to consider sod direct 
my'Ways in such a manner that I may not be ashamed to liveor 
^ft«id'to die. Afler sernipn Mr. Cxldwell baptized 4 Scotch children. 
^Tis really'ddd to seeths ignorance and awkward behaviour of these 
creatures, who are scarcely able to present their children in a'decent 
mtintier. Th«y could not understand or speak Htlglirii, sottaat Mr. 
G, had to make use of an interpreter to baptize them. At 6 had roll 
oall and relieve of guard as' usual. 

Spent the evening in company with Mr. Caldwell, Capt. Patterson, 
&c., disoouraing upon the spirit aiid circmnstances ofthe time. Mr. 
Galdwell informs u«, that by information from General Wooster and 
«evoral othere who came iVom Canada, the feturns seht in' sincff 
General Sullivan's brigade arrived there, are to the amount of aboot 
4U00 fit for dnty, and 4000 sick and untit of duty; near 3000 of 
Which are down with small pox, which dips the strength of the army 
greatly. He further says, that 6000 militia are ordered up there as 
soon as possible — and that we shall not go there this campaign, but 
stay upon the Mohawk River among the Indians, buildings ferls, &c. 
Slept in tentall night. 

Monday, June llth, 1774. — Capt. Bloom field set out this morning 
' |br Germnn Flats. Attended exercise as usual.

Not any timet 
except when 1 was there upoa guardi but somelhiDg was taken frocn 
the Hall, eapecially the cellar door broken open, and wine taken ; and 
notwitbfltanding the positive orders of the Colondi very tittle was ra- 
tumed. Sad affair I 

Ttietdm/, June I8lh, 1T76.^-Arese in the morning not very wdl* 
Continued at the Hall till past seven, wh^ I was called away to join 
the others, and proceed to Germaa Flats. When I got up to tows 
the men were jnsi assembling to march, the wagons all loaded and 
none or our goods gone; however, I went, got one wagonvand loaded up 
oar things ; eat my breakfast, settled my afiairs, paid off the landlord 
SfUd then followed on f Her the others with my gun and other accoutre- 
tneots on my back. Marched on till we got down to the ^iver, wbers 
I overtook the others ; made a small stop, and proceeded on up tba 
river. The fiats upon the river are very fertile and produce grass or 
any kind of grain in great abundance ; the woods above the hitb are 
atony, bat good. Marched upwards of twenty miles, and put up all 
night at a house; very tired and lame. Ananias Sayre was taken 
so sick on the road that I was obliged to get a bed for him at the place 
where we lodged ; bled him, &c. Lay all night on tlie floor, Paraon 
Caldwell staid about two miles hack of us to meet with the ConHBittee 
here to-morrow, and got to Cherry Valley, which is about 12 miles 
on the south side the river, to get linen for the regiment. Colonel 
there too. 

Wednetday, June 19lh. — Got up early and proceeded on onr march. 
Expenses its. 3d. Left Sayre there not much better. Went about 8 
miles and ferried over the river, and marched up the south side Ihra' the 
country ; about lOo'clock arrived at the Indian' Castle, and hailed ;tbs 
Indians all came out to see us. They have a clever litlte church with 
a steeple ; their houses are small huts cpvered with slabs, &c. They 
.ssemed very kind, and when we marched away, several of them eome 
with us. Ourmenwerevory tired, many of them that were unwril and 
their packs to carry, were obliged to ride ; and I was indeed very tired 
and could have got up and rode with the greatest pleasure, .but my 
ambition would not suffer it, especially as there were so nuny getting 
up, which crowded the wagons ; some not having courage enough to 
withstaBd the least inconvenience, but they must ride. In the af^N 
naon got to the Flats, which are very good, the houses aU standiiig 
upon the edge of the hifi, and the occupants till the land upon the flats 
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Wow. About S, P. M., got to the river snd c r owed, On batlaHofl 
were there drewa upon tbe otber side, so thet when we got ever Ibey 
received ue in form, and tbeo we marc^ied up to the camp upoa the 
foot of the hill by tbe church. Ezceedtog tired. Lodged in tent 
witi) Lieut. Cifibrd, after we had been up where Uiey hoarded snd 
got Bupper. Found our men there all well which were there. Slept 
all night well. 

ITwday, /wis SOtA, 1776.— Slept till just ai the dninM began 
to bettt for parade, very stiff and weary. An express arrived to Col. 
Dayton this mornuig from General Schuyler, requesting him to cover 
hie tents with a good fortification for our defence in case Col. Butler, 
as was expected, should come down ; and for our farther security, baa 
ordered Col. Wyncoop to reinforce us. By the copy of a letter like- 
wise from tbe Honorable John Hancock, requesting a large number 
of tbe militis to repair to New York with alt possible speed, aa Gen. 
Howe is Expected in there by tbe first of July. Tia very probaUe 
we shall be attacked at the same time, thinking to efiect their design 
by taking us on every hand. The fortification to be made at Port 
Beritemer. Very hot day. Our men which came up yesterday were 
discharged from duty, as they were much wearied and worn out. 
Exercised again at 4 o'clock. Slept in tent, but so very unwell that 
I could sleep but little. Parson Caldwell came with us to^sy. No 
prayers. 

Friday, Jime 2ltt, mo. — Arose before day, being unable to lie 
any longer. Men paraded at 6 as usual, but I being so unwell did not 
attend. The inhabitants are all German, but Whigs, and use us with 
the greatest kindness in their power. Very hot. Began this day to 
board ourselves in a mess, composed of our 4 officers end 3 volunteers. 
In the afternoon struck all the tents and had them pitched secundum 
artem. 

Pitching our tents prevented parade this afternoon as usual ; bow- , 
evw, bad roll call and guard mounted at evening, and were drawn op 
and attended prayers. I am extremely unwell with a camp dysen- 
tery, so that 1 bad very near fainted, and could not sit op. 

Soterday, Jum 22d, 17T6. — Unable to lie in bed. Very warm 
days. Tbey exercised at 6. Court Martial silting upon 3 Serjeanta 
who were convicted ot taking things belonging to the Hall. Seijeant 
Van Seaman destined to receive lasbes and be reduced to the ranks. 
Reprieved by tbe Coload of the lashes. Took a portion of rhubarb. ' 
Micbolaa Dean, volunteer in Capt. Patterson's company, was pat 
umitti goard jbr poeketing a gaiiHa, and abonng tlw offieera wImb 
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Aey came in wftreh ot it-; but, b^'ap^licaiiao to ti\e Colonel, )>e was 
taken out aiKt pardoned at once. Mun paraded again at 6, relieTed 
guard, &c. Hardly able to stand. No oewa stirring. 

PLAM or ENCAMPMLKT. 
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Sunday, June 23d, 1776.— <iiot up this morning something better 
than yesterday, but did not go to meeting. Orders are altered fra 
roll call and parade, to be attended at 5 o'clock, A. M., and 4, P. M. 
Meeting held at the cburob, beginning at 9, A. M. and 4, P. M. At 
ter forenoon meeting, tbe Dutch held one. In the afternoon came up 
a heavy shower of rain, which overset our tent; and I being obliged, 
togoout for toaetit up again, and lying in it ail wet, the lain beating 
through with great impetuosity',, greatly impaired my recovery and 
brought on a relapse. 'Tis very different /rom being here aad at eaaa - 
in our native land. Instead of a dry and warm house and beds of 
down, we have little else but th« canopy of heaven for .our covering 
and the naked earth with at best a bear's skin for a bed to lodgeoa.' 
But amidst it alj, (could we have good usage, and every osa receive aa 
equsJ treatment,) since it is in so glorious a cause as that of saving 
an oppressed land from the hands of tyranny, I can freely undergo it 
all, and am heartily willing to spend, and be speatifot Itn recovery. 
Tow^da evening, Lieut. Tuttle caaio ^cie ii^m. Jo^neftnnii btlt 
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brought no particular news, except bdhw letters to Ibe officers from 
their friends in the Jerseys; which,, jo general, seemed to agree in 
certifviog the spirit of the inhabitants, and their aJojoat unanioMUS 
voict) for a new form of goreroment being erected to take place in 
this critical juncture of aSkirs. Likewise, that several men-of-war 
and trao^rts lie wilhio Sandy Hook ; that 6,000 militia are ordersd 
to Amboy, Elizabelhtown and the frontiers, till troops can be raised 
to relieve them. Slept hut little. 

Monday, June iitk, 1776. — Got up just at roll call, but beingjso un- 
well I could not nttend. Lieut. Col. White and Capt, Ross came up, 
who bring the following very serious intelligence lately received from 
Canada : — That General Thompson was informed that a number of 
regulars, to the amount of 600, were encamped near about the Three 
Rivera, upon which he summoned his brigade, consisting of about 14 
or I5O0 men,and went down to engage Ihem) but when became be 
found that instead of 600, Burgoyoe with 4000 were entrenched and 
a numher of cannon mounted, and the place so circumstanced that 
not more than 2 or 30O could make the attack at once; yet amidst 
these inconveniences and disadvantages, General Thompson engaged 
them ; but, efler about an hour's fire, was obliged to retreat, and upon 
enami nation the General and a number of other ofEcers were missing. 
The General waa taken prisoiKr without any doubt they say. Roll 
call again at 4; weather hot ; had some talk with Parson Caldwell, 
whilst the rest were on parade. Slept in tent according to order. 
John Kinney and C. Cosgrove set out this morning upon scout. 

Tuetdai/, JuM ^ik, 1776. — This morning somelhing better than I 
had been. Attended parade at 5 in the morning, when we went thro' 
the salutes and other maoceuvres proper to be performed on a field day. 
At ten the choir of officers went by themselves for private parade, to 
perfect themsdves in their duty. Col. White treated us with half a 
gallon of spirits, and appeared very clever and &miliar. In the after- 
noon, went in a swiroroing at Canada Creek. Mustering among the 
militia, over the river. Major, Ate. there. Parade at 4, P. H., again. 
The weather exceeding warm and dry. Slept in tent as usual. 

Wednetday^June 2614, 1776. — Went upon parade at 5 in the morn- 
ing i the Major did not attend on account of a dispute happening last 
night between a Lieut, among the militia and another young man ; 
and they agreeing to decide it this morning with sword and pistol 
chose Major Barber for one of their seconds. But .when they came 
to, the ground, their hearts I suppose failing them, it was put off to 
soiBO future time. la llie afteroooo set out with Lieut. Loyd, Ensign 
19 
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QEIIaudel and about twenty of their men, irbo were goiog down to 
Johnstown to join their comrades, to see Ananiaa Sayte, whom we left 
very sick about 20 miles below. Travelled en about 10 milea and 
put up. Exceeding hot. Lay on the floor without anything. 

TTiartday, June 27th, 17^76.— Arose very early and proceeded on 
our jonrney to the Mohawli Castle, and stopped at Sit Wjlliam'a 
.Squaws'. Oar design was to get a sight of the Misa Johnsons, which 
we were deprived of, it being early they were not up, for which we 
waited in vain for some time. We, however, saw and conversed with 
the old Squaw lady, who appeared kind. We likewise saw a young 
white woman there, who was taken prisoner by them when she waa a 
chikl, brought up and educated by them. She appeared sensible and 
would, if among white people, be very handsome. To see her dressed 
in their form and confined among them, really made tne feel for her ; 
but being accustomed to them from her infancy, I suppose has given 
her nearly (he same regard for them as tho' she were of their Mood. 
Proceeded on, got break&st, and arrived at the Ball about 10 o'clock, 
A. M., where they stopped. Found Sayre much better. We beirig 
all weary, and the weather hot, lay down and slept till S, I), M., when 
they proceeded on. Afler which I took a walk viewing the country, 
Mills, &c. After it came evening, the people being Dutch, I could 
have little eonversation with them.. I went to rest. 

Friday, June 28th, 1776. — Got up and eat breakfast. One thing ia 
worthy of remark among the people in general here, (hey never say 
grace out ; but when they sit down to eat command silence and every 
one appears very grave, when I suppose that each one says grace for 
himself. Sauntered till about 4 P. M., when I called in my reckoning, 
paid it off, and set out hack again. Express sent yesterday from Gen. 
Schuyler to Col. Daylon, requesting him to send a party of his men 
to Fort Stanwix to fortify, the remainder to stay and fortify at tbe 
Flats. Continnation of former news from Canada— report that our 
people are driven back about SO miles ; that Gen. Thorapson, Cd. 
Irvin and others are taken prisoners. The whole of their conduct 
at Canada since the death of the gallant Montgomery, seems nothing 
but a scene of confusion, cowardice, negligence and bad conduct. 
God send a second Montgomery among them, that our land may yet 
be saved from devastation. Lieut. Q,uinby, 2 days ago, coming fi^tn 
Johnstown in a wagon, was upset about 4 miles this side, and very 
aiueh hurt. 

Travelled on all alone, crossed the ferry, and put up at a bouse 
where then were tw people but one woman and some omall chikfaen — 
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bow disconsolate it seama in b strange country with no person 
near but strangers. Never did my mind more'contemplste and hanker 
more afler the pleasures which I have experienced at home, than I 
did in this lonesome situation. Bow much did I desire, if it could be 
for me, to be at home, if it were but one night, among the ladies of 
Cumberlafld. These ^utch girls seem not like women (o Die. Lay 
down, and after ruminating some time, fell asleep. 

Satitrdaii, June iOth, 1770. — Awoke very early and set out on my 
march alone. After I had travelled on by the Mohawk Casfle, got 
breakfast, and proceeded on without any company, and arrived at the 
camp about 10 o'clock, A. M., near 20 miles from where I set out. 
Was informed when I arrived that an alarm was given in the cunp 
last night, when all the men turned out with great spirit ; but when 
tbey were paraded, they found it was a false alarm given to try the 
spirit of the men. Capt. Bloomfield and Major Hubbell have gone 
up to Fort Stanwix. Paraded in the afternoon, had prayers, and was 
put upon guard with Ensign Clarke.

« June 3Bdl, 1778. 
"Paxolb General Svlutah. 
"OSeer of the day, to morrow, Capt. Reading, Ouards a^ usual." 

Visited the sentries, gave them a particular charge to be vigilant 
and active in their duty; and after writing and seeing that the guard 
were in good order, abont 12 o'clock I lay down upon a che»t and 
went to rest, 

Sunday, Jme SOth, 1776.'— Ordered the men upon guard to sweep 
ont the church and put the things there id good order by meeting time. 
Went and dressed myself, got breakfast, and returned. Placed a sen. 
try over the prisoners up in the gallery, and went up there with all 
the guard, leaving the lower part for the other soldiers. At 9 th^ 
attended, and Mr. Caldwell preached from Matthew vii: 13 and 1^— 
"Enter yein ai the itrait gate,formde Ulhegate and brcadieihe 
Moy that leadeth to detlTrtctum, and many there be wlueh go in thereat t 
heeauae ttrak U the gate and narrow U the way which leadeth to 1^$, 
~ and few there be that find it" 

In a very pathetic manner he beseeched of us all to shun this broad 
rsad, irtiich wilt inevitably lead us into utter misery ; to shun, in pftr- 
ticolar, the evil vices which our station naturally leads us to pursue, 
uidatTtve, witfajilt our 'might, to obtain the prize of great price, to fit 
ooradves for the enjoyment of heaven, obtained only by the rugged 
tDd narrow path of self-denial and christian godliness. After sermon 
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.the inhabitants attended a burial at the church. 1^6 corpse was 
brought by 4 men on abier.theattendsntsall marched with their hats 
ofT, singing as tbey came along, nod eo continued till she was buried ; 
afler which they came into ehurch and their parson addressed them in 
Dutch, which I atn not capable of understanding. 2, P. H. Capl. 
Bloomfield and Major Hubbell returned from their tour. Hare been 
to the Oneida Castle and beyond, within 20 miles of Oswego. The 
Oneidas are on our side, but very fearful of being destroyed by tbe 
Seneca's and othem, for that very reason. 

Fort Stanwix, once a beautiful, strong fort, is accounted to lie on 
the highest ground in all North America ; as it is the head of the 
Mohawk River, which runs south to the North River and into the 
Atlantic Ocean. The head of Wood Greek, which inns directly 
north, into the different lakes to St. Lawrence, N. and NG> to the sea. 
The Oneida Creek running directly weal, and the waters on the East 
Canada and Pish Creeks eastward from the fort. Fort Slanwjx, (12) 
BO called after the General who built it in 1756, is large and well 
situated, having a glacis, breastwork, ditch and a picquct fort before 
the .walls, which are also well guarded with sharp sticks of limber 
shooting over the walls, on which is four bastions. The fort also 
has a sally port, coVert way, bridge and ravulin before the gale at 
the entrance. The ruins of five houses and barracks in the inside, 
built for the accommodation of the stores, officers and soldiery. At 
about a mile dialance is n picquet fort called Fort Newport, built op>. 
posite the dam made over Wood Creek, for the main guard quarlered 
here for the defence of the batteauxs. There are 6 or 6 families set- 
tled in this rich and beautiful campaign country ; not a hill is to bs 
seen round it, which is also an evidence of its being the highest land 
in this part of America. 

In the afternoon Mr. Caldwell preached again from Paalm T(t— 
" Stand ftiU and knoa that the Lord is God, for he trill be existed in 
tkeearth-" From which he again very pathetically addressed us.' 
May we not he insensible of tbe great account we must render to 
Almighty God for these singular privileges, and may He longoontinu* 
them to us inviolate. After meeting was relieved from guard. 

Monday, July lit, 17T6. — Attended parade at 5 A. M. and prayers, 
&c. Adjutant Sheppard, Ensign Leonard and mynelf took a watk 
tbro' the meadows, when the Adjutant presented a petition, requesting 
the officers to recommend him to the firat vacancy in the regiment, as 
ha thought the pay he received was in no ways adequate to the fiitigoa 
(12) Now Boow, 
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of bis office. In the aflernoon came up a heavy gust of rain ; after 
which We hail parade and prayers again. Had an exceeding head. 
ache. Couldsleep but liltle. 

Tuesday, July 2d, 1776. — Rainy this morning, which was very 
agreeable, ua the weather has been exceeding hot, and the ground very 
dry and parched for some lime past. Major Barber set out for AI- > 
bany on busineas. In the afternoon, exercised j Col. White attended 
and we went througb the whole salutes and manceuvreii. ' Drank anne 
toMy with Mott, Gifford, itc. Expense la. 4d. Lodged in tent in a 
wet blanket as eomposedi and slept aa profoundly as man could. Sat 
this day en a Court Martial, whereof Capt. Pafteraon was President, 
for the trial of two prisoners for absenting ihemselves from their duly 
with aggravated circumstances, but the trial was deferred until to- 
morrow at 8 o'clock. 

Wednetda^tJtdy^, 1776. — Attended parade in morning as usual, 
when' a number of Indians came out to look on and passed us with 
the Lieut. Col., who reviewed.' They behaved in a very decent nran- 
ner, but their droll looks and carriage, and their seeming pleasure at 
seeing us, was enough to excite laughter in any person. Proceeded 
on the Court Martial to the trial of the prisoners above mentioned ; 
and upon duly considering the evidence lor and against them, sen- 
tenced that they have S5 lasbes on their bare back and be dismissed 
to their duty. 

Col. Dayton issued ordera by reason of soldiers making a practice 
(^ trying tfieir guns out of camp, and thereby wasting ammunilioni 
being an article much needed in our army— 4herefore, to prevent the 
attreeioua practice far the future, it is ordered that each Captain take 
am exact aceountof the number of cartridges in his company, and 
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again, when the gnna wen all fired off which were chai^d the night 
of the alarm, and tben proceeded to go through our roancsuvrea aa 
usual. The men performed very wellt for which they received auf- 
ficient applause. 

The Serjeants received strict ordsra from the Lieut. Col. to parade 
, every day at 10 o'clock, A. M., to perfect themnlvea io the eierciae ; 
and that unleaa they acquired it in two weeks, they should bo tnioed 
into the ranks. 

Tlivsday, July ith, 1779,— A number of the Oneidas and Tuaca- 
rorns (who .are the best friends we have among the Indian aatiou) 
are daily with us and receive subsistance equal to the soldier*. In the 
anernoon, the other three companies here, viz : Capts. Sabers, Mif 
Kean and Eisenberg, were drawn up with our regiment round the 
whipping post, when the 2 prisoners, sentenced by the Court Martial 
before mentioned, received the execution thereof. After which we 
vfaat out to exercise ; when we came in, bad prayers, and. thea 
was put under guard with Lieut. Cox, who commanded the main 
guard, and I had the quarter guard at the tents.

. "Officer of the day, to-morrow, Captain Reading. Guar^ as 
usual." 

By reason of a noise being made at the sutlers, the officer of the 
day sent me there after the beating of the tattoo^ when I fpund a Ser- 
jeant and 4 or ft privates drinking and sivging, whioh I broqght before 
him. but upeD their promise of behaving well for the fiiture, ibe die> 
charged them* Visited the sentries and found one man dosing oa ' 
sanlry, who I sent to the guard house. He belenged to Capt. Pattw- 
aon's company. Had a smart shower of rain, which wet sie and the 
book which I bad in the tent, which was very thin. X<a.y, when I 
slept, en the naked ground in 'a wet tent ; yet, notwitbatandiDg, I riapt 
very well. 

Friday, Jidy bih, 1776.— Carrol Whitekar, a Coiporsl in our tarn- 
pany, guta discharge from the company, and set out with his bsother 
Thomas to Cherry Valley, who baa Ured hereabouts for B or 7 yeaM 
Hnd never heard of the death of his father or mother; aad having 
married well, and in good circumstanoea, requested him to- get a die* 
charge cove and livewith him some time, which the Captain gtaiited 
upon his getting a man in his room. 'Showery all day. Kept steaditx 
with the guard till. I ww relieved, nfto wbioti tbere «m«pp • 1mm7 
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gaat, wbichoFersetniaDjr of thotentflBiKl floated all tfaethings, wtaidii 
put oar men in .a grml pet, having nothing Ary tn lie in— many 
however of our inen lajr in the church. Aboot IS o'clock at- Bight 
an alarm was made in the camp by the sentries of the other compri. 
BJes firing 5 guns, upon which our drums and fifes beat to arm* very 
briskly, and the men began to turn out. I waked just as the dnmts 
began to beat, and ran out with gun and cartoueh box without any 
coat or bat, and had the men formed in a very short time. ' Capttiiti 
Bloomfietd took all his hard money, amounting to 90 or 40 poundi, 
giving charge (o Edw. Thomas, if he shoald chance to get killed, to 
secure it. < Col. White gave orders, that a profound silenca be observed 
in the ranka ; that sentries be sent atl round the camp, and that no 
roan in ranka should load till orders. After standing and some scooting 
round the camp for about an hour. Col. Dayton ordered thst (he men 
be dismissed, and ordered to lie all night on tbeir arms. It apoeared, 
when. enquired into, that it proceeded from the falling of trees, which 
frightened (he sentries and made them fire. Slept in our wet tent, 
which very few, either officers or soldiers, did. 

I will take the privilege at this time to make some reflectioiis on 
the conduct of this regiment. Col. Dayton, the first in command, is 
a man of a steady, easy, forgiving disposition, who uses both oflicers 
and soldiers with the greatest tenderness, liy which he has gained the 
love of the soldiers in general. Lt. Col. White is more unsteady and 
quick tempered, is therefore less beloved; butts, nevertheless, of a bold, 
generous spirit. Major Barber is a bold, soldierly, smart ofl^oer, but 
rather of a monarchical temper and haughty carriage, much fpr es> 
tablishingtbe regular form of government in the army. 

In a regiment or army something of the same spirit and conduct 
tnay be observed as in a State ; some striving to establish monarchical 
government and others opposing it, giving liberty and privilege lo 
every one to stand forth tor their own right. Of this we have had 
several remarkable instances among us. Our soldiers, much ferment- 
ed by the word Liberty, for which Ihey acknowledge to fight, and for 
which tbey profess a willingness to eufier, cannot bear the least impoai- 
tloB, yet ara under a necessity of encounteriag many difficulties and 
ineoBveniencea from the Commissaries being ill provided with those 
DBoesaaries wsnted in an army, which often caused murmurs anif 
and Rtrsdn m a 
n them aubmission 
ed Ihem, affirming 
ir comphttuts vtn 
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grouniUeaa— «r, at leut, (bat they had do tigbt lo contend with any 
of their offioeis, but calmly Bubmit to wbatover u allotted them. 
Capt, Potter, in particular, conleods for tbe right of soldieri to de- 
mand of their officers the full of every artide allowed them by Con. 
greM, which several times occasioDed some disturbance in tbe regi- 
ment. Another article of no small disturbance and disaentions amoi^ 
US. waa (be taking of tbings from Johnson Hall by many of the 
oScers contrary to positive orders of tbe Colonel, and therefore op> 
posed by him and the Major and some others, and upheld by the parliea 
coDcerned, who by that very incident was well enough known, altho' 
they performed it with all possible secrecy. 

Saturday, July OIA, 1778. — Attended exercise, prayers, &c. and 
went over to visit the sick ; found them all getting better. Lieut. Loyd 
and tinsign Anderson came up beie from Johnstown with about £1000 
cash. No news of any importance. Weather very cool since the 
rain. 

Upon the North.west side of the Mobawk River lies tile patent of 
Sir John Johnson, containing 120,000 acres of land, uncultivated the 
most of it. The centre of it lies nearly opposite the flats, where runs 
up a fine rivulet into the country called Canada Creek, its course ia 
nearly NW. 

Attended exercise again in the nflernoon, ant) afterwards pray- 
ers; after which a number of ua went down to the Creek to wash 
ourselves. Major Barber arrived here this evening from Albany, 
by whom we are informed that our forces in Canada were driven 
from Crown Point. How dismal and distressing are our circum- 
stances ! Justly, O Lord, dost thou affiict us for our sins. Wa 
pray that thou wouldst bumble us for our iniquities ; make us sensible 
that thou art God, that thou bast a sovereign right to dispose of all 
things according to thy divine pleasure. We pray thou wouldst bum- 
ble us even to thy feel, that we may there learn lo put our whole de- 
pendance and confidence in thee and thee only ; make ub sensible that 
rigbteQUsnesa exalteth a nation, but that sin ia the ruin of any people i 
and having sufficiently humbled us and made ua proper qubjecia for 
thy mercy, wilt thou in thy tender love appear for our sinful land and 
deliver it from the hands of those who seek to destroy us, exert thy 
almighty power in bringing to nought their secret scheme^ to destroy 
lu, and may we come oS victorious over all our enemies in such a 
manner, that the victory may appeur to be of God and not of man 1 

Sunday, July 7th, 1776. — Cool, pleasant morning. At roll coll 
Parson Caldwell read some articles of Congress respecting tbe nwral 
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condiiot of soldteni and exhorted (beta Dot to break them by p 
■MS, M tbey would wish not to incur thediapleasute of Almighty God, 
ia wboM names we ought to go forth to b&ttle. At ten we attonded 
divine worship under the trees, when the parson addressed us frem 
Jbnah, 1st obtf). : 6th verse — " So the aMp master came tmto htm mtd 
taid taiia Mm, leluU memleH UiMt ? O tleeper oaU upon God, if to be 
An may think ujwn ua that Keferiih not" From which he earnestly 
called upon all who are lulling their sbals asleep in sin amidst the 
mftsy very immiBont dangers to which they are exposed at this time— < 
to awake from their sleep and call upon God, if so be he mtghl yet 
think npcmua for good. Rain cotningon prevented hisprosecntingthe. 
•abject aa largely as he designed. He, however, made three reflections 
fiom the words: lat. That God, for reasons best known to himself, 
often pernAts wicked men to succeed in their evil practices, and go 
filralong time unpunished. 2d, That tfao' he may bear long and 
many affronts, yet he will execute justice upon all mankind, either 
for axamplea in this or in the awful day of universal retribution ; 
when every man shall receive tbef ull recompense for his doings, whe- 
ther they be good or evil. 

At 4, P. M., attended divine worship again under the trees, when 
eur Chaplain addressed us in a very pathetic manner, from Romans 
III : 18-^' And the fear of Gad is not before their eyee." How sur- 
prisingty absurd is it for us who believe there is § Sovereign Omnipo. 
tent God-— whose omniscrace pierces even to the inmost recesses of 
the soul, and will surely bring us to an account for our behaviour in 
life, and reward us accordingly — to live as tho' there were none, or 
that be did not observe us when we daily transgress his laws end abuse 
his grace by sinning against him. Roll call and guard mounting after 
meeting was attended. Slept alone in the tent, Lieut. Oifford having 
charge of tbe guard. 

Monday, July StA, 1776.— Had exercise morning and evening as 
Hsual. Men received 3 dollars, which is all the cash they are likely 
to get very soon. Nothing else of any importance happened. Ex- 
pecting to go to Fort Stanwix in a short time, when artillery gets up. 
Unwell with dysentery and fever. •' 

Timiday, July 9th, 1TT0.— Slept but badly. Arose at drum beat- 
ing ; but wa%so unweH, did not attend. The men were all ordered lo 
W in readiness this day for an acenrate review. Accordingly, at 4 
P. M. the men appMred with their hair powdered off and all things 
in the neatest order possible under their present disadvantageous cir- 
, and marched off to parade ; Major first, Chaplain and 
30 
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Surgeon next, and then Capt. Bloomfield and company— and, indeed 
tbey made a very respectable figure. Lieutt GJSbrd and myself w«tb 
80 unwell, w« did not pretend to go on parade—^not so much as to see 
bow tbey went on. Lient. Coh Wfaita returned from down the rirsr 
after the regiment were gone out. Had some talk in our Captain's 
markee with the Persont Major, Lieut. Col.( dee. respecting the dutjr 
of sentriesf &c. They affirm that an out sentry is bound to ohaJi 
lenge every person, and ke^ them till the Serjeant relieves, who is to 
take him to the officer of the day or guard. l«t him be officer or 
who he may, sentries have no right to know him ; but upon the officers 
examining him, and finding him to bekmg to the eampj and he giving 
a good account of himself, is lo be discharged ; if notf to be kept in 
confinement till farther examined. But an inner sentry is obliged to 
let any one pass upon giving the countersign or watch word. 

Wednetday, Jtdy lOtk, 1770.->-Got up in the morning at the drnmV 
beating, but my indisposition prevented my attending exercise. A 
different climate from what I was brought ufi in, alid being exposed 
to the inclemency of the weather, which is exceedingly changeable, 
with frequent large dews ; the days often exceeding hot and variablet 
being likewise obliged lo lie in a thin tent Upon the Cold ground, ez< 
posed at the same time to the night sir, causes an almost constant 
laxity of my body and a debility of the whole system ; but I hope 
that custom will be a means of preventingit for the future by bracing 
up the system, thereby forming my body proof against every incon* 
venienoe. In the afternoon, Capt, Imlay, with several of his men^ 
arrived here from Johnstown. The batteaux with the cannon are 
coming up now at Little Falls. Drank some brandy toddy at evenin^f 
with Lieut. Gifiiird, *c. Expense, Ss. 

Wednetday, July llth, niQ, — Got up very early, being nnablq td 
]ie in bed. The morning being pieasant, attended parade. The men 
were diamisaed directly after prayers, in order lo prepare for marching 
to Fort Stanwix to-morrow. We began to prepare, when the foltow 
ing orders were issued out : 

"Begeusntal Oroees. 

"JtdylUh,ma. 
"Pakolx Nassav Haix. ^ 

"The whole of the troops at this place, except the companies of 
Capt. Bloomfield and Iseaberg, who are to remain here, to hold them' 
selves in readiness to march to morrow morning. The general will

"Officer of the day, to-morrow, Capt. Bloomfield. Guards as 

nsna]. Officers thereof, Lieols. Cox and Elmer." 

This day settled our mess and brolce it up, having been in it but 
three weeks, wanting a dfty ; yet our expenses for diet only, (by rea- 
son of such unneceaspry and costly articles, which were destroyed,) 
amounted to £3 — upwards of 2Q sbilltngs each. Ja the evening roll 
oall. Went on guard according to orders, The batteaux, artillery 
and cannon all arrived here, and the men being fatigued, Lieut. Gif- 
ford with twenty of our company, besides Serjeants and Corporals, 
wer9 sent off to ^lieve them, which, with the ten on guard at camp, 
took all who were capable of goiog on. The night was vefy dark 
and stormy, and the quarter guard having nothing but their tents, 
Riade the night prove very disagreeable. In the evening we had a 
considerable mirth with two Indians, who were something mtosicated 
with liquor. One of them appeared unfriendly to our cause, and 
threatened to kill ^11 the soldiers ; the other, a true Whig, wa>> much 
displeased with his conversation, and endeavored by every meana in 
his power to still bim, but to no purpose, he would strike at our meii 
and molest the sentry ; at length drew his knife upon one of them, 
which so enraged the other, be clinched that one and pacified him so 
tkr that he put up his knife ; but not being content, they sgain en. 
countered each other, and the Tory drew his knife upon him, which I 
ooon deprived him of; they then took it up and down till the Whig 
licked the other very badly, and then in a abort time all things were 
made up and both were tfue Whigs. We have constantly a number 
of these savages around our camp of the Mohawks, Tusoaroras and 
Oneidas, who draw provisions as much and more fully than our sol. 
diers; the only method we can pursue in order to keep them in our 
favor. Rum is an article we are obliged to give them, and many of 
tham cannot be pacified till quite drunk. Visited the sentries and 
snw to the relieving all night. 

Fridmg, Jatf ISd, 1776, — Notwithitonding my indisposition, and 
kaisg wat all night, 1 felt myself better thia morning than I have been 
nrcnl'dvnput. BI«sm<) b* God ! who alone can preserve or re< 
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Jlore. The assembty beat thia nuwnisg Bocording to ordsn *t fe 
o'ctock ; but not having all llungs in readtueaa, they were diamisaad 
for Mine lime. All, eicept our company, on guard vera relieved, in 
order to prepare for tnarcbing. Wagona being prwuired in order to 
parry tbe tenia, fbe. down to the tratteaux. They were tent oQ". 
Tbe aacetnbly ag^in beat about 11 o'clocli and marched oS in aboat 
half an bour, leaving the Parson, Fife and Drum Majors, oora and 
Capt Isenberg's companie^ behind. Upon the Colonel goiag away, 
he gave the following instructiona to papt. Bloomfield, who is left 
commanding officer here ; — To lodge his men in the church and Capti 
Tsenberg's in the harn near the church ; to have bis men in good 
order ; to attend the General when he cornea, and keep good guards 
to prevent any sorprise. Afler they went ofi*, we struck our tenta 
and pitched them near the church in good order, and had roll cair 
when Capt. Isenberg'a oompaay came over and joined us, when the 
following orders were given out : 

" Ger)m.h Flats, Jufy_ 12fA, 1776. 
" Parole New Jkbset. 
" Officer of the day, Iprmorrow, Lieut. Gifibrd. 

"Agreeable to Col. Dayton's orders, Capt. BIocmGeld's company 
are to lodge in the church, nnd Capt. Iscnberg's will occupy the bajD 
nearlhe charch, andby no means to be abaeut after the beat of the 
tattoo. And both companies will attend call, and exercise together at 
tbe usual hours in the morning end evening in tbe camp." 

Prank tea with Mr. Caldwell; after which we had considerable 
talk, and after exercising and writing ip evening, J went tp sleep ii) 
our new habitation about 10 o'clock. 

Saturday, July ISfA, 17TS. — Attended par^e, when the whole of 
the men were set to clearing the whole parade from where our roea 
marohed. Aller it was completed we exerciDed some ; Isenbfsrg's met^ 
exceedingly awkward. AAer exercise, before (he men were dismisfi 
ed, these orders were read to them ;

Oifiord and myself agreed to join and draw 
one of 4ur rations ita provisions and the odier to draw in moDey- 
AoA^nlini^y we west to our tents, got some brealilast, and then I 
ivent and sofde a cellar under our tent in order to keep onr provrsions 
is, and put thipgs in order. Our men this day shifted all the stores 
ijBto the church* 

P. M. — AsBembly beat at 6 o'clock, when the men mostly paraded, 
but being diaclurged and ordered to attend at the beat of the drum, 
they were r«ry dilatory in turning out ; upon which tbe Captain and 
Parson both spo)te to them, reminding them of their danger, and 
exhorting tlMm to alertness and attention in their duty. After which 
ire had prayM? and guard mmnting. 

At evening, great uneasinsss arose fbr fear of an alarm, as many 
[adianB were gathering round in the woods, and the General bein^ 
now, as we bear and expect, on bis rt^d about 10 or 12 miles off; 
ffhicb dakee it a very critical time, and may be taken to destroy us 
at the very time when we expect to treat with them in Race, We 
have the greatest reason to believe many of them are not very friendly. 
Upon these noniidenttons Capt, Btoom&eld and Lieut, Gifibrd have 
ptoved off iato theriiuroh within the stockade to sleeps bnt I am 
jtMermined, unless stricMy ordered, to stand oiy ground in my tent 
■vith my gup loaded und b^paet flxed lyli^ b^ my side.

Tben we went into churoh in tbe moat eiact method and attended 
to prayer and a very good sermon from Hark ISlfa cbap., from 83d 
verse to tbe end. — " Watch ye therefore, for ye huno not neitkar dm 
ioff nor the hour wAerew (Ac San of JKtn cometk." After aernon 
waa over, tbe Dutch bad church. About 1 o'clock P. M^, Capta. 
Sharpe. Bloomfield, and Parson Caldwell rode off in order to meat 
tbe General, who we eipecled waa tb«i on hia road hither. After 
some time the Parson returned with Capt- Sbarpe, who had been over 
the river. But Capt. Bloomfield proceeded on farther to see whether 
be could bear any thing of the General. Had roll call, prayers, 
guard mounting, &c. as tbe Genera^ did not come. 

After we ware dismissed, Capt. Bloomfinld returned wjlb a whole 
bag full of news. He had received a letter from his father in which 
was enclosed a, Declaration of tha Continental Congress, passed lbs 
. 4th day of July, declaring the Colonies free and uutependeat Statet 
— which may God prosper and protect. Membera of Provincial 
Congress from Cumberland, by his letter, are Thao. Elmer, Jona. 
Ayrea, Epbm. Harris, Jona. Bowen, and John Bock, Esqs., Major 
Kelaey Captain in the forces, and Dc. Ewing Surgeon of that bat> 
talion. 

JUiwuIay, July 151%, 1778.— Arose and exercised the men for two 
hours, those of Capt. Isenhard's (IS) company come on eonaiderably. 
After which had prayers j the Declaration was read to iheai, and ws 
all gave three, hearty cheers to tbe Ind^Mndent Stales. 

Lieut, Hagan, being ileft behind something unwell, and beiiig 
appointed by Capt. Bloomfield officW of tbe day, ^ sleeping in 
camp, but having given the Seijeant ordera, repaired to his nsoal 
place of lodging. When Capt. ffloomfiald found oat he left tha 
guard, be put him immediately under an arrest, and wrote up to tha

Abbat 18 o'clock an usembly was beat for the men to paratJe to 
Older to receive a treat and drink tbe States' health. When having 
made a burfel of grog, the Declarntidn was read, and tbe fbllowing 
*Mat given by Parson Caldivetl>u.'< Harmony, virtue, honor and all 
propriety to the free aad independent United Stales of America. 
Wile Legislatures, brave and victorious Armies^ both 1^ sea and 
land, to tbe American States." When three hearty cheers were 
giveot atad tbe grog flew round a itaain. 

After parading a little, the men were discharged, and I went to 
visit tbe sick end stie the Doctor of this place, who is a German, who 
baa (he says) served as a physician and surgeon to the army in 
Germany for seven years. He now carries on farming, owns a gri^ 
lUill, and doctoring altogether. Staid with him drinking beer some 
time and conversing upon the subject of physic. He being brought 
up to the Dutch language prevented bis discoursing in the English 
properly ; but as for as I could judge by the conversation we had 
together, he hag been Wei) educated and appears to have a rational 
knowledge of the causes of diseases and the different methods nature 
makes use of to cast them off. He says Hickory, picked and dried 
whilst green and kept in sugar, makes a very excellent stomachic 
for debilitated people. Had exercise at 5 o'clock P. M., and the 
fbllowing orders were read :

TWaifay, Jidjf lOiA, I77S. — Was aroused from my sleep at 3 

o'cktck in tbe morning by one of our sentinels firing h)9 gun, upon 

waicb tbe Serjeant cried out for the guard. I jumped up and paraded 

' tbem directly and set tbe drums to beating to arms, and tbe men 

formed in (tie Court House ; I directly despatched Seijeant Maskell 
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kmi tw« of the ^ai>4 nund tcx the Mstmrie wUfa Imded gnm, in 
order to find out the cause of their firing ; after bMng «ut a few iBtii< 
tttesi they returned with an old deef Dutoh sotdier beloDgiitg lo (.'apt, 
laenlaid'B company, who not tving able to heaf bun, contd oet anewer 
when oballenged, upon which the sentinel firedi We put this feHow 
Bsdfir guard till day, and so ended the mighty fray. When the gaa 
waa fired the Indians yelM in a mosl frightiul and hideous raaaiMr. 
Corpofats Parker and Lummia and Cbaiiea CoagrAfe were eoafitied by 
Capt. Bhmmfidd for quitting parade, tying out of <|aartera and nat 
attending roll call this morning. A Court Martml #ae called by bnn 
to try them this morning. Captain Sharp, Prendent; OMmbbrs,' 
Lieuts. Cannon, Elmer, Pierson and Clock. The priioners wem 
called and confesBed to most of the charges, upon which the Court 
wu adjourned til) to-morrow at 9 o'clock. 

Intelligence of General Sehtljler being on his road, Lieut. Giflbrd 
with 30 of our best men, were despatched to wait upon his honor, wb» 
net him some distance off, aaldted and attended bim here, when Capt, 
Bloomfield l^ad the remainder of the men drawn up to receive bim. 
The Indians came in likewise ih considerable numbers,- and the M- 
lowing orders were issued : 

"All sutlers in and about the German Flats are hereby at rietly 
charged not lo aeU any liquor to any of the soldiers quartered in thia 
place, nor to any Indians attending the treaty, nor to any persons 
that will supply the soldiers or Indians with liquor. 

f All sutlers and retailers of liquors are also forbid giving, carryings 
or sending any liquors to Port Stanwis without the express leave of 
the commanding officer at Port Slanwix." Theee orders are issaed 
by direction of Major GenM-al Schuyler. • 

Capt. Joe. Bloomfield bad fimr men constantly ^apdrngtheeeli' 
era), day and night. Exercised some in the nfternoMi, wheii a (halH- 
her of spectators attended. The Indians attMiding, bere for. the 
purpose of Treating with us, consist of the Oqeidas, Mobawks, Tub. 
caroras and Cayugas. Prayers wera omitted this evening, as the 
Paraon was attending the General, and Capt. B. was constantly flirt- 
ing about after him. After tattoo, tboGeneral and Parson, and others 
who lodge with them, were taken up, being out of their lodging 
taking a walk. The Serjeant of the gdard being caHed,'('*fto waa 
Leake) let thom go En, witii a charge not to be ont'ao late' for the 
fhture.

Fkkbbold, September 16(ft, 1847. 
The Sooibty met, according to adjournment, at ttjUi place, the' 
President in the Chair ; the first Vice President being aleo present. 

The Corresponding and Recording Secretaries being absent,* Mr. 
Amzi C. McLean was appointed Secretary pro tern. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee stated that ho bad re- 
ceived letters from a number of the members of the Society giving 
reasons for their absence. 

Tbe Rev. D. V. McLean, ili behalf of Ex-Gor. Haines, presented 
and read to the Society an interesting manuBcript letter from Richard 
Stockton, Esq., of Princeton, grandfather of tbe present Commodore, 
addressed to Robert Ogden of Elizabeth town, dated Sept. 13tb, 1765 ; 
referring to public affairs, which was listened (o with much interest. 

Gen. Wjoxgave notice of an amendment to the constitution to be 
acted on at the annual meeting, viz : strike out tbe following — " Tbe 
Library and Cabinet of the Society shall be located in the City of 
Newark in tbe County of Essex," and insert the following, " Tbe 
Library and Cabinet shall be located in the City of Trenton in the 
County of Mercer." 

Gen. Wau. also offered tbe following resolution, which, after some 
remarks by the mover, Rev. D. T. McLean and others, was unani' 
mously adopted : 

Eeu^ved, That no expenditure of money should be incurred by tbe 

* Tha Corraiponding Secretary waa unavoidably prerented from attending Ihs 
foestiog, and the Recording Secretary with all the reeordi and pipen was detained od 
the road, and althouKh^reat eieniana were made to reach Freehold in Urns for the 
meeliog he arrived too late to participate in the proceeding). 
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Society with referonce to k permanent location of ito Librarj' until 
the next annual meeting. 

The Rev. D. V. McLisan, one of the Committee of seven appoint- 
eil by the Society in May last, to procure subacriptions towards a 
fund, to be expended in obtaining an analytical list or index to docu- 
mentB iu the English archives which refer lo New Jersey, asked the 
Society to excuse hiro from serving on that Committee. Mr. McLean 
expressed strong doubts whether the amount (ClOOO) could be raised 
by private subscription, and expressed a strong conviction that the 
Legislature of the State would soon make the necessary appropria- 
tions. Gen. Wall and others, expressed similar views, and at the 
request of members, Mr. McLean withdrew his request, and moved 
the following resolution, viz : 

Reaolved, That a Committee of five be appointed to make applica- 
tion to the Legislature at its next session, on the subject of our Colo- 
nial documents. 

The resolution was adopted, and the chair appointed Gen. Wall, 
Richard S. Field, G. S. Cannon, Samuel R. Hamilton and Rev. Eli 
F. Cooley, on said Committee. 

Mr. HoBNon called up the resolution which he ofiered at the meet- 
ing of the Society in May lost, Viz : 

Retotved, That no expenditure of money to this Society shall be 
made exceeding 960, without a vote of said Society sanctioning said 
expenditure. 

After some remarks by the Chair, and Messrs. Field, Homor^ 
McLean and others, the resolution was laid on the table until the next 
meeting of the Society, 

Rev, D. V. McLeatt presented, for the inspection of the Society, a 
very old Quadrant, said to be that used on board the old ship Caledo- 
nia. Gen. Wall stated his belief that there was still in existence, pro- 
bably in the possession of some person in the vicinity of AUentown, 
in Monmouth County, a manuscript account of the first voyage of 
the Caledonia to our shores, with a list of the emigrants : that at one 
time it was in thepossesaion of the late Gen. Rhea, and from his estate 
passed into the hands of the late Robert Montgomery. He expressed 
. the hope that these papers might yet be recovered. 

On motion of General Wall, 

Bxtdlved, That the thanks of the Society be tendered to the citi- 
zens of Freehold for their hospitality, and the great interest they have 
manifested in the objects of the Society. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee was requested to de- 
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signatcaome gentlemen in Trenton to make arrangements for the next 
meeting of the Society on (he third Thursday of January next — to 
which time and place it then adjourned. 



LETTER FJtOM RICHARD STOCKTON TO ROBERT OGDES, 



Pbinceton, Sept. ISth, 1765. 
Dbab Sib : — I received yours respecting Capt. Laey, and shall 
conduct myself In that matter as you re<]uest. I confess that I am 
much conceroed about the present state of our public afiairs. Tou 
see the spirit that the Stamp Act has raised throughout the Colonies. 
The people certainly ought to complain when they are opprossed. 
The unbounded license of some to the eastward, ought to be discoun- 
tenanced by every friead to his country ; yet, the Stamp Act cannot 
be extended here but in diametrical opposition to our Constitution : 
thereforei I am humbly of opinion that the Represeuta lives of. the 
people ought not to be silent. They ought to complain constitulioD* 
ally— they should complain to the King, not to the Parliament, whwe 
authority they do not, and ought not to acknowledge. Upon mature 
deliberation, therefore, I think that our Assembly ought to send depn- 
tiea to the Congress to be held this fall at New York. If your House 
does not do it, we shall not only look like a speckled bird among our 
sister Colonies, but we shall say implicitly that we think it no op- 
pression. 

( always approved, you know, of your not petitioning the Parlia- 
ment. That was, in my opinion, a very wrong step.^ It was ac- 
knowledging some authority they had over us ; but humbly and sen- 
sibly petitioning the King, I think, might tje of great service ; and ~ 
doubt not, if there is such a change in the Ministry as may be ex< 
pected, but the Act will be repealed. Suppose you should apply to 
balfa dozen members, and sigti a request to the Governor to call you 
immediately, that you may reconsider the propriety of sending depu- 
ties to New York. This, all of love to my country, and regard to 
the House of Assembly, especially it's Speaker) I suggest. Burn my 
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letter after readtog it over twice, and considering it maturely. I 
wish I had one hour with you this week, but [ cannot.

Gehhai* Flats, Wednetdatf, July 17, 1779. 
Wednesday, Jtdy 17(A. 1776. — Got up and exercised; when Parson 
Caldwell came out with Schuyler's Chaplain, who prayed with us. 
After parading some time, we dismissed the men and went to break- 
&st. The Court Martial sat again according to their adjournment, 
and proceeded to the consideration of the prisoners, when they were 
■sntenced, the Corporals to be reduced to the ranks and confined seven 
days on bread and water. After being dismissed from the Court 
Martial and getting dinner, went with Lieut. Gifibrd, who having 
been with twenty of our men to wait on tlie General over the river, 
had returned up the hill, when about twenty of the Seneca In- 
dians, who have just arrived here, assembled for a dance. They were 
all naked, except (heir private parts, which were wrapped round with 
woolen cloth and all painted with different colors, most of them black 
in the face ; round their necks and legs were many curiosities, as 
wampum and beads, with shells tied in bundles to jingle when they 
danced. Their music was a keg with a sheep skin for the liead, and 
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a man striking with one stick, most of them singing at the same 
time and beating two sticks togcllier ; at the conclusion of each 
dance every one hooted and yelled as loud as possible and drank a 
dram out of a brass kettle, which they kepi full of rum, till many of 
tliem got quite drunk. These antics they continued with intervals 
now and then, all the afternoon and most part of the night. 

Among the Seneca Indians came a man who has been for sotn^ time 
in Niagara. He says about the 4th of May if any forces had been 
there. Col. fiutler would have surrendered the fort without firing a 
gun, as they had been out of provisions for near three months, except 
what they could get themselves ; hut now have a supply that will lost 
them two years. There is not, however, but 2 or 300 soldiers there, 
and the Indians could not be persuaded to stay with them only by 
(heir keeping them constantly drunk. The fort is exceedingly well 
fortilied, which will be much against us unless we can cut off all com. 
munication and so starve them out. He likewiso informs us that a 
number of Sir John's men perished for want of privisions, on their 
march to Oswego Lake, at the head of St. Lawrence. 

At P. M. parade. Corporals Lummis, Parker and Charles Cos* 
grove were brought out and ordered by Capt. Bloomfield to return to 
their duty in the ranks and behave like good, soldiers for the future. 
The Corporals have the promise, by my request, of being reinstated 
in 7 days. Many spectators were present at exercise, when I put the 
men through most rf the manteuvres, and they perform much better 
than what they did when they first joined us. Capts. Veeder and Voa- 
burgh,of Col. Wyncoop's company, ordered by General Schuyler to 
join us aod be subject to the same duty, they attended at the Cap- 
tain's markee. I was introduced to, and had considerable discourss 
with them, after which went and drank tea with the Captain. The 
nights here are much cooler than in the Jerseys, and foggy. Almost 
every morning a fog rises from the river and mountains in largo 
olouds and falls down in dews like a fine rain. If it does not fall in 
dews in the morning, it does generally in rain in the afternoon — veri- 
fjFiog tbe saying of the Psalmist. Psalms 144 : Sth verse — " They 
goypkyike nunintetnf — they go down by the valleys into the place vhich 
thott hast founded for them" 

Wfl find, by b^g acquainted with the people here, that altho' the 

pla«a bece has a good name, yet there are some Tories amongst them. 

Most of the inhabitants on this river are Dutch, and many of them 

apeak three languages, viz : German, Indian and English, though tlie 

> Utter but very badly. 
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Thxtrsday, July 18/A, 1170. — Arose early. At the drums beat 
for pnrade, when I went o^^and exercised the men. A large number 
of the Indianij attended, and when we came to charge and volley, and 
retreating promiecuousty, they laughed and seemed much pleased ifitti 
our proceeding. Dismissed the men after parade without prayers. 
The Indians drawing the provisions to the number of 2 or UOO of 
tliem. Upon the other companies being ordered to join us, the fol- 
lowing orders were given out to-day — 

"/aZy leiA, 1778. 
"PAKotE Genbhal Heard. 

" Officer of the day, to-morrow, Lieut, Pendleton. 

" Capts. Veeder's and Vosburg'a companies being ordered by Major 
Gen. Schuyler to join the troops and do duty in garrison, are hereby 
directed to attend roll call and exercise in camp at the beat of the 
drum, morning and evening. 

" Capt, Bloomfield's company will form on the right at their usual 
place, Capt. Veeder's on the left, Capt. Vosburg'a on the right of the 
centre, and Capt. Isenlard's on the left of the centre. 

" In case of any alarm, all the companies will immediately form 
and repair to the church and parade within the stockade, where they 
shall be properly supplied with ammunition and receive farther orders. 

"The Orderly Serjeant of the day from every company will attend 
at the Serjeant's caU precisely at ten o'clock, in order to make returns 
of their companies and receive the orders of the day from Mr. 
Thomas, appointed Adjutant for the time being. 

" The guards will consist of 3 Serjeants, 2 Corporals and 40 Pri- 
vates— 11 from Bloomfield's, 10 from Veeder's, 8 from Vosburg'e and 
11 from Isenlard's companies. A Serjeant and 4 men from my com* 
pany will hereafter attend the General by day. 

JOS. BLOOMFIELD." 

The General was out with the guard attending him, looking out for 
a proper place to fortify. Rain in the afternoon and night. Had no 
patade at all, guard mounting was performed in the church without 
any drums beating previous thereto. Ths night very rainy and 
dark. 

Friday, Jidy 19th, 1T7S. — The drums beat and the men attended 
roll soon after, when they were dismissed on account of the rain. 
Spent the day in walking about, hunting, &c. The Aid-de-Camp, 
Mr. Caldwell and others, were measuring the ground, taking the bearr 
ings of the bouses, barns, &c. within the encampment, for infonoK- 
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tioD to the General in respect to fortifying, which we expect to go 
nbout in a few days.

"Gbkerak Ordbbb. 
" First Lieul., Robert Hagan, and Second Lieut., Samuel Hazlett, 
both of the 3d New Jersey Regiment, commanded by Col. Elios 
Dayton, being by sickness rendered incapable of doing duty in the 
ngiment, and having requested leave to resign their commissions, the 
General hasaccepted their resignation ; which, causing a vacancy 
and promotion in the regiment, ihe General has been pleiised to pro- 
mote 2d Lieut. Wm. Gordon to the rank of 1st Lieut. Ensigns Jo. 
■eph Anderson and Cornelius Hennion to the rank of 2d Lieuts. in 
tbe said regiments. He has also been pleased to appoint Messrs. Ed< 
mund Disney, Thomas and John Kinners, volunteers in said regiment, 
to be Ensigns therein. By order of General Schuyler.

" Parole — The State of New Jersey. 
"Officer of Ihe day, to-morrow, Lieut. Solsberry. Guards as 
usual." 

Capt. Launcing, belonging to the New York forces now raising, 
being up here was ordered to-day by the General to repair with ajl 
possible speed to Albany, and from thence with his company to Ticon- 
deroga to join our army there, by which we had an opportunity of 
writing to the second battalion. I had not notice of it lilt a few 
minutes before he went away, bo that I had Just time to write a few 
lines to CapL Howell, informing him of our situation here, &c. 

In the af^rnoon hod parade at 4 o'clock, when Capts. Veeder's and 
Vosburg's companies joined us on parade. I exercised the men and 
put them thro' roost of the mancBuvres, the spectators, which were a 
number of gentlemen and officers, were much pleased with our per- 
formance. After exercise had prayers and guard mounting, after 
which I went with Capt. Voshurg, Col. Van Dyke, Lieut. Bales and 
some others, to take a drink of toddy. Col. Van Dyke very polilely 
returned me thanks and the other officers of our company for our 
kindness in instructing the soldiers of his battalion in the discipline 
of war. After drinking a while, I returned to our tents. The In- 
dians had a very merry dance (his evening ; but my curiosity being 
satisfied by my former tour among them, did not go. 

Saturday, Jvty 20th, 1776. — Got up early and went, according to 
fulfil a promise made Capt. Voshurg, by invitation, to take a drink of 
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egg rum with htm ; after we had got a drink, he returned with me to 
(he camp, where we went to exercising for some time. 

" July 20(i, 1776. 

" PaKOLE — MoNTGOHERX. 

" Officer of the day, to-morrow. Ensign Thomas. Guards by day 
6— by night 12." 

Richard Rickerman, an Indian trader mentioned somn time back as 
from Niagara, left the fort under pretence of going out to shoot 
pigeons, accompanied by his son, a young man ; but had previously 
communicated his design to a few Indians, who conducted him safely. 
The forces there were in a starving condition for some time, and 
would have gladly surrendered had any of our forces come against 
them before the 7th of May, when they got a large supply of provisions 
from Detroit. It is expected, ho says, that Sir John has pushed for 
Montreal. He, however, suffered much in his march to Oswego Lake 
and lost several men — some say 15. The Seneca tribe, he thinks, 
are friendly. They are more attached to us than several tribes nearer 
to us. They have taken great pains to draw off the few who are at 
Niagara, but strong liquor is too powerful for their arguments and 
entreaties. 

Tuesday last, in the afternoon, Mr. Dean, the Indian interpreter, 
apd Mr. Kirkland, the Minister that lives amongst the Oneidas, set 
out for Oneida and Onondaga to hurry the Indiana down to the 
Treaty. Wednesday, arrived 774 Indians, chiefly of the Onenhogh- 
gwago tribo of Oneidas and_ part Tuscaroras, who, living in the 
neighborhood, chose rather to accompany them than their own nation. 
Mr. Crosby, a worthy Minister who is Missionary to those Indians, 
accompanied them. T'^^y ^"^ ^^^Y c\\i\ and almost all of them pro- 
fess the christian faith. They very soon made themselves little 
houses covered with bark, in which they lodge. In the afternoon, at 
4 o'clock, we went on parade with the otlier companiee now here 

with UB.

Tlwy «fe|« 
holding their antics before the GeDeral'a door, painted in the ga.y«at' ' 
manner with their heads dressed in n rer^ frightful foim* There were 
about 20 of the young warriors who beJd the cbonis ; about haU* kept., 
singing and besting, the others dancing aod booting. At the end oC > 
every dance they each took a drain out of a lame pail, wfai^h WHt.i 
kept full. For spet^alors there were a large number of Indian! and 
whitepeople, among which was the General, bia Aid*de-Caiiips, and 
other gentlemen of tbe aimy. ComniiaiioDera, &c. 

Sunday, Jvly 21st, 17T8.— Had rail call at 6 A. M. Men were dis. 
tnisaed and ordered to attend at tbe beat of the drum at 10 o'clock, in 
order ibr meeliog. At 10 the aBsembly was beat according to order, 
and tbe men foroiad and went to attend divine worship under tbe tre^ 
The General, his Aid'de<Canip9, Hi. Dow, tbe former Mayor of Al* 
banyt and the rest of the gentlemen here were presents After eent-t 
iog ourselves, Mr. Caldwell addressed ua from Jeremiah XVII ; 5-^ 
« Thut amih the Lord of hut, curted H the man tft«t tmstelh in mak." . 

From which he showed, Istt What was implied in our trusting in 
man, or putting our confidence in an arm of Jlesh ; 3d, Siieired the 
Vanity and absurdity of such a practice; and, 8d. Endeavored to 
persuade us to the noble and manly resolution of relj'ing wholly and 
entirely upon the Lord of hosts for the event and termination of the 
occurieuces and tumults of ftfisirs; at the same- time making the 
most vigorous exertion of the faculties Which God has implanted in 
us to bring them Lo an happy issue. 

After meeting, Mr. GiQ'urd, in compliance to a request from Major 
Livingston, went and dined with tbe General. Capt. Dickinsonr 
Lieut. Gordon and Dr. Read came up here from Jobostown to see us. 
No news by them worth mentioning. 

At 4 P. M.. meeting was again attended in the same place, when 
tbe parson lectured from tbe XV chapter of tbe Seeond Book of* 
Chronicles, being the prophecy of Asariab to Asa, King of Isr4el,'in 
a time of war and general calamity, endeavoring to inculcate upon 
hioi tbe necessity of casting off iniquities by repentance, and our eine 
by sUowing mercy if we would wish to have the I^rd on our side, 
and appear for our deliverance and succour in limes of danger and 
distress. After meeting we paraded round sotne time, formed bat- 
lalion and mounted guard.

Paraded, SDd seeing Ike General coming 
over we went and formed to receive him. When he came up ew 
men took their proper diatancet and as he pnsaed we gave him the 
unial salute. At 9 tydodc the whole of our men paraded, and went 
to work both 'fore and anemooU.

After dioii^ uid driolciag a cIbm of wine or twq, I retucoed 
itt order to prepare for labor, which was executed With courage and 
activity till 8 o'clock ; after which we mounted guard, &c. I waa 
thia day appointed Adjutant for the pretent. Co). Daylon, with a 
Limit, belonging to the artillery, came down from Fort Stanwiz in a 
batteau. He came over and viewed our wor)u and Beemed pleaaed 
with OUT carrytnge on. 

TWm^, Jtdji SSd, 177a.— Got up at the beating of the revellee. 
Hurried out our men for latigue according to the orders of yei(«di^t 
— ^flar MOM time got tbem all well to labor. 

The following is a brief description of the Indian nations attending 
the Treaty, by the various accounts I have collected, viz : The five 
nationa consist of so many tribes^ or nations, joined together by a 
league or coniederacy like the united Provinces, and without any 
auperiority. Tbay are known and distiaguished by the Mohawks, 
Ooeidas, Onondagas, Cayugas and Senecaa. The Tuscaroras, after 
a war it is said they bad with the people of Carolinat fled to the five 
nations, and aro incorporated with them ; so that now, indeed, they 
properly consist of eiz nations. Each of them is sgain divided into 
three difierent arms, viz : (he Bear, the Tortoise and the Wolf; tha 
Sachems put that belongiog to their tribe to every public paper. 

Tbey think themselves by nature superior to the rest of manlund, 
and assume the name of Ongue.honwe ; that is, surpassing all othera. 
This opinion gives them that courage which has been so terrible to 
< all the nations of North America ; and that opinion they have taken 
such care to impress on all their neighbors, that on all occasions they 
yield to them the most sabmisaive obedience. They have such abso- 
lute notions of liberty, tba^lbey albw of no kind of superiority, and 
banish all servitude from tbeir territories. 

An old Uohawk Sachem, in a poor blanket and dirty shirt, issues 
bis orders with aa arbitrary an authority as a Roman dictetor. Tba 
authority of their Sachems who govern in all public affairs, as well as 
that of their Captains, consists wholly, and is only ohteined, by the 
good opinion the nation have of the wisdom and integrity of the 
former, and of the courage and conduct of the latter ; and they loose 
it by a failure in these virtues. 

Their instiumente of war are a musket, hatchet and long sharp- 
pointed knives ; these they always carry about with them. The 
hatchet in war time they stick in their girdle behind ; and they baT« 
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Ihie art of diteetlng and regulating iltf Aiotion, so lliat Ittough it torns 
roand ne it ffies, tbif Mge ahrays BtidcB in tite tree near the place they 
aim at. The use of bowfl antl Arrows is now entirely laid aside. 
Except among the boys, who use (hem with Surprising desterit)'. 
Theft- castles or thwns are generally a Equare, surrounded with paf- 
fisades, without any bastions or out-Works. 

■' They express peace by the metaphor of a tree and tire, aM at) 
iistions make use of a hatchet or axe as an emblem of war. 

Wampum is the current money among the Indians ; it is of twb 
sorts, white and purple ; Ihe'white is worked out of the inSide of the 
great Coneb into the form of a bead,* and perforated to string oH 
leather ; the purple is worked out of the inside of the muscles sheHi 
ftey are wove as broad as one's hand, and about twofstftltfng, These 
*hey call belts, and give and receive at their Treaties as Ihe sealsef 
friendship ; for lesser matters a single string is given. Every bead is 
of ft known value, and a belt of a less number is made to equal ona of 
a greater, by so many as are wanting fastened to the belt by a string. 

One hundred of those beads are usually valued at 4s., 200 88.) aiM 
soon ; and in this manner they trade and barter with each other, ati4 
with all that deal with th^m. 

Their dance (which I mentioned SOth instant,) is perfanned wilh 
■such violent exertions of the body, that it «eem8 calculated to inure, 
to harden, and to render the muscles vigorous. In the midst of the 
dance one of the chief warriora, a spectator, stepped forward and strack 
with a stick, which produced a constant pause. In a shert speech be 
related his warlike exploits, the prisoners and scalps taken from other 
nations, appealing to those who were witness, and then finished with- 
a prSsent of a little paint Wrapped up in paper, which be had received 
from (he Commissioners for that purpose. This was received by alt 
with greatmarks of applause. Some time ^fter another Chief, and then 
another did in like manner. This custom is intended in the time of 
their mirth to inspire them with a thirst for war, and an emulatips to 
have tbe like opportunity publicly to relate their gallant deeds. Tbe 
9enecas are taller and better proportioned than the other Indians 
present, or the whitesT— and from (heir healthy, fleshy appearanee, are 
more temperate and better fed than the other Indians. Every IndtSD 
nation has somslhing peculiar in their own customs and manners 
different from each other. , ...

Htqc living trj ibM ir*de' 
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TlielndiaaB in g^ral are tall and straight in tiiair liinb% behead 
tbe puroportion of tbe whites. Their bodies ara strong ; but of Buoh 
aapeoies of vigor, as ia rather adapted to endure mndi baidf^iip/ thah 
to coolinue long at any servile work : it iatheatreDgth of abMutof 
pray, ratber than that of a beast of burden. Their. bodieaand henifc 
are flattirii, the eSecta of art, for the Squaws carefully brace Ibeir 
xhildreD, or papooses, till they waJI( alone on a broad. board, to which 
they lace the infant with broad cloths, carrying them on their shoKl- 
dera in bU titeir jouraies ; for most of them for the sake of the pres. 
entS'given at the Indian Troaties, take their whole familiea isith them, 
carrying and lugging such papooses aa are unable to »»lk in .this 
•tovish manner. Tbe cottages in the mcta tiwa are shut up, and 
ithMe being no -fiirniture to lose, a string or thong of leather serves 
fyt a bok. . 

Their faitures are regular, but their countenance fierce ; their hair 
^thnse that weu it long) in general very black, lank and very strong; 
they have no beards, owing to the custom of continually drawing it 
out by .the roots with twisted wires. The color of their skin a redliik 
brown, is admired among them, and improved by the constant urn of 
bear's fat and paint ; they in general go naked, exoept a clout, which 
ibej wear.to'qoter their nakedness; onoe in a while throlvitfg a 
blanket over their xhcMlders. . The Squaws dress ia tbe same sMnnerv 
only tbey> always wear a striped blanket ; striped with red or yellow 
ferreting,. or ribbons, agreeable to their quality in life, and these stripes 
we ^sBBTaUy in the middle of the blanket and covered with silver and 
brass broaches of all sizes, 

Tbmx only oocupationa are hunting and war. Agriculture ia lelt to 
thA. womcDb lUercfaan^se they contemn. When their hunting sea* 
son AS past, whilih they go thro' with great vigor, and in which they 
exert great ingenuity, aad^heir provisions laid up, they pass the rest 
of thfiir time in an entire indolence. They sleep half the day in thai* 
huts! Thay loiter and jest among their friends, and they observe no 
ttpUnde ia their eating and drinking. They are excessively fond «f 
spirituouB liquors, and the desire of acquiring these is a principal en^ 
they pturaw in their TrMties withr us ; and frmn this they ainBec in- 
expressible, calamitias, for havingooce kegua (o drink Ibey can pre* 
getf B Ro mcAUire) but continiw a saceeesioD of dninkauieas aa long 
as their meass of procuring liquor is left. In this condition (bey li« 
exposed on (he gruund to all the iudemeneiee of tbe seasonst whiob 
wwte them by a train of tbe most fetal disorden. Thay peri^ in 
civen tod narsbsa, tb»y twnbla iMo the fire, they qiutrnl and vei^ 
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often murder eadi other. And, id ■hort, excess of drinking, sKhough 
with us highly criminal, is generally not very pern ic ions in its eflect*; 
but with Ibis uneivijized people, who have not heart enough to guard 
agaiuat the cbnse^uencea of their vices, is a public calamity. The 
few among them who live free from this evil, enjoy the reward of their 
temperance in a robust and healthy old age. The disorders which a 
complicated liuiiry bua introduced amongst us, are strangers to the 
•avagea. 

The education of the Indians from their infancy is solely directed 
to fit their bodies for this mode of life, and to form their bodies and 
minds to endure the inflictions of the greatest evil. They acenstom 
their children, as soon aa they are able to run alone, to deluging them- 
selves in the waters. I have been greatly pleased and aatonished to 
see how fond their email children are of running into brooks, and their 
mothers make small bark canoes to divert tUemaelvea with, playing 
with which they continue in the water stark naked for hours together, 
which so inures their tender bodies to the cold and inclemencies of the 
weather, that they soon get able to undergo great hardships. This 
instance of ducking among the savages has fully convinced me of the 
great utility of the cold bath to children. 

As I said before, almost the sole occupation of the Indians is war, 
or such esercises as qualify bim for it. His whole glory consists in 
this ; and no man at all is considered till he has increased the strength 
of his country with a captive, or adorned hit hut with the scalp of 
one of its enemies. And theao scalps are so many evidences or 
trophies of bis bravery. 

The character of (he Indians is striking. They are grave, even to 
sadness, upon any serious occasion ; obaerv^t of those in company, 
respectful to the old, of a temper cool and deliberate, by which they 
are never in haste to speak before they have thought well on the mat* 
tor, and are sure the person who spoke before them haa finished all h« 
had to say ; they have, therefore, the greatest contempt for the vivaci- 
ty of our people who interrupt each other and frequently ^ak alto- 
gather. 

Nothing is more edifying than their behaviour in their public coun. 
ala and assemblies ; every man there is heard in bis turn, according 
as his years, wisdom or service te his country have ranked bim. Not 
a word, not p whisper, not a murmur is beard from the rest whilst be 
speaks; no indecent condemnation, no ill-timed applause. The 
younger sort attend for their instruction. Here they leam the his- 
tory of their nation ; here they ore inflamed with the aongs of tboan 
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who celebrate the warlike actioos of their anoeston ; and here thtj 
are taught what are the interests of their couulry, and how to purane 

Their hahitalioni are very small, coDsisting only of a little cottage, 
in the middle of which is their fire-plaae ,' here both they and the 
animals they breed live prnmiscuoualy. They have a particular fbnd- 
nesB for dogs, and never are without three or four tittle cura in their 
huts ; a hog or two, and a little poultry, with some earthen ware, as 
pots and jugs, and the cotton which their wives spin, constitute the 
whole inventory of an Indian's effects. Tbeir beds consist of two or 
three sheep skins, without pillows or any thing else ; and on these 
they sleep in their usual squatting posture ; and as they never undress, 
appear always in the same garb. 

This description of the Indians, taken mostly from Capt. Blooiji. 
fidd'a Journal, may suffice for the present ; if by more frequent inter, 
course and conversation with them 1 may be led into any farther light 
into their customs and manners, it will be inserted promiscuously as 
time and opportunity may serve. 

" Ordebs or July 3Ist, 1776. 

"Hie different companies will take notice to make their reports and 
returns to Lieut. Elmer, who will do the duty of an Adjutant for the 
time being." 

After I had got the men to work, and set the different officers as 
ordered over them, I went over to the hospital to see the sick, as there 
is no doctor here now. Several of them are very unwell, and '^ave 
no naedicines except those herbs which can be gathered here, which 
makes it very trouhleaome to me amidst my olber dutiest sad impoa- 
aible to treat them in any regular method. 

"Die men labored very well both 'fore and afternoon according to 
order, and almost finished the trench round the fortification. After 
labor at the usual hour the drum beat for roll call, when vre had pray- 
ers, guard mounting, and dismissed the men. 

We^tetday, July 2ith, 1776. — Arose this morning at Ibe revellee 
beating. Paraded the men as soon as possible, which, indeed, is no 
amall trouble early, so called the roll and picked out the working par* 
ty, and went off with them to labor before any of the officers appoint- 
ed for fotigue were out except myself. After theofficers came I went 
and visited the aick as yesterday, dec. This day we finished the 
treneh and began to haul the logs for picijueta, but for want of axes 
to squara them, could not set them up. Wrete a letter and seat by 
the express to Col. Newcomb at New Tork. By whom we are in- 
formed matters are all well there. 
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In • the sftsnuxm it rained Bimott conataDtly, wanri and growiog - 
abowers ; towards night it )«ft off. We mounted gaatd, &o. 

Corpor&ls Parker and Lummis, who were broke by order of a Court 
Martial as mentioned July 16fb, were publicly restored to theii forater 
posts at guard mounting. Capt. Sharp caeae down fVom Poit Stan*-- 
wi'x in the afternoon. No newB frimi there. The Indimis were hold< : 
ingadanee this evening at their camp, and it is seldom a night passes 
bul tboy dance till about midnight if the weather is good, making up 
fee the loss of sleep in the night by slscping and loitering aboat great 
part of the day. 

Thuvtday, July 35A, 1776. — Got up at revellee a* before. Got out 
the working party and went with them to the works ; but not having 
any tools to work with for any more thah what was done the evening 
before, and none of the officers being out, I dismissed the men with 
orders to be ready to repair tb work at any time when the drum 
ahoold beat ; and m^n acoordingly were set to work, soon after* placing 
the pieqnets ruady tor squaring when we can get axes. In the aflsN 
noon the Indians had a general hall play— which is performed with 
sticks cBooked at the end with which they strike, and the bend filled 
up with net-work, with these they knock the ball from one to the other. 

The game is won by one's knocking the ball such a number of times 
beyond the lines fixed upon on the side of his antagonists. At this 
play were 15 or 20 of each side. The lines fixed were forty or GIty 
rods apart, and in knocking the ball they showed the greatest desteriv 
ty and no less activity and ability of body in continuing to run with 
great tiiry over the field for at least two hours, to the reprpaoh of the 
lomtouB whitea who are bred in such a delicate and tender manner 
as to debilitate their constitutions so as not to be able to endnrs suclr 
Inborioui exercise even for one half hour. O luxury! Uion general 
source of effeminacy in mankiad, what haToc hast tboo made among' 
the gayer part of the human racol For spectators at this mighty' 
play were the Colonel, Chaplain, and a number of other gentlemen. 

Guard mounting, roll call and prayers were attended at the usual 
hour. Mr. Gifford was taken very iS this evening with the cholera' 
morbus, which seems to be growing rife in the camp. 

Friday, Ji^y 36lA, 1776.— Got up and went out with the workinff 
party very early, Lieut. GiSbrd being sick 1 was obliged to fill fall 
[rface at work as well as the duties of my own station. This morning 
began to square, sharpen and s«t up the picquets in the trench, wfaiob 
wo had dug before they came. Our men, together with a [lartyfronr 
C(J. Cook's militia, worked bK day according to the orders in setting 
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up (tie pickets. I attended the sick at the leisure hours ,and worked 
with them when at labor. 

'•jidy 261k, me. 

" Pasole — Pehth Ahbot. 

" Officer of the day, to-morrow, Lieut. Salaburry. 

" The officer of the day will see that the church is wetl washed and 
cleaned by the guard when oot on sentry, 

"The soldiery will be careful to be more cleanly in and about the 
camp : for their own ease, comfort and health, this is particularly 
recommended. ' 

"Lieufs. Pendleton and Cannon, and Ensign Thomas, will attend 
the party on fatigue. Guards as usual." 

In the evening I received by Serjeant Wilkinson a few medicines, 
and a letter from Dr. Read at Johnstown, which affi>rded no particular 
news. Wrote a letter, after the people were all retired to rest, back 
to Dr. Read. By Serjeant Wilkinson from Jownstown, I am inform- 
ed of the estrerae dissatisfaction of Capt. Dickinson and all his 
officers and soldiers upon having either Mr. Thomas or Kinney ap- 
pointed to the rank of Ensign in bis company, by which it appears 
likely their appointments will be the occasion of a great deal of dis- 
content and division in the regiment. These things ought not to be 
at this critical juncture of time when life is at stake. 

Saiwday, July 21tk, 1776. — Obeyed the usual alarm of the reveillee 
beat at day break for turning out the working party. 

After the men had got to work and properly officered, I went round 
to visit the sick, which were 16. Returned and made use of the medi- 
cines received last night in administering to those who stood in need. 

Necessity drove to the following orders — 

'*Jtdyfnih, 1776. 
" Pasole — Tbentoh. 

"A Court Martial will sit immediately — whereof Capt. Veeder is 
President, and Lieuts. Gifford, Pendleton, Cannon and Elmer, are 
members. 

" Officer of the day, to-morrow, Ensign Thomas." 

According to order the Court Martial sat, and reported as follows : 

« At a Regimental Court Martial, held by order of Capt. Bloomfield 
at German Flats, July 27 th, 1776,

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" Michael Reynolds, soldier in Capt, Bloomfield'a company of Col. 
Dayton's regiment, accused of lying out of quarters in dieobedience 
of orders, non-attendance at roll call this morning, and attempting to 
absent himself from the camp without leave. 

" The Court, taking into consideration the above crimes, do sen- 
lence him to be led to the post, stripped and tied thereto for the apace 
of a quarter of an hour, and thenbs dismissed to his duty, with a stop- 
ipsge of one week's pay from his wages. 

"GARRET S. VEEDER, President. 

"I approve of the above sentence, and order it put in execution 
immediately. JOS. BLOOMFIELD." 

Kt roll call this morning I drew up the men and brought Reynolds 
out, the Captain and Parson, with several other gentlemen, attended, 
and'after tying him up the Parson addressed us in a very friendly 
manner, to leave off all such evil practices for our safety in^this world 
and that which is to come; and a^er he had prayed with us we untied 
him, when, instead of true penitence, he accused us of acting a partial 
part ; upon which the Captain ordered him immediately under guard, 
notwithstanding hts begging pardon on his knees. 

Simday, Jidy 28(A, 1776. — After roll call the men were discharged, 
and it was recommended to them to attend with their arms at the 
beat of the drum, in order to march to hear Mr. Kirtland, a Mission- 
ary among the Indians, preach to thera, — which a number of us ac- 
cordingly did. When we got there, (he Oneidas and some of the Mo- 
hawks were sitting round under a tree. Soon after we got there they 
began divine worship by singing a hymn, at which they excel any 
white people I ever heard for the melodiousnessof their music. After 
singing the Parson prayed first in English and then in the Oneida 
language, and preached altogether in Indian. The Indians seemed 
very attentive and devout in worship. After Mr, Kirtland had done, 
an Indian, who is a head man amongst them, got up and spoke for 
some time : after which we concluded worship by singing and prayer. 
The Senecas the whole time were singing and drumming; whikt the 
others were worshipping God, they were abusing bis day, ordinances 
and attributes. They hold to the old absurd and atheistical doctrines. 

There is one thing remarkable in all the Indians at their dances. 
Let it be of whatever nation, they have one and the same tune which 
they constantly beat ; and yet are exceeding good singers, such of 
them as are civilized and had an opportunity of learning. I am in- 
formed that most of them will leain any tune by hearing it once sung. 
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In the aflerDOon, Mr. Caldwell preached to ua at the same place, 
when a number of Indians attended who had some notion of the Eng- 
lish language, which many of the Mohawks and Ooeidas have. He 
uddreHwd us from 2d Samuel, 12 : 10 — " Be of good courage, and let 
tu play the men/or our people and the Ciltes of our God, atid the Lord 
do tehat teesneth him good." 

AHer tattoo beating at night, I received orders from the Colonel to 
prepare with all speed (o pursue one Jona. Moore, a soldier in Capt. 
Patterson's coRipaay, who was sent out for Port Stanwix by order of 
Liaut. McDonald, and supposed to. have letters or orders from him to 
Capt. Patterson and Roes. Something respecting plunder from the 
Hall, for which he was sent down here. Accordingly, about 10 
o'clock two of us set off. I rode a dark, blind road, to which I was en- 
tirely a stranger. In about 8 or 9 miles I came to Gcrmantown, 
which is a small wooden village iahahited bv Germans, their houses 
are small huta covered either with straw or hark. The land is rich 
and produces plentifully. 

I continued to ride on tilt I arrived at one Thompson's, about 13 
miles from the Flats ; when I arrived found the nun in bed, I turn* 
ed out my horse, went into the house and searched the lad, but found 
no letters which would give any intelligence ;, so about 2 o'clock in the 
morning I lay down upon the floor and took a short nap, 

Monday, July 39(A, 1776. — Got up from my pine bed very early. 
Got up our horses, and taking the lad along with nie, we returned. 
When I came to the General's, I waited on him, informing him of 
ray proceedings, and that the lad was present. He called him in, and 
having nothing farther for me to do, he returned me thanks for my 
service. 

After thie Generat had examined the lad and other matters respect* 
ing Lieut. McDonald, he ordered him under an arrest, and to continue 
at his quarters until the President of the Court Martial should call for 
him previous to his trial. 

" Gbbhan Flats, Jtdy 291&, 1776. 
, " Pabolb — Liberty. 

" Officer of the day, to-mon-ow, Lieut. Cannon. 
" It is hereby strictly required of every officer, non-commissioned 
officer and soldier to use their utmost endeavors to discourage and pre- 
vent CBrd-pIaying, and all other gaming for money, or the value of 
money. 

"Garoingof every kind from this time is strictly farbid, and all 
those who offend in following this pernicious practice, may depend 
upon receiving the severest punishment," 
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The Court Martial sitting to.day reported as follows; 

" Capt. VOSBURG, Presi^nt. ' 
" MevAert — Lieut. Pendleton, 
Do. Bates, 
Do. Salsburry, 
Ensign Tbomas. 
" The Court, after being duly sworn, proceeded to the examination 
of Michael Reynolds. By the evidence that appeared against him 
and his own confeeaion, it is the opinion of this Court that the pris- 
oner meant some private persons and not the Court in particular, and 
consequently shall be returned to bis duty. 

The Court Martial taking into consideration John Cook, Luke 
Jennins and James New^nbam, confined and tried for gaming at cardsi 
it is the opiniofi of this Court that the prisoners shall make each other 
as good as they .were when they began, pay four shillings &ne and 
be returned to their duty. 

"HERMAN VOSBURG, President.' 
" I have considered of the sentences of the Court Martial agai|ist 
the respective prisoners within mentionedr and do approve of the 
same, except the fines imposed on John Cook, Luke Jeanios and Jas. 
Nflwenhara, whichare hereby remitted, except so much thereof as will 
pay for every pack of cards at the rate of Is. per pack that is, or will 
be Iterealler, publicly destroyed, by order of the officers of the re- 
spective cocnpaniee in this place, agreeable to the orders of Ibis day.' 
"JOS. BLOOMFIELD." 
The prisoners were brought out to the regiment at guard mounting, 
and were dealt with according to the sentence above mentioned. 
Rainy night. Just before evening the Oneidas and Tuscaroraa had 
a great ball play, by which the Tuscaroras won a considerable ol 
value in silver and other curiosities. 

Tuetdat/,JidyS0th,m6.—Got up and turned out the working 
party at tbe beating of the tattoo. 

A general Court Martial sat to-day, by order of Major General 
Schuyler. CoL VAN DYKE, President.

perty of Sir John Johnson or other persons unknown, for aiding and 
abetting others so to do, for concealing things so taken, and fur dis* 
obedience of orders, is to be tried. 

After considering matters for some time respecting the charge 
laid against Lieut. McDonald, the Court iiading it impossible to fiaiiih 
the ssDlence, adjourned till to-morrow at 9 o'ckick, A. M. / 

Wednetday, July 31<<, 1776. — Got up at reveillee beating, and turn- 
ed out a party of men for fatigue to labor in the woods cutting 
pickets. 

The Court Martial met according to adjournment and proceeded to 
the trial of Mr. McDonald. 

The Court, after concluding upon the sentence of McDonald, ad- 
journed till to-morrow at 9 oVlock, after first appointing Major Bar- 
ber, Capt, Bloomfield and myself as a Committee to draw up the pro- 
ceedings and evidences in form and bring them in before the Court 
Martial to-morrow morning. Busy in (he afternoon drawing up the 
declaralion of the Court. Had roll call, prayers and guard mounting 
as usual. 

Thursday, Augutt lit, 1770. — Turned out the working parly at 
reveillee beating this morning ; got the officers out to their duty, got 
breakfast, and prepared to attend the Court Martial. 

Nine o'dook, A. M., Court Martial met according to adjournment, 
when the Committee appointed to draw up the declaration brought it 
in, which was read to the Court, approved i^r, and ordered to be copied 
and sent to the General, when the Court adjourned till 12 o'clock. 
Major Barber being appointed to copy the sentence, and with the 
President to present it to the General. * 

At 12 o'clock the Court met again. The General having do busi- 
ness to lay before us, we were dismissed tiH to-morrow at 9 o'clock. 

In the afternoon, went and visited the hospital and working party.; 
and a bet being mode, I undertook to fetoh one hundred stones, laid 
one yard from each other, till the whole were placed, and won the 
wager in performing it in, 54 minutes. 

Corr OF THB BBKEKAL CovRT Habtial. 

" Betbre a general Court Martial, July 30th and Slst, and August 
lat, by order of Major General Schnyler — whereof the Freaideut waa 
Col. Cotnelius Van Dyke ; membeiB as before meutioned. 
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" Lt. WiD. McDonald, of Col. Daytoa's regiment, stood charged 
with hehaving in a manner unhecoming the character of an officer 
and a gentleman, by taking, or assisting in taking, out of the bouse 
of Sir John Johnson, at Johnstown, sundry effects, the property of 
Sir John, or other persons unknown ; and for aiding or abetting others 
so to dOi and for assisting in concealing effects so taken ; as, also, for 
disobedience of orders. To all which the said Lt. McDonald plead 
not guilty ; but was supported by the following evidence, viz : 

"Jona. Moore, a private in said regiment,>being daly Bworn, declared, 
that being at his quarters, he was eent for by Lt. McDonald to Johns- 
town Hall, where the said Lt. was, who on that day was officer of 
the guard ; that when he came there, Mr. McDonald took him up into 
the Hall garret ; that Mr. McDonald delivered tg him a beaver skin, 
which the said McDonald wrapped up in a blanket of his own ; that 
McDonald ordered him, in presence of Capt. or Ensign Patlerson, to 
carry it to the said McDonald's room, which the said Moore accord- 
ingly did ; that the beaver skin was dressed, and there was some paint 
on it. Jona, Moore farther says, that he saw Lt. McDonald walk 
about with a cane, which he took from the Hal), and which the said 
McDonald yesterday told him somebody had taken from him. 

" Mr. Alex. Stewart informed the Court upon oath, that he saw Lt. 
McDonald take a cane with some fish books from Johnson Hall ; that 
on the morning Col. Dayton's detachment marched for the German 
Flats, Capt. Patterson and McDonald took him aside (ordering other 
persons present to retire,) and requested him to receive in charge 
some things to be found up stairs in a kegin the house of Mr. Laf- 
ferty, things belonging to the Hall, which Ihey said they might as 
well have as another person ; Lt. McDonald lold him to bury, or 
otherwise secrete them : Capt. Patterson told him, if he should go to 
the Jerseys to carry them with him, if not, to secure them, and that 
Seneant Newcastle would assist him in doing so ; McDonald ordered 
him, if Col. White should ask him where these things were, he should, 
answer— Capt. Patterson added, 'in the Hall garden,' where Col. White 
said they should be placed. Mr. Stewart also declared, that in the 
keg delivered to his charge, he saw moat of the things which Lt. 
Tultle brought from Mr. Lafferty'a house, in Johnstown, by General 
Schuyler's orders, and were produced in his presence before the Court. 
Be likewise affirmed that there was a dressed beaver skin, or blanket 
or two in the keg, which the said Lt. Tultle did sot bring with him. 

" Lt. Tattle on oath, said that the things produced in Mr. Stewart's 
presence before the Court wer^ things taken out of a keg or barrel 
found in the house of Mr. Lafierty, and that he also saw two blankets, 
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the one a Beaver, the other an Otter in said barrel, which he left be- 
hind. 

'■ Col. Dayton declared on oath, that he heard McDonald say be had 
taken a cane from the Hall, which be told him a few days ago he had 
lost ; and that McDonald told him he had returned every thing else. 

" Major Barber being sworn, informed the Court that McDonald told 
him a few days agOi he had sent a cane to his father, which be took 
from the Hall. 

" Capt. Bloomfield being'sworn, said that McDonald had told him in 
JohnatowB he had returned every thing he had taken from the Hall, 
except a cane, which be had sent to Albany to the care of a friend. 

'■ Ensign Thomas said u^n oath, that he saw McDonald take no- 
thing from the Hall except a cane and some shiub, which he found in 
an open case up slairs ; that McDonald made punch of some there, 
and took the rest home with him. 

" Ensign Kinney being sworn, declared that he saw McDonald lake 
a bow and two arrows from the Hall, which he said he took for Col. 
While in consequence of his orders. 

" The last charge, to wit, disobedience of orders, was supported by 
the following evidence, viz ; 

" Col. Dayton informed the Court, on oath, that during his march 
from Albany to Johnstown, and at Johnstown, he had repeatedly and 
publicly given to both officers and men Gen, Schuyler's orders, which 
were to the effect, that the persons and properties of every inhabitant 
should remain inviolable ; that after the Hall hod been plundered of 
sundry effects, he summoned the officers of his regiment to meet him 
at tbo house of Mrs. Tice, amongst whom was McDonald, when he 
insisted in the most pressing terms, nay entreated them by all the 
principles of honor, as well as obedience to general orders, that every 
tbing do taken by them should be immediately replaced ; that a few 
days after, being of opinion his orders were not complied with, be 
issued in writing similar orders at Johnstown, and again repeated 
tbem at German Flats. 

" Capt. Bloomfield on oath, said he remembered Col. Dayton's di- 
recting both officers and soldiers on their march to, and at their ar- 
rival at Johnstown, to be careful not to molest nor injure the property 
of the inhabitants, as he had it, in strict command to bold the property 
of individuals inviolable; that immediately after, Johnson Hall was 
plundered against General Schuyler's and his express orders. He 
directed, entreated, exhorted and positively ordered every officer who 
had taken any goods from the Hall, to return them the ensuing eve- 
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ning ; (hat afUrwards Col. E)ByloD issued an order in writing for 
every officer and aoldler to be panctual in returning to the Quarter 
Master or Adjutant every article not already returned to the Hall, 
agreeable to his former ordera. 

" Almost to the same purport were the evidences of Major Barber, 
Capt. Sharp, Lts. Flaninghara and Elmer, on oath> 

** Whereupon the Court, after the most serious and mature delibers- 
tion, were unanimously of opinion, that Mr. McDonald is guilty of 
the whole charge exhibited against him, and consequently guilty of & 
breach of the 47th Article for the better government of the Continen- 
tal Troops ; as, also, of the 2d and last Article of the araendment 
(that clause of the second expressed by the term fraud being only ex- 
cepted) : and, therefore, this Court do sentence the said Wm. McDon- 
ald to suffer the penalties hereunto annexed." 

' (Signed,) "VAN DYKE, President." 

At roll call Major Livingston attended and read to the troops the 
following orders : 

" Hkad Qoabtebs, Gebkan Flats, Aug. lit, 1776. 
"Gbnekal Obdebs. 

"The general Court Martial, appointed on the 39th July, having 
reported to the General that Lt. Wm. McDonald, of Col. Dayton*a 
regiment, stood charged before (hem "with behaving in a manner 
ottbecoming the character of a gentleman and officer, by taking, or 
assisting in taking, out of the house of Sir John Johnson, in Johns- 
town, sundry effects, the property of Sir John or other persons un- 
known, and for aiding and abetting others bo to do, and for assisting 
in concealing effects so taken ; as, also, for disobedience of orders." 
And that they were unanimously of opinion that Mr. McDonald is 
guilty of the whole charge exhibited against him, and consequently 
guilty of a breach of the 47th Article for the belter government of the 
Continental Troops ; as, also, of the second and last article of the 
amendment, (the clause of the second expressed by the term fraud 
being only ex cap ted), and that " they therefore do unanimously ad- 
judge and sentence the said Wm. McDonald to suffer the penalties 
thereunto annexed ;" which sentence being approved of by the Gen- 
eral and the 4Tth Article of War referred to in the sentence, declaring 
that whatsoever commissioned officer shall be convicted before a 
general Court Martial of behaving in a scandalous, intamous manner, 
such aa is unbecoming the character of an officer and a gentleman, 
shall be discharged from theservice ; and the second article declaring 
that all commissioDed officers found guilty by • general Court Martial 
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of &tiy Fraad or embezzlement, riifttl forfeit all his p&y, be ipso facto 
caahii'red, and deemed unfit for fartheraervice." llie Genera] there* 
fore, by virtue of tiie aaid sentence and the said articles of war, 
hereby discharges 'the said Wm. McDonald from the Continental' 
service, as a person unfit for farther service as an officer, and orders 
that any pay due to him be detaJtied. 

" That Mr. McDonald, on application to Henry Glen, Esq., Assist. 
D. Q. M. General, may have Inave to have his baggage conveyed 
from Fort Slanvrix to Schenectady in any returning boats belonging 
to the pablic ; but that he be not permitted to go to that post on any 
pretence whatsoever. 

"That Major Livingston, Judge Advocate of the said general Court 
Martial, read the foregoing to the troops at roll call this evening, in 
the presence of the said Mr. McDonald. 

" The General, with great satisfaction, observes from the proceed- 
ings of the Court Martial, that the gentlemen have conducted them- 
selves with a regularity that reSects credit on them ; and having no 
farther business tor them, dissolves, and they are dissolved accordingly, 
** By order of the General.

Friday, Atgtat 3d, 1776.— The beat of the reveillee awakened me, 
tbo' fast inclosed in the arms of Somnus, when I turned out the 
working party and labored with tbem until breakfast. The Indians, 
tWooreatih nation, turned out for a race round half mile stakes; 
three heata without stopping. Much money was slaked by the gen- 
tleineo who attended,' and the whole was graced with the General's 
preeetice. 

- Lt. Wfn, MeMtchael canfe down here to-day from Fort Stanwix ; 
he being Just returned from Oswego, where he had been on a scooting 
party, and finding the Colonel and General were down here, he pro- 
cet)tt0d right on. Ab fer as 1 can yet find, there is nobody within the 
Fort ^eept one regular Serjeant, but the remainder is kept a seeret.

In the anernoon attended the sick, dtc After guard mountiDg tba 
officers paraded a short time ; and aflcr it was over, we all atrippod 
and ran round the stakes, I came out in the centre. Went to rest . 
soon after. 

Saturday, Augtut 3d, 1776.— Arose at tba break of day, being 
awakened by the clattering and the rumUiog of the drum, who, like 
the watchful cock, never forgets to teach us when the vigilant ought 
to arise. Having nothing to do at the fort, I destined 6 men lor tba 
forenoon and more for the afternoon to go in the woods to assist in 
riding pickets to the fort— dismissing the rest to go and wash their 
clothes. Capt. Potter's soldier who had the small pox in this placa* 
died this morning. • * • • * 

Lieut, Bates and myself with about 30 men, 16 of them with arms, 
went over the river to attend the burial of Capt. Potter's man, who 
died with the small pox, which we did in a decent manner, firing S 
vollies over his grave. After we returned roll call was attended, 
when the men were drawn up round the " Adjutant's Daughter," and 
Edward Cassady was broughtoutand the following sentence was read 
to bim : 

" A Regimental Court Martial held at German ^lats, by order of 
Capt BloomQeld, August 3d, 1776.

" JUemierj — Lieut. GiObrd, Lieut. Bates,

"The said Cassady being brought before this Court, has aekwnri- 
edged the whole of thechsrge against him. Therefore, the Court do 
sentence bim to be whipped with 20 lashes oo the bare back, agiw- 
able to the 6(h Article of the additional Rule* and R^utations ^ tbe 
Continental Army. 

*• I approve of the within sentence, and order that it be pat iBezacii* - 
tion at roll call this evening. JOS. BLOOMFIELD." 

After the drummer had lied bim to the post, and just going to put 
the sentence in execution, tbe following was delivered to mo 

■■ Lieut. Eum — ^You are berrtty directed to poa^Qnfi.thB fmlA- 
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mmtof Bdw. Csnady until next Monday evening, when you will sea 
that the aentence of the Court Martial is put in execution.

Mounted guard after this, ran round the stakes, drank our losings, 
and then retired to rest. 

Sunday, Aagmt itk, 1776. — Got up this morning later than usual, 
it being the day appointed by God himself for rest to man and heast ; 
but Instead of devoting it in a way agreeable to bis word and ordi- 
nanee, it is spent by most of us in a trifling, unprofitable manner. 
Mr. Caldwell and Mr. Kirtland being absent from here, we had no 
prea<^ing nor any duty except roll call, morning and evening. The 
Senecas, in particular, devote the Sabbath to dancing and singing and 
hooting ; the Oneidas and some of the others in singing of psalms, 
byrons and other kinds of worship, some way according to the mind 
and will of God. fn the afternoon, was some time in company with 
Capt. Bloomfield and Lt. Gifibrd, with whom I bad considerable dis- 
pute respecting Capt. Dickinson, our rank, &c. But I told him as I 
think I have reason to, that I have never received any favors from 
him, therefore owe biro no thanks, nor court his favor.

— Arose at reveilleo beating and turned 
oat the fatigue party to labor. Wrought till breakfast, and then did 
my other daty in<attending the sick, making out guards, entering re- 
porta, dec. In the aflernoon came in altout 100 Sachems and War- 
ifors of the Seneca Tribe painted off in their warlike manner.

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Tuetday, August Gth, 1T7S. — Arose at the usual hot) r audi de8tiDe4 
a party to go into the noods, and others to set up what pickets were 
got ready— ^bored till bceakfnst. 

The Genera! sent for me to-day to come and bleed seme lodisns, 
which I accordingly did, I Imre a number of them to bleed almost 
every day. The disorders to which they are subject appear to be 
mostly of an inflammatory nature ; but I have not been able to fiad 
out many of their complaintB. Very warm day.

In the evening it rained very considerably, and proved wet all 
night. 

Wednesday, Avgtuntk, 1176. — Ardse and set the men for the 
woods lo preparing therefor ; the others were destined to eserqise, asL 
there was no work foi; them and the treaty to begin. 

After breakfast the General sent for all the ofGcers to come down, 
and wait upon him at the treaty. Accordingly we all went, except 
the otBcer of the day and one other lefl to exercise the men. 

The General and the two other CommisHioners, viz; Messrs. Dow 
and Edwards sat fronting the Indians under a shade, behind whoni.ftll 
the. officers, &e. were placed ; and the Indians on the other side with 
a fire between them. After all ttie Sachems and Warriors were 
gathered together, the General got up and opened the treaty with 
inforrmng them of t)ie design, which was to know whether the Six 
Nations were determined to interfere in the quarrel between the 
United States of America and Great Britain ; and, if so, what part 
they would take. Mr. Dean was made use of to interpret, tfae 
speeches to an Oneida, who delivered it to the rest. After two short 
preparatory ^eecbes with two belts, the General proceeded to deliver 
the whole charge against them —particularizing six different instances 
wherein they had broken the covenant chain by which they bound 
tHemselves to eocb crfherat Albany last summer. 

After the speech was over, the Mohawk Chief got up and said thfv 
acquiesed in what was said, thanked the Commissi tmers for theirplain- 
ness, and that they would consider of it until to-morrow, wbea they 
would answer it. The General then invited them all to sit and^take 
a drink and smoke a friendly pipe before they parted, which tineyw^re 
very fond of complying with— >«i ws pvted gooicLfiienda ipr tbefirM; 
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line. Went home fl«d got ^iiiDer, visited some of tint sick, and vu 
called to the Indione, whom I bled a Dumber of. 

Tlwrtdajf, 4-''igutt Bth, 17TG. — Dr. Read and Jog, Anderson cams 
uft/rom Joboatown to Iiear of tlie treaty and see tbe sick. The day 
vaa warfDt wt)icb I spent in seeing Ibe sick among tbe wldiera 
and Tisiting the Indians, among wbich was a son of Tbomas, an 
Oneida Chief, At evening after guard, I was sent for by the General 
to go and see a young Indian lady, daughter of Schokara, a brother 
of Thomas, and himself a Chief, who had been knocked down by a 
Sen^a with a stone. I accordingly went and found a great number 
round her in her hut crybg and weeping grpatly. I was led into to 
her by Thomasi who assisted me in examining ber. I found the cra- 
nium was cracked by the violence of the stroke in the os ffontis just 
above the temple suture. I washed the wound and bound it up as well 
as I could and then returned to my tent. The Indians were very busy 
all.day in Council, but did OQt get ready to make their reply this day. 

Tridaif, Jtugttst 9th, 1776. — Thedaily alarm, ere Aurora had arisen 
above the horizon, aroused me from my bed of earth, and warned me 
t(i repair lo labor. 

. The Indians were sitting in' Council very demurely to-day, Na 
pepple on earth,. I believe, are more solemn and serious in their coun- 
ciU tbao these people. No interruption nor any wrangle is beard 
among them, but all serious and solemn. 

In tbe afternoon, the Indians, after sitting all day, gave information 
they were ready to speak ; upon which tbe General sent for us and 
we attended him there, when tbe Hobawk Chief got up, and, in behalf 
of tbe Sis Nations, mentioned over some of the accusations which wo 
bad alledged against .tbem, and thanked the General and other Com* 
missioners for their plain dealing. The sun being near setting, be 
said it was contrary to the custom and doctrine of their ancestors to. 
treat of matters of peace after tbe day was no more. He, therefore, 
thought proper to refer the matter until to-morrow morning, wbich 
' t)to CommiasioneFS agreed to, and invited them to sk and take a drink 
before they parted, which they are i|ery willing always to comply with.

SaOirdash Asigutt lOtft, 1776. — ^Aflei the fatigue party were turned 
qftt At the usuiU call* the officets muI a. numW vf ua pitched a match 
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fttball ; st which I stripped and rud so that I caught a bad coli^ 
which fetcheii on an ague, pain in my bones, a rheumatisni of tbo 
knees, &c., which disabled me so I was not capable of doing duty tbia 
evening — did, however, attend the treaty some time, when the Mo* 
hawk Chief, called Abraham, briefly recapitulated over the General't 
speech, and in a very slick and artful manner excused themBeives of 
every accusation laid against them, and finally declared they were 
wholly for peace and would not take up the hatchet against ua upon 
any account. 

Being unwell and having a detail of the guard to make out, I left 
the treaty and repaired to my tent ; aa soon aa I had got there, tbo 
Indiana sent for me to visit a number of them which I bled, &c.

"OBicer of the day, to-morrow, Lieut. Salsburry." 

Sunday, Auguat 11th, 17T6. — Very wet morning, which greatly in- 
creased my disorder, yet I was obliged to wait on the Indians and 
bleed a number of them. 

This day was spent by the officers in camp in a very loose and pro- 
fhna manner. Instead of devoting it to the service of God, thef 
spent it in profaning his holy name and ordinances, which was very 
disagreeable to me, as I was exceedingly unwell, and always averse 
to such language. 

Major Barber is here very unwell, not able to leave his room, with 
a nerVous fever. In the afternoon Mr. Caldwell gave ua a short dis- 
course and prayers, but I was not able to attend. After sermoD, Mr. 
Caldwell and Capt. Bloomfield gave Gifford and me a rally about 
cendemning General Thomas for drumming out the fire ship, aa they 
- called it, and for disobeying orders ; but I think we acted a good part, 
therefore value them not. 

Mondap, August 12th, ITTfl.— Still unwell. Weather dull. Bled 
the Indians, attended our sick, and went to see Major Barber. Being 
ftivored with a sight of Thomas's challenge to HcDougal, I shall 
insert purely for the oddity of it, ' 

"Sib :-^As I have the Honor of being in A Company that conde- 
scended to receive you in the same Company As a gentleman volun- 
teer. Now, sir, I am to inform you that the Character of a Volunteer 
basalwsys been heM -sacred and unblemished, till you was pleased, 
by your Dastardly, cowardly behaviour, to sulliet. I roust therefbn 
u a gentleman, Vindicate the Character ofa Volunteer — Husttben- 
ftre insist npon it that you will meet me to-morrow morning at 8 
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o*doek with a Friaml ud A Cu« of Pistols upon tbe Hill bwilcof 
your booM, to count for your Dainii Raakley behavioui for asking & 
dischuge from our Honorable company." 

TluB warn written by Col. Whitet signed and sent in tbe name of 
Thomas, and answered by McDougal, and tbe duel fmight accordingly 
as before staled. 

The General, Petor Dow and Timothy Edwards, Commissioneri^ 
made a reply to what the Indians had said, and all was concluded in 
the greatest friendship and the strongest ties of lasting peace, by 18 
belts. 

Tvetdtts, Augtut 13tA, 1TT6. — The men labored.some at the fort. 
Lt. Gifford taken exceedingly unwell this afternoon. The Indians 
held a ball play to>day for a considerable prize. Capt. Veeder'e and 
Vosburg's conpaoies ordered to bold themselves in readiness to bwrch 
to-morrow morning for Albany in company with the General and 
Commissioners. i

. Continued unwell all day, yet the Indians are not pacified but by 
my attending them. Sent in an account to.day to tbe General of £5 
fitr attending the Indiana. Slept in tent as usual, tbe nights very 
dewy and wet. 

Wedttuday, Avgiut \A(h, 1T78. — ^This morning the men ware 
paraded just after tbe reveillee beat, to form themselves in readinesa 
to attend upon tbe General at bis departure from this place. Capt. 
McKean'a company ordered to march for Johnstown, and Capt. 
SabraV to join us here, where we are to continue till farther orders. 
Accordingly tbe whole paraded; and about 7 o'clock, Capt. Hc- 
Kean's, Veedei's and Vosburg's, marched off: ours, Capt. Eiseolord'a 
and Sabre's formed, in order lo salute the General ; but I being not 
very well, did not think it worth my while to turn out ; so I did not. 
After the General had gone away, I became acquainted with a most 
shocking aSalr between Lt, McMichaeJ, volunteer Smith, Serjeant 
Newcastle of our battalion, Alex. Stewart, one Ridley, a clerk o£ 
Major Lundie'a, and one more, in a secret plot, endeavoring to go off 
to the enemy. Mtne of whom it is supposed are already gone. Ensign 
Kinney waa immediately sent on express to Col. Dayton at Fort 
Schuyler, as McMichael set out from here last night with a pretence 
to go there. How it may turn out I cannot tell, they bare without 
any doubt acted a rery dastardly, treacherous and deviUah part. 
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I attended a hnfuA among the Indians thia ni6rniog.' Tbey haty' 
and sing at the grave, much in the same manner as the Dutch.

" All Sutlers and retailers of liquors are hereby ordered to remove 
from German Plata by to-morrow evening. No escnse will be taken 
fbr tbeir staying any longer." 

I shall now accordingly, as the powers of my soul shall assist me, 
ebaraclerise the officers of our regiment. 

Passing by the Field Officers, of which I have before spoken, I 
shall begin with the Senior Captains. 

Capt. Btoomfield — Active, unsteady, fund of show and a great ad- 
mirer of bis own abilities ; quick passions, but easily paciiied. 

Capt. Dickinson— Grave, but familiar ; slow hut steady ; an ad- 
pairer of himself, but kind and friendly. 

Cspt. Potter — Grave, solid, steady, robust, familiar, kind^ affec- 
tionate, but unlearned. 

^apt. Patterson — Peaceable, genteel, effiminate, fainiliar, active 
and leamei). ' 

Capt. Ross — A bold and manly look, but haughty and imperious 
carriage. 

I must even confess I have begun a task t am not capable of going 
through, must therefore conclude with the words of a Poet — 
" In graat nttempu 'Ub not>le e'en to kS." 

Thwtday, Auguttlilh, 1716. — The men paraded at the reveillec 
beat, when the Captain and myself were piresent, and lie undertook' 
to turn out the working party ; and after divers kinds of ohiers, they 
were all, except a cook from each mess, sent to labor. Our men were 
set at pulling dowu'the old pickets which were round the church, and 
others to setting up new ones. 

Lt. Daniel Pierson came down this forenoon as an eitpreea from Col. 
Dayton at Fort Schuyler, informing lis that Lt. Mc Michael, frith vol- 
nnteer Smith and Ridley, set out from there yesterday about 12 
o'clock, and were no doubt making the best of thein way for tiie 
enemy. That as soon aa Col. Dayton became acquainted frith the' 
matter by Mr. Eiaaeyi whidi waa almost nig^t, be o&rod ■ reward 
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or twenty doUare m. hwd for them, dead or alive. Upon which Capt 
ReadJDg, Lt. Loyd and Bellard, with about 30 meti, set out immedi- 
&te]y upon the'scout after them ; af\er which he came away. 

"Gekhan Flats, Augtttt l&th,m6. 
" PABOI.K — Dattok. 
" Officer of the day, to-morrow, Lt. Clock. 
"Officers of fatigue, Lts. House, Cannon and Elmer." 
Vifiited the sick, which are considerable ; gave Major Barbei oonw 
Cort : Peru : as he gels' no better yet. There was b 
this evening. Ensign Kinney returned from Fort Scl 
ning with no farther news than we had before received 
eon. Had an alarm in the night. The sentry, it is 
at a drunken Indian, but did not hit him. 

Priday, Augiut IBtK, 17T6. — About 12 o'clock an express arrived 
here from Col. Dayton at Fort Schuyler, informing us that Lt. Loyd, 
who conitnanded the party sent to (he Lake, arrived there just aa Mc. 
Michael and his confederates had embarked to cross ; they fired 
several guns to no eSect, a^nd there being no Crafl tbiit thej' could get, 
were obliged to quit the pursuit. We are further informed, that Ser- 
jeant Younglove, with his party on the scout. Were attacked about six 
miles this side of Oswego on their return from thence by about 19 
Indians. The Indians fired upon them, but their guns were eo wet 
they oould get none of them off except one, whicb did do execution. 
A ball took Serjeant Aitkins, of Capt. Potter's company, in the body 
upon which he fell, crying out, " I am a dead man, but do not By, if 
your guns will not go oS*, rush on them with your bayonets." After 
which Mr. Ball, their guide, went down the hill and called out for 
others to follow him, and they would then endeavor to make a stand. 
Accordingly two of the nten did, but Serjeant Younglove and on« 
other besides the Serjeant wounded, would not. After these 1hre» bad 
got dq>rn the hill, they heard two guns go off. Tliey then attempted 
to get to the others, but found the Indiana pursuing them ; Were there- 
fore obliged to make the beat of their way off, leaving the others be- 
hind, dead or alive tbey could not tell. Tbey received several shot^ 
but none so as to cripple them. After they left there, they soon fell 
in with two friendly Indians of the Onondago Tribe, who conducted 
them safely down to Fort Schuyler. 

Almost finished the fort, hut could not enclose it for want of some 
liickets and the gate, carpenters making the gate and about repairing 
the barn. 
Ensign Kinney was despatched expressly fo Albany a^er the news 
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from Fort Schuyler. Had a email ball play in the afternoon — after 
which came up a brisk shower of rain. Lt, Gifibrd and myself 
struck oitr tent and moved all our things into the house along with the 
Captain and Major, pitching the lent within the garrison for the use 
of the officer of the guard. Our moving into the house consequently 
threw us into a mesa with Capt. Bloomfield. "the guard was moved 
from the church to that part of the bam forinetly occupied hf the 
Sutler. 

In th<i night we hitd t*u alaHnsf)^ the setftfies firing off guDS, M 
they disposed, at Indians ; however, at a certain person or two wht) 
iept running round about them and heaving stones, b'ut jvould not 
Answer when hailedi Scouts were sent all round the camp both time! 
to see if they could find out <rho was the peraon, but their sefircb 
proved inefibetual. 

Lodged in the hoiise with Major and Captain — the first night t l»«e 
lodged in a bouse for several Weeks. 

Saturday, Avgutt nth, 1776. — This morning a press warrant was 
Aent out by the Captain for wagons to ride pickets for us to finish 
the fort. Accordingly, in a short time a great plenty came in. We 
kept all our men at work loading the wagons and putting them up a* 
fast as. they came iu, so We concluded enclosing the fortification CX' 
cept the large gate, which ii not yet Riade.

Still troubled with a tasity and debility of body, whith So enfeebled 
tne I am hardly capable of stirring about. Towards evening a man 
living in the Jerseys came here ot his way home from Fort Schuyler. 
He brings Word that the two men which McMichael took from the 
' retu^tiing scout of Ensign Clerk's (whom he told that he was going 
to Oswego by order of Col. Dayton to burn it down, and that bA 
dlouid t^e more men it he Jihould ittcet them,) were retnnied, leaving 
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him on the Oneidk Lake ; that the parsners were so nigh when tbey 
embarked, that McMichael pulled oB* with great vigor. Tbey beinff 
in another canoei received eeveral iires from the scout over their 
beads ; that after the scout waa gone, they wondered McMichael did 
not stay, and he continuing on with speed, they began to mistrust 
whether something was not the matter, and that it was our men who 
fired on them. They therefore concluded to return, for which they 
were exceeding glad when they found out the plot. 

Lt, )jrifford being unwell, I was obliged to take the guard in his 
place, which I visited fsequently in th; night, giving him strict ordera 
not tq fire upon any Indian till he ^as fully convinced they de- 
signed his life. 

Slept all night in the tent pitched by the bari) for the officer of the 

Strnday, Augugl iStA, 1776.— This day, Iho' the Lords, by his set. 
ting his prerogative over it, we devoted to labor in levelling the fort 
and cutting and burning the wood round it. About 8 o'clock, A. M-t 
Major parber set out for Fort Schuyler, Capt. BloomSeld going along 
to apcompany him as far ss Thompson's, where he expects to put np 
for the first night

^ thick and gloomy melancholy seems to hang upon my spirits to- 
day. • • * • The day is the Lord's ; hut the maAUer in which 
we spend it is entirely foreign to his service and wholly devoted to 
servile labor, hurry, tumult and noise. 

Just nt evening Capt. Bloomfield returned from accompanying 
Major Barber, who he left about 7 miles this side Oreskey. We 
had some dispute about one thing or another, and at length went to 
rest. 

Xotulay, AuguA I9fA, 1TT6.-T-Turned out the fatigue party and set 
them to work ; began to dig a ditch without the pickets to-day. 
Some men being employed in the woods preparing timber for the gale, 
but they did not get it hauled. Received a letter by Jno. Nutter, 
who returned from Albany to-day, from Jas. Ramsay and another 
from Hannah Seeley— all well at home. Letters were dated lat July, 
Just as the forces were turning out from there for New York. Wrote 
letter to Capt. Ogden, Eelsay, Ensign Peck and Col. Newcomb. 
Capt, Sabre retamed to.<Iay, after his going home to see hn friends. 
Quite tame with my hasd. 
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1^ following cure for the Flux is takeo out of the Constilulional 
jBazetle for August 14th, and said to be infalliable : 

"Let the patient lake half or a quarter of a gill of good rum, brandy 
or rye liquor, aa his strength vill admit, and as much good oak or 
hickory ashes es will thrice cover the point of a common table knife ; 
mix the quantity of ashes and lii]uor well together, and take that dose 
morning and evening for seyeral days, observiog during the time not 
to eat any meqt or any broth made of meat, but may freely uae any 
pther kind bf food. Water is the best drink ; but let a crust of brea<j 
or hut coal be f\t8t pi)t into it, or a small quantity of spirits. Wrap 
a piece of flannel or other woolen cloth round the belly to keep it 
yraim ; the rest of thp body as cold as the patient pleases." 

Mr. Kinney returned about 11 o'clock this evening from Albany, 
We are to contique here for the present to garrison this place. 

Tttesday, Auguft 20tk, 1776.— Oijr men were set to building barl( 
huts to sleep in withip the garrison whilst the barn is repairing. 
Alex. Simson, a Sutler, who has beei) among us for some time, ' was 
apprehended this morning by the General's orders, an4 examined conr 
tierning things concealed, taken from Johnson Ha]l, He acknow): 
edged he had sent some goods to one \Vhite at Schenectady, which 
he bought of Serjeant Fitzaimraons, and wliich hp believed Fitzaim- 
moDS took from the Hall : whereupon Simson was ordered under 
guard to Albany, he i;equesting Lt. Clopk to accompany him : It 
was agreed to. 

Wrofe a letfer to Abijah Holmes, Q. M. ip Cot. Newcomb's regi- 
ment, to Jas. Ramsay and Hannah Seeley, the substaDceof which ia 
jio way material, — fourteen Tories were taken up the other day on 
Jhis river, by our people. They bad ten days' provisions packed up 
for their marph ; and by examining into the matter, it appeared that 
Sir John had wrote to them to meet him in the Oswegacha pathj 
vhere he would provide them with provisions to convey them safe. 
They were sent immediately down to Albany — God keep them tberp

qot liill. After Hading the alarm not well grounded, I dieroLised the 
guard and lay down again. 

Lt. GifTord being unwell, lazy, dull and heavy for several days, now 
begins evidently to shew his disorder proceeds from some obstructions 
in the biliary ducts, and that a Jaundice ia fast advancing. I having 
nomeqna. sent for Dr. Petre, a German. When be came he ordered 
^n emetic of Tart. Emet. to be ta lien this aReriioon. To-morrow 
.morning a dose ofRhei, and the following directions : 

" After you have taken the portion of Rhei) lake a quart of porter 
and a bandfui of bitter herbs, (such as wormwood and rue,) put the 
porter and herbs on a Hre, and set it well warm) then strain it off, and 
take a gill three or four times a day."

" Capt. Bloomiield's and Sabre's companies will hereafter turn out 
for fatigue party 1 Serjeant, I Corporal, and 13 Privates, each ; and 
Capt. Eisenlord's company 1 Serjeant, 1 Corporal and Privates, 
who will diligently attend the work ordered by the officer of the 
fatigue party. The fatigue party will turn out for work at 6 in the 

" The guard will hereafter consist of 1 Serjeant, 3 Corporals and 
S4 Privates, equally from each company ; guards by night B, by day 5. 

" These companies, except those on guard and fatigue, will duly 
attend exercise at the beat of drum at 5 in the afternoon. 

" No officer or soldiors after 23d of this month will be sufiered t6 
sleep out of garrison gnder penalty of the 9th additional ^article of 
war," 

This <hiy we erected the large gate at the entrance of the fort, and 
enclosed the. pickets ; after which we erected a Liberty Pole in tbo 
north corner with a flag.on which was drawn in capital letters Fort 
Dayton and Liberty on one side, Property on the other. Although 
the day was wet, a heavy shower falling in the morning, yet, after m 
had the fort enclosed, the men were all loaded and called under Bmu; 
when a large quantity of grog was brought out, the lines all manned 
and I commanding the guard, gave the signal to fire by firing a pistol, 
when the whole discharged their guns through the port holes. Afler 
which they were again formed up, the liquor presented and Cap). 
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BloBcnlield diank succcaa tn Fort DaytQq, hpping tli^t if ever it be 
al tacked by our enemies, we may be able to put them [itl to flight ; 
and the whole drank, giving three liearty cheers, after which there 
was drinking, scouting round the fort, hurraing, swinging of bats and 
hawbucking about for an hour, when they iretp drawn vp ia a square, 
and the Captain gave them a smart preachment, pull|Dg oft hia hftt 
and beginning with 

" FbIEHDB, CoDNTRCHBN ARD PEI.LOW-ClTiZEK8-T- 

" Little did I think that I should address you to-day ; bf^t after 
making merry our hearts upon this occasion, I feel ap impulse of 
mine to speak to you which I am not able to withstand. Many of 
you, my Cumberland lads, have travelled with me from your native 
homes 500 miles into this wilderness in this glorious cause pf liberty." 

Much more of the like kind was uttered, and he added that, as hp 
had the honor of commanding at the erecting of this fortification, 
and expected to atill continue the command, he should therefore makp 
it his study to cultivate harmony and concord bo necessary among 
officers, and the love, esteem and respect of the soldiers, which was 4 
great matter ; and he could say with a dc£ree of pleasure, yea of 
pride, that he had hitherto by his humane, kind behaviour, gained the 
love and esteem of his own company and doubted not hut by his like 
kindness, he should likewise gain the regard of the other soldiers ; and 
thus be harangued, swinging and flirting about for near half an hour, 
concluding with a wish for their safe return. 

After which we had guard mounting, and allotting the proper per- 
sons for to morrow's fatigue. Several persons drank tea with us, and 
after ^ttoo retired to rest. 

Thsa-tday, August 2-id, 177S. — Got up at six and turned out the 
,vocking party according to order, when the men began to put up the 
acaflirids for the sentinels to stand uppn.

Smith, of Capt. Bloomfield's company, with two from 
Capt. Sabre'si each of which artificer have two shillings per day sur* 
plus money allowed them, with tenders sufficient. 

In the evening of the 16th instant, I had & long dispute wllh Major 
Barber upon Some points in Divinity. His notions (herein are some- 
thing singular, shall therefore insert some of them. 

He acknowledges a supreme being ; that he is the Creator, uphold- 
er and universal governor of the universe ; and that he not only per- 
fntts, but orders add directs every incident that happens among men. 
He particularly ordered the fall of mankind ; and that unless he order 
it, man is no more capable of sinning than of doing good without the 
divine aid or particular influence of God : thereby he makes God to 
be the author of sin as well as righteousness. But why he, that ik 
God, should order and direct sin to enter into the world, therehv 
fnaking the humaii race miserable, he says is best known lo himself 
for the display of his divine attributes. That man has neither vpilt 
or ability to estriiulte himself from his state of death, and that those 
ttho go on in a state of profii&ity and siii, are in the most ho^ltJl vky 
bf meeting the divine aid or power exerted on his soul ; (hat it li all 
a farce for men or priests to persuade men from vice or evil practice, 
As man cannot save himself, they have nothing to do but ffallofr th4 
inclinations of their will ; and if God designs mercy for them, he will 
so alter and renew their wills and dispositions that they shall, in fot' 
lowing them, follow the divine law and do the will of God,- their Cre- 
ator and Redeenur. This, he says, by a careful attention to Scrip- 
ture, he finds to be (he drift of it. 

Ifl the aftetiibDn at 5, we went oUt upon pa^de to etercIsO th^ cOoks 
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and meh of tbe mea aa Hre not upon guard or fatigue. Ez«rciscd ' 
about an hour and diemuSed the m«n; BOon after which we had loll 
call and (ruard mounting. 

Friday, Avgmt 234, 1776. — My birth-dajr. Weather cool. Got 
up at e and turned out the working party. About noon we attended 
the burial of one of Capt. Sabre's company at this place. The 
wbftle were armed, 6 only loaded, who went down to where they stop* 
ped to sing pealms ; the oflicera were likewise ordered down by Capt. 
Bloomfield, when we marched up by the Corpse, the men being paraded 
and resting upon their arma, who shouldwed and followed after. 
They sung whilst be was being buried ; after which a volley was fired 
and we went off.

" Officer of the day, to-morrow, Lieut. Sabre. 

"Officerof futigue, Lieut Gifford. Guardsaa uaual." 

Lieut. Edward Patterson came up here from Schenectady from bis 
brotberi Capt. Patterson, who he left there very unwell. Serjeant 
Seamaas, of Capt. Ross's company, who has been home to the Jerseys 
was along with him. On his return they put up here, drew pro- 
visions, and continued all night. 

I have now lived, or continued in this probationary state exactly 
34 years, and am just about entering upon a new year. It becomea 
me, then, to examine with myself what I have done in the last year 
either for myself, my God or country T How far I have advanced 
in knowledge, virtue or faith 1 To enquire likewise into what evils, 
vices and extravagances I have fallen into within tbe compass of the 
last year, and to resoWe for the ensuing year to shun or avoid them I 
A great alteration has taken place in my life. I tt:aa then at home in 
ease, peace and plenty at a far remove from all danger of distresa,— 
now 400 miles from home in a wild, rnboapitable country engaged in 
all .the clamours, dangers and fatigues of a bloody war : my 
oountry all in alarm engaged in one of tbe grandest and most mo- 
mantouB struggles that ever mortals were engaged in — God grant 
that ere another year subsides, peace and tranquility may be restored 
to our' land with all ila concomitant blessings. May I be enabled to 
stand forth in its defence like a good soldier ; and like a bue patriot 
refrain from all evil and cleave unto the Lord by a thorough and nn- 
teigned repentance and hearty turning unto him ; that I may be pre- 
served from all harm, be supported under trials, afflictions and dangers, 
faithfully and diligently sene my country and God and be a happy 
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inaB, with the aBsistaiice of my feliaw-soldiere, in speedily restoring 
ffM.ce to our oppieased land, putting to flight all iti enemies, and 
afterwarda return to my native home, in peace and great joy, to spend 
a series of yeara yet to come as a good citizen and faithful servant 
of Qod ; and a^er the number of my days on earth are finished and 
my life faithfully worn out in the service of Qod and my country, 
may I receive the reward of the good and faithful servant, sleeping 
in the arms of Jesus, my Divine Redeemer, through eternal uges. 

We bad a ball pay in the evening, guard mounting, dec. 

Saturday, August ilitk, 1776. — Our men were set to clearing and 
ol^ning the church, as ihey have now all left it and removed within 
the fort in bark huts, made for the purpose. 

Edward Russell, who was sent yesterday to Fort Schuyler, returned 
this evening with a letter and medicines from Dr. Dunham. ' 

"FoET Dayton, August 'Zitk, 1776. 
"Parole — Capt. Pattemon. 

"Officer of the day, to-morrow, Lt, Elmer. Guards as usual." 

We had a ball play Ihis evening as the nigbt before. Ensign Dunn 
returned to the Fort this afternoon. Weather dull, heavy, and some 
rain. Being on guard, I visited the sentinels and went the rounds tilt 
11 o'clock, when^finding peaceable tinjes aad the cry, 'all's well,* being 
prevalent, being somelhing unwell, and the night wet, I went into the 
house aad took my rest. 

Sunday, Augutt S5{A, 1776. — I went to visiting the sick and sd- 
ministering those medicines before received. We are informed by 
Russell from Fort Schuyler, that the private left among the Indians 
with Sergeants Younglove and Aitkin bad escaped with a slight wound, 
running off and hiding till they had all gone off, but alter that cnme 
near perishing in the woods, being a full week without eating any 
thing ; but through divine assistance was supported and returned safe 
to his and our great joy. He is not able to determine whether the 
Seijeants were killed or taken prisoners. The Indians were of the 
HeesBSBgoe Tribe. 

In the afternoon Capt. Hubbard, Pay-Master to a Regiment of Con- 
necticut forces, arrived here, escorted by a number of men from 
Johnstown, with mon^, in order to pay off the forces on this river. 
We spent the evening in jolity and mirth. 

JStaday, AuguM 26th, ITTC^The morning was cloudy and very 
like for rain. I, however, got a gauAf consisting of Serjeant, Cor' 
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poral and 12 Privates, in or<Ier to escort tlie Pay-Master up to Fort 
Schuyler; and about 7 o'clock in the morning we set out, the d^ 
proved wet and exceeding bad travelling. We, nevertheless, proceed- 
ed on up the river in the most disagreeable circumstances — the 
weather exceeding wet and the roads miry. The moachetoes werd 
very thick and troublesome, and what greatly added to our trouble and 
TexBlion was, that do houses were upon the road in which we might 
refresh ourselves, nor any spirituous liquors to'reTresh our tired and 
drooping limbs. We, however, surmounted alt difficulties and arrived 
at Oreska a little before sunset, having travelled through the woods 
and rain about 38 miles. Here we put ap and endeavoured to refresh 
ourselves as well as the circumstances of the place would admit, and 
after drying ourselves tolerably well and getting something to eat, we 
laid the money under our heads for a pillow, and tumbled down upon 
the floor to rest. 

Tuesday, Atigu^21l}i, 1776. — ^Two Dutch houses standing upon 
the Oreska Creek aod sundry Indian huts constitute the Castle at 
this place, from whence we set out this morning very early, in order 
to proceed on to Fort Schuyler, the place to which we are bound ; and 
at which we arrived, after marching 12 miles along a blind path 
through the swamps wet and muddy, about 9 o'clock, A. M., nnd 
waited on the Colonel, where Mr, Hubbard put up. By, or in com. 
pliancewith, his invitation I breakfasted at the Colonel's, After 
which he, Capt. Hubbard, and myself took a walk out to view the 
Fort — I having got the privilege of a barn for the men to stay in and 
provisions drawn for them. The Fort is exceedingly well situated. 
The ditch deep, being the same which was made in the first erecting 
of it i the glacis being likewise old ; the pickets even and low ; Iho 
gates are strong, without any ravelling to the front; the sat!y- port 
leading out into low meadow ground, make it very commodious.— 
Dined with Dr. Dunham, Mr. Norcross, dec, who board at one 
Roof's, an inhabitant of this place. Had ft ball play towards eve- 
ning, supped with Capt, Potter, and then took up my lodgings in Cdt.' 
White's markee : being Ensign Kinney's berth. 

Wednesday Augutt 28(ft, 1776. — The morning being dull anS 
cloudy I waited upon the Colonel after breakfast to know whether the 
guard should return, and finding it bis pleasure I went and fixed Ifiem 
off as soon as convenient, It being about 12 o'clock when they 
marched. Dined with the Colonel, wlio was exceedingly kind and 
clever. We drank a glass of wine after eating to cause a more easy 
digestion. I left them and went abont arnnng the officers anf men 
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wbe Mrereat wo|k. News.iras brought in by a Dutchman to tiio 
Colouet that the Indiana and Sir John with some Regulars were at 
Oswego, and would be down upon us here in a short time. Capt. 
Hubbard very unwell with a kind of camp dysentervi wbich detained 
biiu from setthng hie business with the regiment with that despatch 
which be might, had health been continued with him. 

Thurtiiay, August 2Qlh, 1776, — Spent the tnorniDg in farther 
viewing the works and the artificers of every kind, who are daily 
employed in repairing and building. Farther intelligence corrobo- 
rates the account brought in yesterday of Sir John with his party 
being on their road to this place, upon which the Colonel ordered all 
hands to work, and that Major Hubbell, Capts, Reading and Sharp 
and Knsiga Reading, with a party of about 30 men, to set out im- 
UBdiately oq the scout to the Oneida Lake ; for which they prepared 
with all speed and marched off about 12 o'clock — after which we bad 
^Oina ball play. I drank tea in tlie evening with the Colonel, Major 
Bar bet and Capt. Hubbard, and afterwards repaired to Col. White's 
fMjkBB and went to rest. Capt. Hubbard continuing still unwell 
prerented his being prepared to leave this place tO'morrow, 

Fridoff, AiigMt SOth, ma. — Arose this raornlngjust as the drums - 
began to beat for men to parade for work. The whole were assembled, 
and all, both officers and sohlieTS, ordered to diligently attend labor— 
a very few only ezgepted for cooks. They labored earnestly all tho 
Forea/oim i I*"' the scout, consisting of 6 Oneida Indians who were 
sent'some days ago to Oswego, returning with news that no forces of 
.any kind were at Otwego, or on their march from thence, produced 
in almost «very onaa longupr and disinclination for labor. Major 
Hubbell, with the scouta who were out with him, likewise returned in 
Ifae evcnicj without making discovery of any {ndian foes or others. 
Got information by an Indian from Montreal that the two men which 
Capt. Sharp lost were taken ^way by 3 or 4 Indians, who found them 
without their arms fishing at Fort Bull, and carried directly off as 
prisoners to Montreal. We are also informed that the Indians were 
of tha S^iwca Tribe. Ha further says, that Sergeants Younglora 
jtnd Aitkina were wounded and taken prisoners to Oswego, where a 
Mohawk Indian, being one c^ their young warriors, tomahawked their 
, brains put. O cruel inhumanity * At evening, being in hopes pf 
. Capitt Hubbard being able to return to morrow, I settled matters, 
waited on the Captain, be being yet unwell, and then retired to my 

^ifrdajh .■A^'V^ ^l*^ 1T76. — Preparing all the morning for oyr 
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return. Accordingly, aboat 10 o'clock A. H., we wt cut on hone- 
back to return through that difficult road, which we travelled before 
in the most fatiguing circumstances; but the weather being now 
tolerably good, which took away much of the disagreeable circum* 
stances which attended it in our march up. We drrired at OFeska 
and got some refreshment ; from thence we proceeded on to Thomp. 
son's, where Capt, LanciDg, who commands the batteaux, was with 
his fleet going down the river. After refreshing ourselves there, about 
sunset we set out and rode down (o German Flats, within Fort. Day- 
ton, where we found the men nearly the same as when we left it. 

Whilst at the Fort above, 1 was one evening in ctnnpany with Col. 
Dayton and Major Barber, who showed me a letter written by a 
young lady to one Dr. Deas, now in England with Guy Johnson, 
which was the best I ever saw for the sublime manner in which' she 
extolled his worth, her unworthiness and love for him. 

Sunday, September 1st, 1776.— Being Sunday made no impresdon 
on our conduct, as we spent it in settling matters, jovial mirth, &c. 
We had roll call both morning and evening, but no preaching, so that 
every man did that which seemed right in his own eyes.' Capt. 
Hubbard by fatiguing himself in riding down, brought on a relapi^ of 
'his troublesome disorder. 

■ Monday, September 2d, 1T76. — Got up early and attended in turn, 
ing out the working party. At 8 o'clock, A. M., a Court Martial 
WU9 called to try several persons who yesterday misbehaved towards 
a guard who were sent for them, getting drunk, &c., for which I was 
obliged to go before they could be got home, which caused a great 
trouble and uneasiness in garrison. The Court set, and reported
